The  present  exhibit  is  neces- 
sitated Itf  the  Iftw  reqairing  State  Officers  to  complete  their  reports  at  the  close 
of  the  new,  fiscal  year,  ending  September  30.

The  miscellaueons  expenses  of  the  Library  have  been  adjusted  by  the  Board 
of  State  Anditors,  and  the  awards  and  amounts  thereof  can  be  found  in  the 
Aonaal  Reports  of  the  Board. 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation  on  hand  will  be  exhausted  prior  to 
Jaooary  1, 1875. 

The  generous  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature,  Act  No.  20,  Laws  of 
1873,  has  been  expended  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Oovernor,  in  the 
most  economical  and  judicious  manner  possible.  The  wants  and  necessities  of 
the  Library  wonld  seem  to  reqnire  at  your  hands,  a  further  appropriation  of 
$3,000,  to  be  expanded  during  the  years  1875-76. 

^The  Nation's  books  are  her  vouchers.    Her  libraries  are  her  monuments. 
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The  dead  pafifc  lives  again  in  print  in  oar  public  and  private  libraries,  wb 
a  great  extent,  are  garnered  up  records  of  laws,  manners,  customs,  liten 
science  and  art, — the  intellectual  accumulations  of  ourselves  and.  our  p 
cessors.  Here  the  past  and  the  present  hold  their  school  for  the  instra 
of  the  future/* 

The  collection  of  American  Statute  Law,  and  of  American  Law  and  E 
Reports  now  in  possession  of  the  Library,  although  not  complete,  is  its 
important  and  useful  acquisition. 

There  are  still  wanting  about  150  volumes  to  make  the  set  of  Amc 
Reports  entirely  complete. 

There  has  been  a  large  purchase  of  the  English  Law  Reports,  but  the: 
still  many  earlier  and  most  needed  volumes  now  desirable,  and  should  be  j 
without  delay,  in  the  Libary.  Over  400  volumes  of  this  class  of  boo! 
necessary  to  fill  a  vacancy ;  also  300  volumes  of  Scotch  and  Irish  Bepoi 
which  the  Library  is  entirely  destitute. 

A  complete  set  of  the  British  and  French  Statutes  should  be  procur 
they  are  frequently  called  for,  and  would  afford  a  fund  of  valuable  inform 
No  pains  or  reasonable  expense  should  be  spared  to  make  the  Law  Deparl 
as  complete  as  possible. 

Vew  Miscellaneous  Law  and  Text  books,  also  Digests  of  Reports  are 
Intely  necessary  in  the  Law  Department,  not  only  for  the  use  of  the  Su] 
Oourt,  but  also  for  the  various  committees  of  the  Legislature,  especial 
the  Judiciary.  Although  law  books  are  constantly  being  added  to  the  Li 
by  purchase  and  exchange,  the  demand  at  all  times  exceeds  the  supply, 
rare,  valuable  and  exceedingly  scarce  books  have  been  added  to  the  Li 
that  relate  particularly  to  the  Early  History  of  Michigan,  and  the  North  w< 
iTerritory,  still  there  is  a  vacuum  in  this  direction  that  should  be  filled. 

It  is  necessary  to  continue  certain  series  of  books  already  commence! 
to  supply  many  valuable  works  of  reference  that  are  in  daily  demand  ' 
formation  seekers.  Taking  into  consideration  the  splendid  financial  con< 
of  our  State,  and  the  plethora  of  the  State  Treasury,  we  confidently  b 
and  trust  that  the  modest  sum  of  13,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  directio 
for  the  purposes  herein  indicated,  will  be  readily  and  cheerfully  approp 
by  an  intelligent  and  liberal  Legislature.

The  number  of  volumes  of  inter-State  exchanges  sent  out  during  the  last 
two  years  is  larger  than  the  system  would  seem  to  warrant,  but  this  circum- 
stance is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  legitimate  number  that  shoald  have  been 
distributed  during  the  years  1871-72,  were  not  received  into  the  Library  in 
time  for  the  purpose  indicated,  and  for  that  reason  the  deficiency  has  been 
added  to  the  present  Report. 

The  book  mentioned  in  my  lost  Report  as  missing  from  the  Library,  has 
been  returned.  One  volume  has  been  mislaid  or  lost,  since  my  last  Report,  but 
I  have  hopes  of  its  recovery.

The  inquiry  is  frequently  made.  What  is  the  value  of  the  State  Library  ? 

The  question  is  a  difficult  one  to  answer,  for  the  reason  that  the  cost  of 
printing  and  binding  as  fixed  by  the  regulations  of  the  different  States  and  of 
the  United  States,  is  not  easy  to  ascertain.  The  actual  cost  of  many  books, 
purchased  under  an  appropriation  of  the  Legislature  of  1837,  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained by  any  data  in  the  possession  of  the  Librarian.  Many  rare  and  valuable 
books  were  lost,  or  missing  from  the  Library  prior  to  1850.  Many  rare  books 
now  in  the  Library  are  ent  of  print  and  cannot  be  purchased  at  any  price.  In 
the  month  of  September  just  past,  I  made  a  careful  enumeration  of  the  books, 
pamphlets,  maps,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  Library,  and  fixed  an  estimated  value 
of  the  same,  and  the  conclusion  that  I  have  arrived  at  is,  that  the  estimated 
present  value  of  the  entire  Library,  including  duplicates  of  all  kinds  (except 
the  Michigan  Supreme  Court  Reports)  is,  in  round  numbers,  the  sum  of 
195,000.

It  WB8  made  tbe  duty  of  the  State  Librarian,  by  virtue  of  Joint  Resol 
No.  lOy  Laws  of  1873,  to  issue  a  printed  circular  to  the  citizens  of  the 
inviting  them  to  deposit  in  the  State  Library,  such  minerals  and  geoli 
't]!»ecim6ns  as  any  citizen  may  find  upon  his  premises,  or  in  any  portion  c 
State;  and  also,  inviting  them  to  donate  any  books,  pamphlets,  or  paper 
taihing  to  the  History  of  Michigan,  also  any  Indian  relics  and  curiosit 
any  kind. 

A  general  circular  was  issued  from  this  office  on  June  2, 1873,  in  accor 
wj^h  the  Joint  Resolution  referred  to,  and  sent  to  proioainent  parties  in  vi 
localities  of  the  State.  It  was  also  printed  (or  the'substance  of  it)  in  s^ 
newspapefs.  Without  &ny  expense  to  the  State. 

In  response  to  that  circular,  quite  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  n 
laneous  gifts  have  been  received,  of  which  a  detailed  statement  will  be 
in  Exhibits  B  and  G  of  the  Appendix  to  this  Bepdrt. 

These  donations  have  been  numbered  consecutively,  and  a  proper  i 
made  of  them  in  books  prepared  expressly  for  that  purpose.  Our  than 
hereby  tendered  to  the  donors  of  these  rare  and  valuable  gifts,  and  it 
earnest  desire  that  every  person  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a  State 
inetof  Natural  History,  and  a  Mnseum  of  Curiosities,  that  will  do  1 
honor  to  our  people,  will  respond  generously  to  the  appeal  made  in  our 
lar,  so  that  there  may  be  no  diminution  in  the  number  and  value  of  g 
this  desired  direction.

Act  No.  174,  Laws  of  IS?!,  and  Act  No.  137,  Laws  of  1873,  impose  upon 
the  State  Librarian  certain  duties  in  regard  to  the  sale  and  disposition  of  the 
Snpreme  Court  Reports  of  Michigan.  Although  the  transactions  of  the  State 
Librarian  in  reference  to  the  sale  and  disposition  of  these  Reports  would  not 
be  embraced  legitimately  in  the  report  of  matters  pertaining  distinctively  to 
the  State  Library,  yet,  in  order  to  save  the  expense  of  a  separate  publication 
of  my  Report  relatiTe  to  these  Supreme  Gourt  Reports,  I  have  added  the  same 
to  the  Appendix  of  the  Report  proper,  of  Library  matters.

I  am  preparing  for  the  press  a  Catalogue  of  the  State  Library,  and  hope  to 
have  the  same  ready  for  the  use  of  the  legislature,  early  in  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary next

The  total  number  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  maps  of  every  description 

belonging  to  the  Library,  including  duplicates 46,610 

Michigan  Supreme  Court  Ecports  for  sale 6,209 

Total  number  of  books  belonging  to  the  State,  and  placed  in  care 
of  the  Librarian 52,819 

The  large  and  valuable  collection  of  historical  pamphlets,  which  have  been 
received  from  time  to  time,  have  been  properly  arranged,  and  bound  into  147 
volumes,  and  contain  many  rare  and  choice  ** historical  nuggets"  that  are  not 
to  be  found  elsewhere. 

The  sets  of  American  Law  Reports  are  now  nearly  complete. 

The  collection  of  American  Statute  Law  is  still  deficient,  although  efforts  are 
constantly  being  made  to  supply  the  deficiency. 

A  complete  set  of  the  British  Statutes  and  many  of  the  English  Law  Report^, 
also  a  few  of  the  Irish  Reports  have  been  purchased;  still  there  are  many 
Iteports  needed  to  complete  the  sets,  and  to  supply  the  constantly  increasing 
demand. 

Text  books.  Reports,  and  Digests,  multiply  in  such  a  rapid  manner  that  no 
member  of  the  legal  profession  can  afford  ordinarily  to  procure  them ;  yet  the 
absolute  want  of  a  complete  collection  of  such  books  is  felt  by  the  bench  and 
bar  throughout  the  State,  and  it  is  in  our  State  Library  that  these  are  expected 
to  be  found.     The  demand  still  exceeds  largely  the  supply. 

Many  rare  and  valuable  books  have  also  been  added  to  the  general  library,  by 
purchase,  exchange,  and  donation,  yet  there  is  still  a  vacuum  to  be  filled. 

The  lawyer,  statesman,  scholar,  historian,  and  savant,  besides  the  general 
reference  and  common  every -day  books  require  the  '^thousand-and-one  expen- 
sive out-of-the-way-helps"  that  should  be  found  in  our  State  Library. 

"A  public  library  should  lead,  not  folloto  the  wants  of  scholars;"  it  should 
especially  contain  all  books  needed  to  satisfy  the  thirst  for  knowledge  exhibited 
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l)y  legislators,  statesmen,  and  hunters  of  valuable  statistics  in  the  eminent 
(inrnain  and  the  diversified  fields  of  human  science. 

In  hi?tor)'  our  Library  is  sadly  deficient,  especially  in  that  department  relat- 
iiiir  to  the  annals  of  the  American  States,  and  it  'vrould  seem  unpardonable, to 
!M\!:lect  making  a  complete  collection  of  the  history  and  standard  scientific  and 
hit'rary  works  of  our  own  common  country. 

It  is  still  necessary  to  continue  certain  series  of  books  already  commenced, 
^»ih  in  the  general  and  law  library. 

In  view  of  the  great  wants  and  deficiencies  of  the  Library,  and  taking  into 
consideration  the  continued  splendid  financial  condition  of  the  State,  we  would 
;i-k  of  your  honorable  body  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  appropriated  for  the 
viars  18 7 7-78,  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library. 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation  now  on  hand  will  be  expended  for  books 
already  ordered  and  subscribed  for,  but  which  could  not  be  delivered  until  after 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Tiie  office  of  Librarian  is  and  has  been  considered  by  many  persons  as  a  sine- 
« are.  This  may  have  been  the  case  twenty  years  ago,  but  since  that  period  the 
Librar}'  has  grown  up  into  large  proportions,  and  now  the  office  is  an  exceed- 
inirly  onerous  and  responsible  one,  requiring  of  the  Librarian  experience  and 
jrrofo'^-ional  skill.  The  Librarian  is  necessarily  something  more  than  a  mere 
k«o|x»r  of  books,  taking  down  and  replacing  them  on  the  shelves.  The  in- 
4  ri'u-ed  number  of  visitors  at  the  Library  rooms,  and  the  courteous  attention 
that  tliey  should  receive  from  the  Librarian;  the  large  and  constantly  increas- 
iii::  eorresj)ondencc  of  the  oflfice,  the  cataloguing  of  books,  the  performing  the 
i'lties  required  by  acts  and  joint  resolutions  passed  at  each  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, have  necessitated  a  large  and  increased  amount  of  labor. 

During  the  four  sessions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  held  annuall\%  and  at  each 
--Mt)n  of  the  Legislature,  the  Library  rooms  are  kept  open  without  iutermis- 
•:«m  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.,  and  on  other  days  throughout  the  year  the 
vime  number  of  hours  daily  as  are  observed  by  the  other  State  officers. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  fast  increasing  condition  and  importance  of 
*ho  Library,  and  also  the  fact  that  it  is  soon  to  be  moved  into  the  rooms  intended 
for  \u  u«e  in  the  new  capitol,  we  do  not  think  that  it  is  asking  too  much,  if  we 
"••{iK'st  that  the  Librarian  may  be  legally  authorized  to  employ  such  clerical 
li'  !p  as  may  bo  deemed  necessary  to  properly  perform  the  business  connected 
With  the  office,  such  needed  help  to  be  employed  with  the  advice  and  con- 
••  :it  of  the  Governor  and  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court.

THE  PBESBNT  NEEDS  OF  THE   LIBBABY. 

The  wants  and  claims  of  the  Library  must  again  be  urged  upon  a. generous 
and  thoughtful  Legislature,  and  in  this  connection  I  would  respectfully  ask 
that  your  honorable  body  make  an  appropriation  of  15.000  to  be  expended  in 
the  purchase  of  books,  for  the  years  1879  and  1880  for  this  Library,  and  that 
the  same  be  disbursed  by  the  Librarian,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Governor.  The  amount  asked  for  is  small,  compared  with  the  sums  appro- 
priated by  some  of  our  sister  States  for  the  enlargement  of  their  respective 
State  Libraries. 

Our  Legislatures  have  heretofore  made  scant  and  meagre  appropriations  for 
the  enlargement  of  this  Library,  for  the  reason  that  there  was  a  limited  space 
for  placing  the  books.    The  large  and  spacious  alcoves  in  the  splendid  Library 
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roOms  of  the  new  Capitol^  would  seem  to  obviate  any  objections  that  might  be 
urged  against  necessary  appropriations  for  the  enlargement  of  this  Library. 

The  reputation  of  the  State  and  the  good  of  the  community  appeal  earnestly 
to  the  friends  of  the  Library  to  furnish  at  least  the  tools  and  materials  for 
making  the  standard  of  the  Library  the  highest  and  best,  or  at  leasts  equal,  to 
that  of  any  of  the  States. 

This  Library  is  being  constantly  used  more  and  more  by  students  in  search 
of  literary,  genealogical,  historical,  statistical,  scientific  information,  etc. 

Books  which  are  seldom  read  are  wanted  to  verify  quotations. 

Persons  interested  in  particular  studies  or  pursuits,  are  pleased  to  find  the 
collections  in  their  favorite  departments  as  complete  as  possible,  and  are  quer- 
ulous and  disappointed  when  the  information  sought  for  is  not  within  their 
greedy  grasp. 

For  the  last  few  years  the  collection  and  preservation  of  pamphlets,  direct- 
ories, etc.,  has  been  made  a  specialty  in  this  Library,  and  many  rare  pamphlets 
N)und  into  volumes,  consecutively  numbered  and  containing  valuable  informa- 
tion not  to  be  found  elsewhere,  are  in  this  manner  made  available. 

It  has  been  stated  as  a  fact  that  a  journey  was  once  made  from  New  York 
to  Cambridge,  in  a  January  storm,  for  the  purpose  of  referring  to  an  old 
funeral  sermon,  of  which  there  was  not  another  copy  to  be  found  outside  of 
Harvard  College  Library.  The  pamphlet  was  wanted  for  use  in  a  law  case,  in- 
volving nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars. 

Long  journeys  have  also  been  repeatedly  made,  in  search  of  information 
respecting  land  claims  and  mill  privileges,  and  the  parties  were  finally  success- 
ful in  their  pursuits,  through  the  instrumentality  of  an  old  Boston  Directory. 

Often  iu  a  miscellaneaus  collection  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  sent  to  this 
Library,  odd  numbers,  will  be  found  enabling  the  librarian  to  complete  imper- 
fect volumes. 

Many  rare  books  and  collections  have  from  time  to  time  been  placed  in  our 
Library. 

There  is  an  excellent  foundation  to  build  upon,  but  new  works  must  be  con- 
stantly added,  or  the  Library,  though  valuable,  must  cease  to  command  re- 
spect or  to  exert  the  influence  it  ought  upon  the  State. 

In  the  Law  Department  it  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  set  of  English 
Beports,  also  to  add  the  Scotch,  and  complete  the  Irish,  as  well  as  many  other 
law  books,  that  are  in  constant  daily  demand ;  also  to  purchase  the  current 
volumes  of  Beports  and  Text-books,  that  cannot  be  procured  through  the  me- 
dium of  exchanges. 

HISTOBICAL  SKETCH. 

A  half  century  has  passed  away  since  the  establishment  of  the  Library ;  its 
removal  into  the  large,  spacious  and  elegant  rooms  set  apart  for  its  use  and 
accommodation  in  the  new  Capitol,  marks  an  era  in  its  eventful  existence.  I 
have  deemed  it  appropriate  in  this  connection,  to  furnish  a  succinct  outline 
history  of  the  Library,  which  may  be  of  itself  interesting  as  well  as  useful  and 
convenient  for  reference  in  the  future. 

Territorial  Library,  1828-1835. 

The  first  knowledge  that  we  have  of  this  Library,  is  derived  from  the  records 
found  in  the  printed  copies  of  the  journals  and  documents  of  the  Legislative 
Councils  of  the  Territory,  and  in  the  manuscript  copies  of  the  Executive 
journals. 
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The  Library  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Conncil,  approved 
June  16,  1828,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Librarian  by  the  Governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council. 

The  Librarian  so  appointed  was  required  to  take  an  oath  of  office  and  give 
bond  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  in  the  sum  of  *1,000,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties ;  his  time  of  service  was  for  two  years  or  until  an- 
other be  appointed. 

The  Librarian  was  also  required  to  take  charge  of  the  halls  and  committee 
rooms^  and  other  property  appertaining  to  the  Legislative  Council.  He  was 
also  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Council,  upon  the  state  of  the 
Library,  and  upon  all  such  branches  of  duty  as  might  from  time  to  time,  be 
committed  to  his  charge.  For  his  services  he  was  to  receive  annually  the  sum 
of  1100. 

The  Library  seems  to  have  been  kept  open  only  during  the  actual  sittings 
of  the  Legislative  Council. 

First  Librarian. 

The  Executive  journal  by  its  records  shows,  that  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  William  B.  Hunt  was  appointed  Librarian  July  3,  1828,  by  Governor  Lewis 
Cass,  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Mr.  Hunt  continued  to  act  as  librarian  until 
March  7,  1834,  when  Gershom  Mott  Williams  was  appointed  by  Governor  Por- 
ter. Mr.  Williams  seems  to  have  acted  as  Librarian  until  the  organization  of 
the  Library  as  a  State  Library. 

The  honored  names  of  Henry  R.  Schoolcraft,  Charles  Morau,  Daniel  S. 
Bacon,  Calvin  Britain,  Elon  Farnsworth,  Charles  C.  Hascall  and  others,  are 
found  in  the  lists  of  the  members  of  the  Library  committees. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Great  interest  seems  to  have  been  taken  by  the  Governors  and  members  of 
the  Councils  in  starting  and  building  up  a  Library.  The  appropriations  were 
liberal. 

The  first  appropriation  was  made  June  16,  1828,  when,  by  resolution  of  the 
Council,  850  was  annually  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  periodical  publica- 
tions, and  on  July  3,  1828,  $500  was  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
About  the  same  amount  was  appropriated  at  each  session  of  the  Council. 
About  $100  was  also  annually  expended  for  leading  eastern  newspapers,  as  well 
as  for  those  published  within  the  Territory. 

Thirty  copies  each  of  the  journals  and  laws  of  the  Council  were  ordered 
placed  in  the  Library.  The  Governor  was  authorized  to  interchange  the  laws 
of  the  Territory  with  any  of  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union,  "  who 
may  express  their  desire  for  such  interchange." 

There  are  no  records,  reports  or  catalogues  in  existence,  that  we  know  of 
showing  the  titles,  numbers  and  classification  of  the  books  belonging  to  the 
Territorial  Library.  In  1830  a  special  appropriation  of  $148  was  made  for  the 
purchase  of  books  relating  to  the  early  history  of  America,  and  $43  for  a  copy 
of  Blunt' s  chart  of  the  coast  of  North  America. 

About  $4,000  seems  to  have  been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books,  peri- 
odicals, maps,  charts  and  pictures  for  the  Library  during  its  existence  as  a 
Territorial  Library. 

The  full  length  portrait  of  Governor  Lewis  Cass  was  purchased  for  the 
library  of  Thomas  M'Cleland  (Leland). 
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Full  length  portraits  of  Governor  Stevens  T.  Mason  and  General  Lafayette, 
were  purchased  and  placed  in  the  Library. 

Slate  Library,  1835^1840. 

November  t,  1835  a  joint  commitjtee  on  the  library,  of  three  from  each  House 
was  appointed,  and  on  February  10,  1836,  the  joint  committee  were  directed  to 
purchase  ten  copies  of  Farmer's  map  of  Michigan  to  be  deposited  in  the  library 
for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature.  This  seems  to  have  been  the 
first  purchase  for  the  State  Library. 

March  25,  1836,  the  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  librarian  was 
repealed  and  the  library  belonging  to  the  State  Legislature  was  placed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  use  of  the  Governor,  officers  and 
members  of  the  Legislature. 

The  act  provided  that  no  other  persoii  than  a  member  of  the  Legislature  or 
State  officer  should  take  any  book,  map,  or  chart  from  the  library  for  any  pur- 
pose whatsoever. 

In  February,  1837,  by  joint  resolution  the  library  was  placed  in  the  care  of 
the  private  Secretary  of  the  Governor  for  the  benefit  of  the  Jjegislature,  and  he 
was  directed  to  cause  all  books  belonging  to  the  library  to  be  accounted  for  or 
returned  as  far  as  it  was  practicable,  and  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  all  that  are 
missing  as  near  as  he  can  ascertain,  and  also  to  report  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  Library. 

December  28  of  the  same  year,  an  act  was  passed  to  provide  for  the  safe 
keeping  and  management  of  the  State  Library  by  which  the  Governor  and  Sec- 
retary of  State  were  given  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Library  with  power  from 
time  to  time  to  appoint  a  librarian  and  to  make  rules  and  i*egulations  for  the 
government  of  the  Library. 

Mr.  C.  G.  Jackson  acted  as  first  Librarian  of  the  State.  Lewis  Bond  also 
had  the  care  of  the  books  for  a  time.  Mr.  Oren  Marsh  was  appointed  Libra- 
rian in  1837,  and  acted  in  that  capacity  for  several  years. 

March  21,  1837,  an  appropriation  of  97,000,  was  made  for  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  Library.  Of  this  sum,  $4,000  could  be  expended  during  the 
years  1837-38-39. 

The  lists  of  books  purchased,  are  found  in  the  reports  of  Mr.  Marsh,  to  the 
Legislature,  and  are  published  in  the  documents  of  the  House  for  those  years. 
A  catalogue  of  all  the  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  was  published  in  the 
Legislative  Manuals  for  1839  and  1840. 

Mr.  Marsh,  in  a  report  made  February  15,  1838,  stated  that  many  books 
were  missing  from  the  Library,  and  that  he  had  great  difficulty  to  obtain  them. 

Boydell's  Shakspeare,  two  volumes,  the  folio  edition,  published  in  London, 
1803,  Hogarth's  Works,  folio,  London,  1822,  and  many  other  now  rare  and 
valuable  works,  were  purchased  for  the  Library  at  this  time. 

1840^1850. 

March  28,  1840,  the  act  of  1837  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Library  was 
repealed,  and  the  Library  was  placed  in  care  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  which 
act  remained  in  force  until  the  session  of  1850.  By  this  act,  the  members  of 
the  Legislature  and  the  Executive  officers  of  the  State,  were  to  have  free  access 
at  all  times,  to  the  Library.    An  annual  report  was  to  be  made. 

The  Secretary  of  State  was  ex  officio  State  Librarian,  and  made  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Legislature ;  these  reports,  with  one  exception,  were  not  published 
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iritlx  the  documents,  and  do  not  Beem  to  have  been  ordered  printed,  therefore, 
vre  cannot  gather  many  statistics  of  the  Library,  daring  this  period  of  ten 
years.     No  additional  appropriations  were  made  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Jjegislature,  an  assistant  librarian  was  to  be  ap- 
pointed. Isaac  B.  Watson,  Oren  Marsh,  George  Brownell,  and  Moses  Hess, 
were  assistants  during  a  portion  of  the  time.  A  catalogue  of  the  books  in 
the  library  was  published  in  the  Manual  for  1841. 

In  1840,  Jf.  Alexandre  Vattemare,  from  Paris,  a  French  gentleman  of  gi'eat 
literary  tastes,  visited  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  sys- 
tem of  international  exchanges,  not  only  with  Congress,  but  also  with  the 
several  States.  He  was  so  successful  in  his  efforts,  that  Congress  and  several 
of  the  States  passed  laws  authorizing  such  exchanges  to  be  made,  and  in  that 
way  their  libraries  have  received  and  continue  to  receive,  large  and  valuable 
collections  of  maps,  books,  etc.,  not  only  from  France,  but  also  from  nearly 
all  the  other  foreign  countries. 

In  1844,  efforts  were  made  by  Lewis  Cass,  Jr.,  John  Norvell,  A.  S.  Porter, 
Isaac  E.  Grary.  and  others,  to  get  up  such  a  system  for  the  benefit  of  Michi- 
gan ;  and  on  March  12,  1844,  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  adopted  a  preamble 
and  joint  i*esolution,  authorizing  the  Governor  to  effect  such  an  exchange  with 
Jf.  Vattemare.  A  large  and  valuable  collection  of  books,  etc.,  were  not  long 
after  received  from  M.  Vattemare,  a  portion  of  which  were  placed  in  our  State 
Library,  and  a  portion  were  sent  to  the  library  of  the  University.  But  Michi- 
gan has  not  only  neglected  to  make  any  return  for  the  books  already  received, 
but  also,  to  profit  by  the  opportunities  offered  for  a  continued  exchange. 

1850-1878, 

April  2,  1850,  an  act  was  passed,  requiring  the  Govei*nor  to  appoint  a  State 
Librarian  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  It  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Librarian  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the  Library,  and  the 
affairs  pertaining  thereto.  This  act,  with  some  amendments,  remains  still  iu 
force.  By  the  amendments,  the  Librarian  is  required  to  make  a  biennial  re- 
port to,  and  catalogue  for,  the  use  of  the  Legislature.  The  Librarian  is  also 
required  to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  property  as  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
care. 

Librarians, 

The  names  of  the  Librarians  appointed  under  this  act,  with  their  time  of 
service,  are  as  follows :

Charles  J.  Fox,  from  January  27,  1851,  to  July  1,  1853. 
Charles  P.  Bush,  from  July  1,  1853,  to  December  5,  1854. 
John  James  Bush,  from  Dec.  5,  1854,  to  January  6,  1855. 
De  Witt  0.  Leach,  from  January  6,  1855,  to  February  2,  1857. 
George  W.  Swift,  from  February  2,  1857,  to  January  27,  1859. 
J.  Eugene  Tenney,  from  January  27,  1859,  to  April  5,  1869. 
Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Tenney,  from  April  5,  1869,  to ,  18 — . 

A'ppropriations. 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library  from 
1850  to  1863.  From  1863  to  1869,  the  appropriations  amounted  to  11,300; 
and  from  1869  to  the  present  time,  the  amount  so  appropriated  is  112,000. 
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floor.  These  collections  will  have  to  remaiu  packed  away  in  boxes  until  some 
place  is  fitted  np  especially  for  their  exhibition. 

The  State  Historical  Society  that  was  organized  many  years  ago,  and  fos- 
tered and  cared  for  by  Lewis  Cass,  Henry  Schoolcraft,  0.  C.  Trowbridge,  and 
many  others,  has  not  been  in  active  operation  for  some  years  past.  The  pres- 
ent officers  of  this  Society  propose  to  place  their  rare  collection  of  books,  man- 
uscripts, and  relics  in  the  State  Library,  in  the  care  of  the  Librarian,  as  soon 
as  suitable  cases  can  be  provided  for  their  reception. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  be  authorized  to 
fit  up,  on  the  third  floor  of  the  State  Library,  such  Museum  cases  as  the  State 
Librarian,  the  officers  of  the  State  Pioneer  Society,  and  the  State  Historical 
Society  may  deem  necessary. 

Conclusion. 

The  liberality  of  our  State  is  fully  vindicated  in  providing  for  the  use  of  the 
Library,  the  magnificent  rooms  in  the  new  Capitol.  For  generations  to  come, 
these  spacious  rooms  will  be  the  Mecca  of  Michigan,  whither  all  classes  of  peo- 
ple will  resort  for  self-improvement,  and  will  have  free  use  of  the  stores  of 
knowledge  here  accumulated,  subject  to  certain  rules  and  regulations.  Here 
the  young  will  be  afforded  advantages  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  which  were 
denied  to  the  pioneers  of  the  State.  All  classes  of  people  may  come  here  and 
store  their  minds  with  rich  treasures,  thus  fitting  themselves  to  become  useful 
and  intelligent  citizens,  and  to  appreciate  the  munificence  of  the  State,  which 
has  guaranteed  its  protection  to  their  persons  and  property. 

The  usual  biennial  catalogue  of  the  Library  is  being  prepared,  and  will  be 
furnished  to  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day. 

Our  kindly  acknowledgments  are  tendered  to  Governor  Croswell,  for  his 
timely  suggestions  in  matters  pertaining  to  this  Library,  also  to  Ex-Governor 
Baglcy  and  the  Centennial  Commissioners,  for  their  valuable  donation  to  the 
Library,  of  the  valuable  collection  of  manuscript  books,  pictures,  charts,  etc., 
exhibited  by  the  State  of  Michigan  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition  held  in  Phil- 
adelphia, in  1876 ;  also  to  other  parties  for  their  various  gifts,  and  to  the  pub- 
lishers of  several  newspapers,  who  have  furnished  this  library,  gratuitously, 
with  their  publications.

Our  Legislatures  have  heretofore  made  scant  and  meagre  appropriations  for 
the  enlargement  of  this  Library,  for  the  reason  that  there  was  a  limited  space 
for  placing  the  books.    The  large  and  spacious  alcoves  in  the  splendid  Library 
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Todms  of  the  new  Capitol,  would  seem  to  obviate  auy  objections  that  might  be 
urged  against  necessary  appropriations  for  the  enlargement  of  this  Library. 

The  reputation  of  the  State  and  the  good  of  the  community  appeal  earnestly 
to  the  friends  of  the  Library  to  furnish  at  least  the  tools  and  materials  for 
making  the  standard  of  the  Library  the  highest  and  best,  or  at  least,  equal,  to 
that  of  any  of  the  States. 

This  Library  is  being  constantly  used  more  and  more  by  students  in  search 
of  literary,  genealogical,  historical,  statistical,  scientific  information,  etc. 

Books  which  are  seldom  read  are  wanted  to  verify  quotations. 

Persons  interested  in  particular  studies  or  pursuits,  are  pleased  to  find  the 
collections  in  their  favorite  departments  as  complete  as  possible,  and  are  quer- 
ulous and  disappointed  when  the  information  sought  for  is  not  within  their 
greedy  grasp. 

For  the  last  few  years  the  collection  and  preservation  of  pamphlets,  direct- 
ories, etc.,  has  been  made  a  specialty  in  this  Library,  and  many  rare  pamphlets 
bound  into  volumes,  consecutively  numbered  and  containing  valuable  informa- 
tion not  to  be  found  elsewhere,  are  in  this  manner  made  available. 

It  has  been  stated  as  a  fact  that  a  journey  was  once  made  from  New  York 
to  Cambridge,  in  a  January  storm,  for  the  purpose  of  referring  to  an  old 
funeral  sermon,  of  which  there  was  not  another  copy  to  be  found  outside  of 
Harvard  College  Library.  The  pamphlet  was  wanted  for  use  in  a  law  case,  in- 
volving nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars. 

Long  journeys  have  also  been  repeatedly  made,  in  search  of  information 
respecting  land  claims  and  mill  privileges,  and  the  parties  were  finally  success- 
ful in  their  pursuits,  through  the  instrumentality  of  an  old  Boston  Directory. 

Often  in  a  miscellaneaus  collection  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  sent  to  this 
Library,  odd  numbers,  will  be  found  enabling  the  librarian  to  complete  imper- 
fect volumes. 

Many  rare  books  and  collections  have  from  time  to  time  been  placed  in  our 
Library. 

There  is  an  excellent  foundation  to  build  upon,  but  new  works  must  be  con- 
stantly added,  or  the  Library,  though  valuable,  must  cease  to  command  re- 
spect or  to  exert  the  influence  it  ought  upon  the  State. 

In  the  Law  Department  it  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  set  of  English 
Beports,  also  to  add  the  Scotch,  and  complete  the  Irish,  as  well  as  many  other 
law  books,  that  are  in  constant  daily  demand ;  also  to  purchase  the  current 
volumes  of  Beports  and  Text-books,  that  cannot  be  procured  through  the  me- 
dium  of  exchanges. 

HISTOBICAL  SKETCH. 

A  half  century  has  passed  away  since  the  establishment  of  the  Library;  its 
removal  into  the  large,  spacious  and  elegant  rooms  set  apart  for  its  use  and 
accommodation  in  the  new  Capitol,  marks  an  era  in  its  eventful  existence.  I 
have  deemed  it  appropriate  in  this  connection,  to  furnish  a  succinct  outline 
history  of  the  Library,  which  may  be  of  itself  interesting  as  well  as  useful  and 
convenient  for  reference  in  the  future. 

Territorial  Library,  1828''1835. 

The  first  knowledge  that  we  have  of  this  Library,  is  derived  from  the  records 
found  in  the  printed  copies  of  the  journals  and  documents  of  the  Legislative 
Councils  of  the  Territory,  and  in  the  manuscript  copies  of  the  Executive 
journals. 
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The  Library  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Council,  approved 
June  16,  1828,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Librarian  by  the  Governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council. 

The  Librarian  so  appointed  was  required  to  take  an  oath  of  office  and  give 
bond  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  in  the  sum  of  11,000,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties ;  his  time  of  service  was  for  two  years  or  until  an- 
other be  appointed. 

The  Librarian  was  also  required  to  take  charge  of  the  halls  and  committee 
rooms^  and  other  property  appertaining  to  the  Legislative  Council.  He  was 
also  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Council,  upon  the  state  of  the 
Library,  and  upon  all  such  branches  of  duty  as  might  from  time  to  time,  be 
committed  to  his  charge.  For  his  sei*vices  he  was  to  receive  annually  the  sum 
of  $100. 

The  Library  seems  to  have  been  kept  open  only  during  the  actual  sittings 
of  the  Legislative  Council. 

First  Librarian. 

The  Executive  journal  by  its  records  shows,  that  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  William  £.  Hunt  was  appointed  Librarian  July  3,  1828,  by  Governor  Lewis 
Cass,  for  the  term  of  two  years.  Mr.  Hunt  continued  to  act  as  librarian  untQ 
March  7,  1834,  when  Gershom  Mott  Williams  was  appointed  by  Governor  Por- 
ter. Mr.  Williams  seems  to  have  acted  as  Librarian  until  the  organization  of 
the  Library  as  a  State  Library. 

The  honored  names  of  Henry  R.  Schoolcraft,  Charles  Moran,  Daniel  S. 
Bacon,  Calvin  Britain,  Elon  Farnsworth,  Charles  C.  Hascall  and  others,  are 
found  in  the  lists  of  the  members  of  the  Library  committees. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Great  interest  seems  to  have  been  taken  by  the  Governors  and  members  of 
the  Councils  in  starting  and  building  up  a  Library.  The  appropriations  were 
liberal. 

The  first  appropriation  was  made  June  16,  1828,  when,  by  resolution  of  the 
Council,  $50  was  annually  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  periodical  publica- 
tions, and  on  July  3,  1828,  1500  was  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
About  the  same  amount  was  appropriated  at  each  session  of  the  Council. 
About  $100  was  also  annually  expended  for  leading  eastern  newspapers,  as  well 
as  for  those  published  within  the  Territory. 

Thirty  copies  each  of  the  journals  and  laws  of  the  Council  were  ordered 
placed  in  the  Library.  The  Governor  was  authorized  to  interchange  the  laws 
of  the  Territory  with  any  of  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union,  '*who 
may  express  their  desire  for  such  interchange.'' 

There  are  no  records,  reports  or  catalogues  in  existence,  that  we  know  of 
showing  the  titles,  numbers  and  classification  of  the  books  belonging  to  the 
Territorial  Library.  In  1830  a  special  appropriation  of  $148  was  made  for  the 
purchase  of  books  relating  to  the  early  history  of  America,  and  $43  for  a  copy 
of  Blunt' s  chart  of  the  coast  of  North  America. 

About  $4,000  seems  to  have  been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books,  peri- 
odicals, maps,  charts  and  pictures  for  the  Library  during  ite  existence  as  a 
Territorial  Library. 

The  full  length  portrait  of  Governor  Lewis  Cass  was  purchased  for  the 
library  of  Thomas  M'Cleland  (Leland). 
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Full  length  portraits  of  Governor  Stcvcus  T.  Mason  and  General  Lafayette, 
were  purchased  and  placed  in  the  Library. 

State  Library,  1835-'1840. 

November  7, 1835  a  joint  commitj:ee  on  the  library,  of  three  from  each  House 
was  appointed,  and  on  Februaiy  10,  1836,  the  joint  committee  were  directed  to 
purchase  ten  copies  of  Farmer's  map  of  Michigan  to  be  deposited  in  the  library 
for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature.  This  seems  to  have  been  the 
first  purchase  for  the  State  Library. 

March  25,  1836,  the  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  librarian  was 
repealed  and  the  library  belonging  to  the  State  Legislature  was  placed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  use  of  the  Governor,  officers  and 
members  of  the  Legislature. 

The  act  provided  that  no  other  persoii  than  a  member  of  the  Legislature  or 
State  officer  should  take  any  book,  map,  or  chart  from  the  library  for  any  pur- 
pose whatsoever. 

In  February,  1837,  by  joint  I'esolution  the  library  was  placed  in  the  care  of 
the  private  Secretary  of  the  Governor  for  the  benefit  of  the  Jjegislature,  and  he 
was  directed  to  cause  all  books  belonging  to  the  library  to  be  accounted  for  or 
returned  as  far  as  it  was  practicable,  and  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  all  that  are 
missing  as  near  as  he  can  ascertain,  and  also  to  report  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  Library. 

December  28  of  the  same  year,  an  act  was  passed  to  provide  for  the  safe 
keeping  and  management  of  the  State  Library  by  which  the  Governor  and  Sec- 
retary of  State  were  given  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Library  with  power  from 
time  to  time  to  appoint  a  librarian  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  Library. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Jackson  acted  as  first  Librarian  of  the  State.  Lewis  Bond  also 
had  the  care  of  the  books  for  a  time.  Mr.  Oren  Marsh  was  appointed  Libra- 
rian in  1837,  and  acted  in  that  capacity  for  several  years. 

March  21,  1837,  an  appropriation  of  17,000,  was  made  for  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  Library.  Of  this  sum,  14,000  could  be  expended  during  the 
years  1837-38-39. 

The  lists  of  books  purchased,  are  found  in  the  reports  of  Mr.  Marsh,  to  the 
Legislature,  and  are  published  in  the  documents  of  the  House  for  those  years. 
A  catalogue  of  all  the  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  was  published  in  the 
Legislative  Manuals  for  1839  and  1840. 

Mr.  Marsh,  in  a  report  made  February  15,  1838,  stated  that  many  books 
were  missing  from  the  Library,  and  that  he  had  great  difficulty  to  obtain  them. 

Boydell's  Shakspeare,  two  volumes,  the  folio  edition,  published  in  London, 
1803,  Hogarth's  Works,  folio,  London,  1822,  and  many  other  now  rare  and 
valuable  works,  were  purchased  for  the  Library  at  this  time. 

1840--1850. 

March  28,  1840,  the  act  of  1837  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Library  was 
repealed,  and  the  Library  was  placed  in  care  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  which 
act  remained  in  force  until  the  session  of  1850.  By  this  act,  the  members  of 
the  Legislature  and  the  Executive  officers  of  the  State,  were  to  have  free  access 
at  all  times,  to  the  Library.    An  annual  report  was  to  be  made. 

The  Secretary  of  State  was  ex  officio  State  Librarian,  and  made  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Legislature ;  these  reports,  with  one  exception,  were  not  published 
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yriih  the  documents,  and  do  not  seem  to  have  been  ordered  printed,  therefore, 
we  cannot  gather  many  statistics  of  the  Library,  daring  this  period  of  ten 
years.    No  additional  appropriations  were  made  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  JiCgislature,  an  assistant  librarian  was  to  be  ap- 
pointed. Isaac  B.  Watson,  Oren  Marsh,  George  Brownell,  and  Moses  Hess, 
were  assistants  during  a  portion  of  the  time.  A  catalogue  of  the  books  in 
the  library  was  published  in  the  Manual  for  1841. 

In  1840,  M.  Alexandre  Vattemare,  from  Paris,  a  French  gentleman  of  great 
literary  tastes,  visited  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  sys- 
tem of  international  exchanges,  not  only  with  Congress,  but  also  with  the 
several  States.  He  was  so  successful  in  his  efforts,  that  Congress  and  several 
of  the  States  passed  laws  authorizing  such  exchanges  to  be  made,  and  in  that 
way  their  libraries  have  received  and  continue  to  receive,  large  and  valuable 
collections  of  maps,  books,  etc.,  not  only  from  France,  but  also  from  nearly 
all  the  other  foreign  countries. 

In  1844,  efforts  were  made  by  Lewis  Cass,  Jr.,  John  Norvell,  A.  S.  Porter, 
Isaac  £.  Crary.  and  others,  to  get  up  such  a  system  for  the  benefit  of  Michi- 
gan ;  and  on  March  12,  1844,  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  adopted  a  preamble 
and  joint  resolution,  authorizing  the  Governor  to  effect  such  an  exchange  with 
Jf.  Vattemare.  A  large  and  valuable  collection  of  books,  etc.,  were  not  long 
after  received  from  M,  Vattemare,  a  portion  of  which  were  placed  in  our  State 
Library,  and  a  portion  were  sent  to  the  library  of  the  University.  But  Michi- 
gan has  not  only  neglected  to  make  any  return  for  the  books  already  received, 
but  also,  to  profit  by  the  opportunities  offered  for  a  continued  exchange. 

1850-1878. 

April  2,  1850,  an  act  was  passed,  requiring  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  State 
Librarian  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  It  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Librarian  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the  Library,  and  the 
affairs  pertaining  thereto.  This  act,  with  some  amendments,  remains  still  in 
force.  By  the  amendments,  the  Librarian  is  required  to  make  a  biennial  re- 
port to,  and  catalogue  for,  the  use  of  the  Legislature.  The  Librarian  is  also 
required  to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  property  as  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
care. 

Librarians. 

The  names  of  the  Librarians  appointed  under  this  act,  with  their  time  of 
service,  are  as  follows : 
Henry  Tisdale,  from  April  2,  1850,  to  January  27,  1851. 
Charles  J.  Fox,  from  January  27,  1851,  to  July  1,  1853. 
Charles  P.  Bush,  from  July  1,  1853,  to  December  5,  1854. 
John  James  Bush,  from  Dec.  5,  1854,  to  January  6,  1855. 
De  Witt  C.  Leach,  from  January  6,  1855,  to  February  2,  1857. 
George  W.  Swift,  from  February  2,  1857,  to  January  27,  1859. 
J.  Eugene  Tenney,  from  Januaiy  27,  1859,  to  April  5,  1869. 
Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Tenney,  from  April  5,  1869,  to ,  18 — . 

Apprqpriatio7i8. 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library  from 
1850  to  1863.  From  1863  to  1869,  the  appropriations  amounted  to  $1,300; 
and  from  1869  to  the  present  time,  the  amount  so  appropriated  is  112,000. 
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The  total  sum  that  has  been  especially  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of 
books  for  this  Library,  from  the  time  of  its  foaudation  in  1828,  to  the  present 
time,  is  bat  a  little  over  $23,000. 

The  Library  has,  however,  been  largely  increased,  through  the  medium  of 
exchanges,  with  States,  societies  and  individuals,  also  by  donations. 

April  3,  1873,  by  Joint  Resolution,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to 
issue  a  printed  circular  to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  inviting  them  to  deposit  in 
the  Library  rooms,  minerals,  geological  specimens,  books,  pamphlets,  papers, 
pictures,  Indian  relics  and  cariosities  of  any  kind,  that  would  illustrate  the 
history  of  Michigan. 

The  cabinet  so  collected,  must  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  all  persons,  sab- 
ject  to  the  rales  and  regulations  of  the  Librarian,  during  the  same  hours  as 
provided  for  the  State  Library.  Many  rare  and  valuable  donations  have  been 
made  to  the  Library  by  the  aid  of  the  circulars  sent  out. 

April  23,  1873,  an  act  was  passed  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  State, 
County,  and  Mnnicipal  Historical,  Biographical  and  Geological  Societies.  The 
provisions  of  the  act  require  that  all  collections  of  documents,  periodicals, 
newspapers,  maps,  pictures,  specimens,  and  curiosities,  which  may  be  made  by 
the  State  Society,  organized  under  the  act,  shall  be  placed  in  the  State  Library 
in  the  care  of  the  Librarian,  and  shall  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the  State, 
whenever  said  Society  may  be  dissolved,  or  for  any  cause  discontinue  its  organ- 
ization. 

The  "  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State  of  Michigan*'  was  organized  April  22, 
1874,  under  the  above  mentioned  act,  and  has  already  made  quite  a  rare  and 
valuable  collection  of  books,  papers  and  relics,  which  have  been  placed  in  the 
State  Library. 

Library  Rooms. 

This  Library  has,  since  its  foundation,  been  constantly  in  a  transition  state, 
being  frequently  moved  from  room  to  room  and  building  to  building,  in 
its  earlier  days.  During  the  fall  of  1847,  the  State  Capitol  was  removed 
from  Detroit  to  Lansing.  Not  only  the  books,  but  the  book-cases  and  furni- 
tnre  belonging  to  the  library  at  that  time,  were  removed  to  the  then  new  Cap— 
tol  building  in  Lansing,  into  rooms  provided  for  its  use.  In  the  fall  of  1871, 
the  Library  was  again  removed,  with  the  book-cases  and  furniture,  to  the 
rooms  provided  for  its  use  in  the  present  State  Office  building. 

At  the  present  date  the  Library  is  being  put  in  order  for  another  removal 
into  apartments  in  the  new  Capitol,  presenting  much  architectural  grace  and 
magnificence. 

The  first  floor  and  first  gallery  will  be  appropriated  for  the  General  Library, 
and  the  books  pertaining  especially  to  the  legislative  department.  The  second 
floor  will  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  Law  department  of  the  Library. 

Judging  of  the  future  growth  of  the  library,  by  the  rapid  increase  made 
daring  the  last  few  years,  the  second  gallery  will  be  needed  for  use  befora  the 
close  of  another  two  years,  and  will  need  not  only  some  furniture,  but  it  will 
bo  absolately  necessary  that  the  caises  be  furnished  with  doors. 

The  third  floor,  with  room  opening  from  it,  will  make  a  most  delightful  and 
appropriate  place  for  the  Museum,  connected  with  and  made  a  part  of  the 
Library. 

The  collections  that  have  already  been  made  by  the  State  Librarian  and  by 
the  State  Pioneer  Society,  can  be  properly  arranged  and  exhibited  on  this 
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floor.  These  coUectioDS  will  have  to  remain  packed  away  in  boxes  until  some 
place  is  fitted  np  especially  for  their  exhibition. 

The  State  Historical  Society  that  was  organized  many  years  ago,  and  fos- 
tered and  cared  for  by  Lewis  Cass,  Henry  Schoolcraft,  C.  0.  Trowbridge,  and 
many  others,  has  not  been  in  active  operation  for  some  years  past.  The  pres- 
ent officers  of  this  Society  propose  to  place  their  rare  collection  of  books,  man- 
uscripts, and  relics  in  the  State  Library,  in  the  care  of  the  Librarian,  as  soon 
as  suitable  cases  can  be  provided  for  their  reception. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  be  authorized  to 
fit  up,  on  the  third  floor  of  the  State  Library,  such  Museum  cases  as  the  State 
Librarian,  the  officers  of  the  State  Pioneer  Society,  and  the  State  Historical 
Society  may  deem  necessary. 

Conclusion. 

The  liberality  of  our  State  is  fully  vindicated  in  providing  for  the  use  of  the 
Library,  the  magnificent  rooms  in  the  new  Capitol.  For  generations  to  come, 
these  spacious  rooms  will  be  the  Mecca  of  Michigan,  whither  all  classes  of  peo- 
ple will  resort  for  self -improvement,  and  will  have  free  use  of  the  stores  of 
knowledge  here  accumulated,  subject  to  certain  rules  and  regulations.  Here 
the  young  will  be  afforded  advantages  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  which  were 
denied  to  the  pioneers  of  the  State.  All  classes  of  people  may  come  here  and 
store  their  minds  with  rich  treasures,  thus  fitting  themselves  to  become  useful 
and  intelligent  citizens,  and  to  appreciate  the  munificence  of  the  State,  which 
has  guaranteed  its  protection  to  their  persons  and  property. 

The  usual  biennial  catalogue  of  the  Library  is  being  prepared,  and  will  be 
furnished  to  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day. 

Our  kindly  acknowledgments  are  tendered  to  Governor  Croswell,  for  his 
timely  suggestions  in  matters  pertaining  to  this  Library,  also  to  Ex-Governor 
Bagley  and  the  Centennial  Commissioners,  for  their  valuable  donation  to  the 
Library,  of  the  valuable  collection  of  manuscript  books,  pictures,  charts,  etc., 
exhibited  by  the  State  of  Michigan  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition  held  in  Phil- 
adelphia, in  1876  ;  also  to  other  parties  for  their  various  gifts,  and  to  the  pub- 
lishers of  several  newspapers,  who  have  furnished  this  library,  gratuitously, 
with  their  publications.

The  custody,  distribution,  and  sale  of  the  supreme  court  reports  of  Michigan, 
volumes  23  to  41  inclusive,  are  by  legal  enactment  placed  in  the  care  of  the 
librarian. 

The  transactions  of  the  librarian  in  regard  to  these  reports  may  be  found  in 
detail  in  the  Addenda  to  this  report. 

PBESENT  COKDITIOK  OP  THE  LIBBABY. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  October  1,  1878,  the  library  has  been 
removed  from  the  State  Office  building  into  its  now  permanent  quarters.  The 
removal  was  effected  during  the  month  of  November,  1878,  and  the  library 
was  put  in  order  and  made  ready  for  use  on  January  1,  1879. 

The  books  have  beeu  arranged  on  the  shelves  in  the  alcoves,  by  classes,  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  make  the  library  the  most  useful  as  a  reference  library. 
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On  the  first  floor  are  to  be  found  the  general  and  miscellaneons  works,  also 
the  statute  laws. 

On  the  first  gallery  are  placed  the  pnblio  doenments  of  the  United  States 
and  of  all  the  states  and  territories^  and  of  foreign  oonntries. 

The  second  floor  is  devoted  exclosively  to  Uie  law  department  of  the  library. 

The  second  gallery  and  third  floor  ate  not  in  use  at  present,  but  will  be 
needed  very  soon. 

SUMMARY 

Of  books  and  pamphlets  on  the  shelves  of  the  library.

There  is  also  in  the  library  a  large  and  miscellaneons  collection  of  incom- 
plete volumes  of  newspapers,  magazines,  also  publishers'  catalogues  that  have 
not  been  counted. 

They  have  been  received  mostly  by  donation,  and  if  preserved  the  sets  may 
in  time  be  completed.  They  are  valuable,  as  frequently  an  article  called  for 
will  be  fonnd  in  some  one  of  these  odd  numbers,  that  cannot  be  found  in  any 
book  in  the  library. 

Many  persons  seem  to  have  gained  an  erroneous  conception  of  the  number 
and  value  of  the  books  on  our  Ubrary  shelves. 

There  are  three  classes  of  books  placed  by  law  in  the  custody  of  the  librarian. 

First  there  are  the  library  books  that  are  catalogued,  stamped  and  labeled, 
and  placed  upon  the  shelves. 

Second  there  are  the  duplicates,  the  most  of  which  are  for  distribution  and 
for  exchanges.  The  term  duplicate  is  liable  to  misconception.  ''Of  some 
books  even  a  smidl  library  must  have  many  copies." 

The  third  class  are  the  Michigan  supreme  court  reports  for  sale. 
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The  enameration  of  34^022  noted  above  iuclndes  only  the  books,  pamphlets, 
etc.,  that  are  stamped,  and  placed  apon  the  shelves  of  the  library. 

In  the  store  rooms  of  the  library  are  placed  and  kept  the  second  and  third 
class  of  books  in  the  care  of  the  librarian. 

In  counting  the  books  in  the  library  the  question  arises,  how  shall  we  desig- 
nate a  pamphlet  from  a  book  and  by  the  count  avoid  lowering  the  standard  of 
the  library  and  at  the  same  time  avoid  making  the  library  appear  to  have  too 
many  books.  In  the  words  of  a  distinguished  librarian,  ''Every  individual 
thing  that  is  to  have  a  separate  cataloguing  in  a  library,  if  of  two  to  four  or 
more  pages  long,  is  a  book;  bound  or  unbound,  thick  or  thin,  24mo  or  folio, 
it  should  be  looked  at  as  a  book." 

In  order  to  make  these  thin  unbound  books  the  most  useful  in  a  reference 
library  each  should  be  bound  separately,  but  on  account  of  the  expense  incurred 
in  binding  so  many  books  it  is  the  custom  and  practice  in  all  large  libraries  to 
bind  several  into  one  volume  called  a  pamphlet  volume. 

These  so-called  pamphlets  are  many  of  them  of  much  greater  value,  and  are 
as  much  used  as  if  they  were  books  of  a  thousand  pages  or  more.  In  several 
large  libraries  they  are  all  counted  as  books. 

There  are  in  this  library  many  valuable  books,  in  fine  bindings,  relating  to  the 
early  history  of  our  country,  and  containing  less  than  twenty  pages.  The 
same  unbound  would  be  called  pamphlets. 

Mr.  Jones,  the  librarian  of  the  British  Museum,  in  his  address  before  the 
conference  of  librarians  held  in  London  in  1877,  says :  ''One  general  agree- 
ment  ought  to  be  arrived  at  in  regard  to  this  question,  what  constitutes  a 
pamphlet.'' 

Mr.  Poole,  librarian  of  the  Chicago  public  library,  says:  "Any  book  or 
pamphlet  which  has  been  printed  is  worth  preserving,  not  everywhere,  bat 
somewhere.'' 

THE  FUTURE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  LIBEABY. 

The  library  being  placed  in  such  a  beautiful  and  commodious  room,  the 
question  is  now  very  reasonably  asked,  what  is  most  needed  to  be  done  for  its 
future  development. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  considering  this  subject  it  will  be  believed  that  the 
librarian  is  only  working  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  and  of  all  persons 
having  need  to  consult  the  books  on  its  shelves. 

THE  USES  OF  A  STATE  LIBBABY. 

State  Libraries  are  especially  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  legislature,  the 
supreme  court,  and  the  officers  of  the  state.  They  are  considered  and  goy- 
emed  as  reference  libraries.  The  laws  for  the  government  of  such  libraries 
are  quite  uniform,  though  there  is  no  code  of  rules  tiiat  can  be  drawn  up  that 
will  be  applicable  to  all  alike. 

THE  LAW   DEPABTMENT. 

The  law  department  contains  without  doubt  the  best  collection  of  law  books 
for  a  working  library  of  any  in  the  state. 

The  sets  of  American  law  reports  are  almost  complete.  Only  three  reports 
are  needed,  those  being  almost  impossible  to  procure  at  any  price. 

The  set  of  English  reports  is  not  yet  complete,  those  still  needed  being  the 
earliest,  most  difficult  to  procure  and  consequently  the  most  expensive. 
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There  are  only  a  few  of  the  Irish^  and  none  of  the  Scotch  reports  in  the 
library. 

At  this  date  their  cost  would  be  about  13,000.00  in  cash. 

Of  the  British  Colonial  reports,  we  haye  only  those  of  Canada,  and  some  of 
the  earliest  yolumes  are  needed  to  complete  the  sets. 

The  current  yolumes  of  the  law  reports  of  the  different  states,  territories, 
and  of  Canada  are  most  of  them  receiyed  under  the  system  of  inter-state 
exchanges.  The  United  States  supreme,  circuit  and  district  court  reports,  and 
many  other  reports  published  by  priyate  enterprise  haye  to  be  procured  by 
purchase. 

There  is  an  almost  imperatiye  demand,  always  much  beyond  the  means 
placed  at  the  command  of  the  librarian,  for  law  text  books,  digests,  reports, 
law  magazines,  and  statute  laws  that  are  not  in  the  library.  Those  books  are 
absolutely  needed,  not  only  for  the  use  of  the  supreme  court,  but  also  for  tiie 
yarions  committees  of  the  legislature,  especially  the  judiciary. 

They  are  needed  for  the  benefit  of  all  persons  haying  occasion  to  consult 
law  books. 

THE  QEKERAL  LIBRAEY. 

In  the  general  library  the  demand  for  books,  needed  for  reference  and  study, 
are  as  frequent  and  persistent  as  in  the  law  department.  The  library  is  sadly 
deficient  in  all  classes.    In  history,  literature,  and  science  in  all  its  branches. 

The  topics  brought  before  the  legislators  of  the  present  day,  for  discussion 
and  legislatiye  action,  create  in  some  measure  this  necessity  for  a  large  and 
constant  addition  to  the  general  library.  The  new  and  latest  editions  of  the 
best  enqyclopsddias,  dictionaries,  and  statistical  books  for  reference,  should 
always  be  found  on  the  sbelyes  in  our  library,  and  for  a  reference  library  the 
best  editions  should  always  be  purchased,  leaying  the  condensed  or  concise 
editions  for  the  circulating  libraries. 

APPBOPBIATION. 

When  we  consider  carefully  the  needs  of  the  library,  and  bear  in  mind  the 
present  splendid  financial  condition  of  our  state,  it  would  seem,  and  we  confi- 
dently belieye  that  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  fiscal  years  of  1881  and  1888 
is  really  a  modest  amount  to  ask  of  a  generous  legislature. 

CATALOGUE. 

The  need  of  a  properly  prepared  catalogue  is  imperatiye.  It  will  be  impossi- 
ble to  prepare  such  a  one,  either  a  manuscript  card,  or  a  printed  dictionary 
or  alphabetical  catalogue,  so  long  as  the  librarian  is  required  to  reprint  the 
entire  catalogue  biennially.    A  change  in  the  law  seems  necessary. 

It  is  hardly  possible  that  any  two  libraries  can  be  arranged,  classified  or  cata- 
logued alike  in  all  particulars,  but  there  are  good  systems  that  are  in  general 
use  in  the  library  of  congress,  in  the  most  of  the  state,  and  large  public 
libraries  in  the  United  States,  and  also  in  the  libraries  of  England  and  other 
foreign  countries. 

TTnder  the  present  law  our  catalogue  must  necessarily  be  condensed,  and  as  it 
hu  to  be  printed  within  a  short  time  preceding  the  session  of  the  legislature  it 
cannot  be  as  well  done  as  it  ought  to  be.  A  catalogue  of  the  entire  library 
prepared  in  the  most  approyed  manner  should  be  made  by  the  librarian  and 
printed,  and  then  a  supplement  should  be  made  biennially,  being  a  catalogue 
of  the  books  and  pamphlets  receiyed  during  the  two  years  for  which  it  is  made. 
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A  new  catalogae  combining  the  first  catalogae  and  the  sapplements  wonld 
not  need  to  be  printed  of tener  than  every  ten  or  fifteen  years. 

The  librarian  would  then  be  able  to  prepare  a  catalogne  that  wonld  give  sat- 
isfaction to  every  one  having  occasion  to  consult  the  books  in  the  library. 

MIKBBALS,  GEOLOGICAL  SPECIHEK8,  ETC. 

By  virtue  of  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  the  legislature  of  1873  (See  laws  of 
1873^  volume  1,  p.  554),  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  issue  a  circular 
inviting  the  citizens  of  the  state  to  deposit  in  the  state  library  minerals,  geo- 
logical .specimens  and  other  articles  of  interest.  Such  a  circular  was  issued 
and  there  is  a  small  miscellaneous  collection  of  articles  that  have  been  receiyed, 
but  have  not  been  placed  in  museum  cases  since  the  removal  of  the  library. 

The  state  has  fitted  up  at  a  considerable  expense,  and  in  a  very  elegant  and 
convenient  manner  a  room  for  a  museum.  It  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of 
the  capitol  and  is  convenient  and  easy  of  access  to  all  visitors. 

The  fitting  up  of  a  second  room  at  this  time  would  seem  to  be  unneorasary, 
and  the  librarian  would  recommend  that  the  specimens  and  curiosities  (except 
books/pamphlets,  maps,  pictures,  papers,  and  manuscripts)  now  belonging  to 
the  state  library,  and  such  as  may  be  received  be  placed  in  the  cases  in  the 
museum  already  fitted  up. 

It  has  been  thought  that  the  upper  floor  of  the  library  might  be  fitted  up 
with  cases  for  a  museum,  but  it  will  soon  be  needed  for  library  purposes. 

Another  and  a  serious  objection  to  placing  a  museum  there  is,  that  every 
word  spoken,  and  the  sound  of  every  footstep  made  upon  that  floor  can  be  dis- 
tinctly heard  even  on  the  first  floor  of  the  library. 

It  does  not  seem  proper  that  persons  using  the  books  in  the  law  department 
especially,  or  on  the  galleries,  or  on  the  first  floor  should  be  so  much  disturbed 
as  they  would  be  if  the  crowd  of  visitors  who  are  constantly  passing  in  and  out 
of  the  library  as  sight-seers,  should  have  to  pass  up  to  the  third  floor  of  the 
library  in  order  to  visit  the  museum. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  usual  biennial  catalogue  of  the  state  library  is  being  prepared  and  will 
be  ready  for  the  use  of  the  legislature  early  in  the  month  of  January  next. 

Extracts  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  care  of  the  library,  also  the  rules  govern- 
ing the  librarian  are  annexed  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.

LAWS    AND    REGULATIONS 

BBLATIVB  TO  THE  MICHIGAN  STATE  LIBBAKT. 


KXTRACT8  FROM  THE  LAWS  OF  THE  STATE  KELATIYE  TO  TECE 

CARE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

WHO  HAVE  ACCESS  TO  THE   LIBBABT. 

The  members  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislatare,  and  the  ExecatiYO  and 
Judicial  of  the  State,  shall  at  all  times  have  free  access  thereto,  ander  rega- 
latioDS  made. — (Bev.  Statutes  1846,  p.  61). 

DUTIES  OF  THE  STATE  LIBBABIAN. 

Whose  duty  shall  be  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the  Library,  and  the 
affairs  pertaining  thereto,  and  who  shall  make  a  biennial  report  to  the  Legis- 
latare  at  the  commencement  of  each  regular  session  thereof,  as  to  its  condition, 
and  the  number  and  description  of  the  volumes  contained  therein. 

That  the  State  Librarian  shall  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  preceding  the  regular  biennial  session,  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  Auditor  General  a  full  catalogue  of  all  the  books  at  such  time 
belonging  to  the  State  Library,  in  his  possession,  which  catalogue  shall  be  pub- 
lished biennially  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature. — (Laws  of  1871,  Vol.  1, 
p.  39  J. 

BETUBK  OF  BOOKS  TO  THE   LIBRABT. 

Before  any  member  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  of 
the  Convention  to  revise  the  Constitution,  or  any  other  Officer  or  employ6  of 
the  State,  who  is  authorized  by  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  to  draw  books 
therefrom,  shall  receive  their  pay  in  full,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  mem- 
ber, officer,  or  employ^  to  obtain  and  exhibit  a  certificate  from  the  Librarian 
stating  that  such  member,  officer,  or  employ^,  has  returned  all  books  he  mav 
have  drawn,  if  any,  from  such  State  Library. — (Laws  1873,  Vol.  1,  p.  16 J. 

FOB  THE   BETTEB    PBOTBCTION  OF  THE  PBOPEBTY  BELOKOIKO  TO  THE  STATE 
LIBBABY,   AKD  FOB  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  AN  ASSISTANT  LIBBABIAN. 

That  within  three  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  board  of  state 
auditors  shall  make  an  inventory  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  and  other  property 
belonging  to  the  state  library,  and  a  like  inventory  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
dayof  January  in  each  year  thereafter. 

The  state  librarian  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  lost  or  damaged 
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books,  and  of  all  other  property  belonging  to  the  state  library  which  shall  not 
be  destroyed  or  permanently  injured,  and  annually  file  said  account  with  the 
inventory  made  by  the  board  of  state  auditors. 

The  state  librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  governor,  one  assistant,  who  shall  be  known  as  assistant 
librarian. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assistant  librarian  to  aid  in  the  care  of  the  books, 
in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  and  in  rendering  suitable  facilities  to  all  per- 
sons who  are  entitled  to  draw  books,  or  who  desire  to  examine  any  article  or 
document  deposited  in  the  library,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  state  librarian, 
to  assume  the  authority,  to  take  the  oversight,  and  to  perform  the  work  now 
by  law  devolving  upon  said  officer. — {Public  Acts,  1879,  p.  67). 


RULES  OF  THE  MICHIGAN  STATE  LIBRARY. 

BULE  I. 

The  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  except  Sundays  and  the  legal 
holidays. 

During  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  Supreme  Court,  and  of  Constitutional 
Conventions,  the  hours  shall  be  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.  At  other 
times^  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  half  past  1  to  5  P.  M.  On 
Saturdays,  to  4  P.  M. 

BULE  II. 

The  Librarian  and  Assistant  shall  be  constant  in  their  attendance  .upon  the 
Library  during  the  hours  it  shall  be  directed  to  be  kept  open,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  by  law  or  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  Library. 

BULB  III. 

Members  and  officers  of  the  Legislature ;  State  officers  and  clerks  in  the  sev- 
eral departments ;  and  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  permitted  to 
take  from  the  Library  any  book,  map,  or  publication  belonging  thereto,  except- 
ing such  as  are  books  of  reference. 

BULE  IV. 

All  persons  are  permitted  to  visit  the  Library  and  examine  and  read  the 
books  and  magazines. 

Any  person  wishing  to  obtain  any  book  for  perusal  or  reference  in  the  general 
Library,  must  make  application  at  the  desk  of  the  librarian.  The  books  thus 
received  must  not  be  taken  from  the  Library,  but  be  returned  to  the  librarian's 
desk,  otherwise  the  person  will  remain  responsible  for  the  book.  The  Libra- 
rians will  exercise  a  proper  discrimination  as  to  the  delivery  of  such  books  as 
they  may  judge  liable  to  be  injured.  Manuscripts,  rare  and  valuable  books 
and  plates  are  excluded  from  this  mle ;   they  will  be  shown  only  on  special 
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application  to  the  librariaDi  and  nnder  such  regulations  as  the  circumstances 
of  each  case  may,  in  his  or  her  judgment  require. 

BULB  y. 

No  book  can  be  taken  from  the  Library  until  its  title  and  the  name  of  the 
person  taking  it  have  been  registered  by  the  librarian.  A  receipt  must  also 
be  given  by  the  person  taking  the  book. 

BULB  YI. 

No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  seat  of  goyernment,  and  no  person  shall 
take  more  than  two  books  at  the  same  time,  or  retain  them  from  the  Library 
for  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks. 

Duplicate  copies  of  laws  and  documents  kept  in  the  Library  for  the  use  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature,  can  b^  borrowed  by  the  members  for  use 
during  the  session. 

BULB  VII. 

The  following  books  shall  be  deemed  books  of  reference,  to  wit:  All  the 
books  in  the  Law  Department ;  and  in  the  general  Library,  all  law  books, 
dictionaries,  encyclopsdias,  manuals,  directories,  registers,  etc.,  newspapers, 
maps  and  engrayings,  and  books  which  are  yaluable  for  their  rarity  or  antiquity. 

BULB  Tin. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Supreme  Gourt,  the  Ooy- 
emor.  Attorney  General,  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Gourt,  may  take  to  any  room  in  the  Gapitol  any  law  book  or  book  of 
reference';  and  lawyers  in  attendance  on  the  Supreme  Gourt,  in  the  Gapitol, 
will  be  permitted  t6  take  such  law  books  as  they  may  wish  into  the  Supreme 
Oonrt  room.    But  all  books  of  reference  must  be  returned  within  two  days. 

BULB  IX. 

Ko  public  officer  or  other  person  priyilegod  to  draw  books,  shall  extend  the 
priyilege  to  others,  or  draw  books  fiom  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of  loaning 
them  to  others. 

BULB  X. 

Any  person  taking  any  book,  map^  or  other  publication  from  the  Library, 
Bhall  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  thereto  while  in  his  or  her  possession, 
which  damages  shall  be  assessed  by  the  librarian,  and  paid  to  him  or  her  by 
the  person  taking  such  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

Books  must  be  handled  with  care.  Leayes  of  books  must  not  be  turned 
down,  and  no  marks,  with  ink,  pencil,  or  anything  made  on  the  margins. 

BULB  XI. 

Ko  person  except  the  librarian  or  assistants  shall  be  permitted  to  take  from 
or  replace  in  the  case,  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 
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RULE  XII. 

Any  member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession,  any  book^  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

BULE   XIII. 

Tiiree  days  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  the  Librarian  shall 
report  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives,  the  name  of  each  member 
of  the  Legislature  who  has  not  returned  all  books,  maps,  or  other  publications 
taken  out  of  the  Library  by  such  member,  and  settled  and  paid  all  accounts 
for  fines,  for  injuring  such  books  or  otherwise. 

BULE   XIY. 

■  OflScers  and  clerks  in  the  several  departments,  must  return  all  books  in  their 
possession,  before  leaving  their  position  as  an  officer  or  employ^  of  the  State. 

BULE  XV. 

If  on  notice  to  any  person  that  the  time  for  which  any  book  or  books  have 
been  drawn  from  the  Library  by  such  person,  has  expired,  or  if  any  person 
shall  have  in  his  or  her  possession  any  book  or  other  article  belonging  to  the 
Library,  and  shall  neglect  to  return  such  book  or  other  article  to  the  Library 
for  more  than  three  days  after  such  notice,  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
to  the  State  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  of  such  book  or  other  article,  which  valae 
shall  be  estimated  at  the  cost  of  replacing  the  same. 

BULE   XVI. 

Ko  person  shall  be  allowed  access  to  the  Library  at  any  time  except  in  Ihe 
presence  of  the  Librarian  or  assistants. 

BULE  XVII. 

Smoking,  loud  talking  and  laughing,  and  all  noise  inappropriate  to  a  quiet 
place  of  study,  are  strictly  prohibited.

The  collection  and  preservation  of  pamphlets  is  still  made  a  specialty,  and 
there  are  now  274  bound  volumes  of  miscellaneous  pamphlets  on  the  shelves 
of  the  library. 

SUPREME  COURT  REPORTS. 

The  custody,  distribution,  and  sale  of  the  supremo  court  reports,  volumes 
23  to  41  inclusive,  including  the  annotated  or  second  editions  of  the  same,  are 
by  legal  enactment  placed  in  the  care  of  the  Librarian ;  also  the  distribution 
and  custody  of  the  copies  of  volume  42  and  succeeding  volumes  that  are  the 
property  of  the  State. 

The  transactions  of  the  Librarian  in  regard  to  these  reports  may  be  found  in 
detail  in  the  Addenda  to  this  report. 

MICHIGAN  PIONEER  COLLECTIONS. 

Michigan  Pioneer  Collections,  volume  three,  has  been  published  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  83,  Public  Acts  of  Michigan,  1881.  Vol- 
ume four  is  now  in  press  and  will  be  issued  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.

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The  Legislature  of  1881  authorized  the  Adjutant  General  of  Michigan  to  pub- 
lish a  second  edition  of  the  book  called  '^  Michigan  in  the  War/'  The  dis- 
tribution of  the  book  is,  by  law,  made  by  the  State  Librarian  to  such  Michigan 
soldiers  who  may  be  entitled  to  and  do  receive  a  proper  certificate  from  the 
Adjutant  General. 

No  copies  of  the  book  have  been  received  from  the  printers  at  this  date. 
A  large  distribution  will  probably  be  made  before  the  first  of  January  next. 

No.  of  certificates  already  recorded  are 3,421 

No.  of  applications  recorded 3,949 

Oomplete  records  are  kept  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Librarian  relating 
to  this  work.  The  soldiers  are  generally  waiting  until  the  book  is  published 
before  filing  their  applications  for  copies. 

PRESENT  CONDITION  OP  THE  LIBEABT. 

The  growth  of  the  Library  during  the  last  two  years  has  exceeded  that  of 
any  previous  two  years. 

The  additions  have  been  valuable,  especially  in  English  and  Irish  law 
reports,  and  miscellaneous  law  books,  also  in  statute  laws  of  the  various 
States. 

A  valuable  collection,  of  reference  books,  American  and  English  histories, 
and  many  other  works,  has  been  added  to  the  general  library. 

There  has  been  no  loss  of  books,  nor  damage  other  than  that  consequent  to 
the  using  of  books  for  reference  or  reading. 

The  usual  exchanges  have  been  made  with  state  and  territorial  libraries, 
with  the  libraries  of  the  Canadian  Parliaments,  and  with  historical  societies 
and  other  public  libraries.  Many  valuable  donations  of  books  and  pamphlets 
have  also  been  received. 

THE  FUTUBB  QBOWTH  09  THB  LIBBABY. 

In  the  law  department  many  valuable  law  reports  are  still  needed  to  com- 
plete sets  of  books.  The  English  and  Irish  reports,  the  Scotch  reports,  the 
decisions  of  the  various  courts  of  the  United  States,  and  such  reports  of  the 
different  States  and  territories  as  may  not  be  received  by  exchange. 

Many  English  and  American  law  books  are  needed,  such  as  new  treatises 
and  new  editions  of  old  and  standard  works.  Law  digests^  statute  law,  law 
periodicals  and  miscellanies  are  also  needed. 

In  the  general  library  tliere  is  always  a  demand  for  works  of  reference,  and 
historical  and  other  works,  not  now  in  the  Library.  We  have  also  a  series  of 
reference  and  miscellaneous  works  commenced,  the  discontinuance  of  which 
would  prove  seriously  detrimental.

APPEOPEIATIOMTS. 

The  State  Librarian  woald  most  respectfully  urge  upon  the  members  of  the 
Legislatare  the  necessity  of  making  a  generous  appropriation  for  the  purchase 
of  books,  both  law  and  miscellaneous^  for  the  State  Library. 

The  sum  of  83,000  for  each  of  the  years  1883  and  1834  would  seem  to  be  a 
very  small  sum  to  appropriate  for  that  purpose. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  LIBBABIAN. 

The  duties  of  the  Librarian  are  very  arduous.  A  compilation  of  the  laws 
and  abstracts  of  such  laws  relating  thereto  are  added  to  this  report. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  present  incumbent  has  had  charge  of  this  Library  since  April,  1,  1869. 
Each  biennial  term  has  imposed  duties  upon  the  Librarian  not  only  arduous  bat 
unusual.  During  the  fall  of  1871  the  Library  was  removed  from  the  old  capitol 
building,  with  the  book-cases  and  furniture,  on  to  the  third  floor  of  the  State 
Office  building.  The  Librarian  had  the  sole  care  and  responsibility  of  hiring 
workmen  and  overseeing  the  removal  and  arranging  of  the  cases  and  furniture 
and  the  books.  During  the  month  of  November,  1878,  the  Library  was  again 
removed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Librarian  into  its  present  elegant  rooms. 

Other  duties  pertaining  to  the  sale  and  distribution  of  books  and  not  relating 
to  library  work  proper  have  occupied  a  good  deal  of  the  time  and  attention  of 
the  Librarian  during  these  years. 

Much  remains  to  be  accomplished  before  this  Library  can  be  considered  as 
properly  arranged. 

The  extra  duties  imposed  upon  the  Librarian  have  prevented  the  preparing 
of  a  card  catalogue,  and  attending  to  other  work  required  for  the  proper  caie 
and  building  up  of  the  Library.

JLAWS  AND  REGULATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THE 

MICHIGAN  STATE  LIBRARY. 


AN  AOT  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  care  and 
management  of  the  State  Library. — Public  Acts  1881,  No,  169. 

Sbctiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  State 
Library  shall  be  kept  in  the  room  in  the  capitol  which  it  now  occupies  nutil 
some  other  provision  shall  be  made  in  reference  thereto*  It  shall  consist  of 
the  books,  pamphlets,  pictures,  maps,  charts,  and  documents  of  every  descrip- 
tion DOW  belonging  to  the  same,  together  with  all  such  others  as  it  may  acquire 
by  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  or  otherwise.  The  members  of  both  houses  of 
the  Legislature  and  the  executive  and  judicial  officers  of  the  State  shall  at  all 
times  have  free  access  thereto,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  bo 
made  for  the  governing  of  the  Library.  The  Governor,  the  joint  committee  on 
the  State  Library,  and  the  Stato  Librarian,  shall  make  and  execute,  modify, 
and  amend  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  conflicting  with  the  statutes  govern- 
ing the  Library,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also  rules  prescribing  penalties 
and  fines  for  any  violation  thereof.  Such  rules  and  regulations  when  adopted 
shall  remain  in  force  until  modified  or  amended.  ' 

Sec.  2.  That  a  State  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Qovernor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  year, 
payable  monthly,  out  of  the  State  treasury,  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the 
Library,  and  the  affairs  pertaining  thereto,  and  who  shall  make. a  biennial 
report  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  each  regular  session  thereof 
as  to  its  condition  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  volumes  contained 
therein. 

Skc.  3.  The  State  Librarian  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  his  receipt  for  all  property  entrusted  to 
him,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and 
give  a  bond  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  property  as  may  be 
entrusted  to  his  care;  said  bond  and  receipt  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  Stato,  and  they  shall  not  be  canceled  until  the  receipt  of  his  suc- 
cessor for  the  property  delivered  over  to  him  shall  bo  obtained,  and  payment 
for  all  deficiencies  made. 

Sec.  4.  Before  any  member  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
or  of  the  Convention  to  revise  the  constitution,  or  other  officer  or  employe  of 
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the  State,  who  may  be  authorized  by  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  to  draw 
books  therefrom,  shall  receive  their  pay  in  full,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such 
member,  officer,  or  employe  to  obtain  and  exhibit  a  certificate  from  the  State 
Librarian,  stating  that  such  member,  officer,  or  employ6  has  returned  all  books 
he  may  have  drawn,  if  any,  from  the  State  Library.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  the  State  officers  and  heads  of  departments,  before  a  final  settlement  with 
any  employe  in  their  respective  departments  that  may  resign  or  be  discharged, 
to  require  such  employ^  to  obtain  and  exhibit  the  certificate  above  referred  to, 
to  the  officers  in  charge  of  their  respective  departments. 

Sec.  5.  The  publication  of  a  biennial  catalogue  of  all  of  the  books  and  pam- 
phlets in  the  Library  shall  be  discontined,  and  hereafter  a  biennial  supplement 
to  the  catalogue  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Librarian,  and  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  Legislature.  One  hundred  copies  of  the  biennial  catalogue  prepared 
for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-two  and  also  of  each  biennial  supplement,  shall  be  retained  in 
the  Library  for  the  use  of  the  Library  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 
There  shall  not  be  printed  of  each  biennial  supplement  to  exceed  five  hundred 
copies.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared, a  manuscript  card  catalogue  of  all  the  books  and  pamphlets  in  the 
Library,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Librarian,  on  the  receipt  of  any 
book  or  pamphlet,  to  at  once  catalogue  the  same  in  such  card  catalogue. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  Librarian  shall  exchange  the  judicial  decisions,  statutes, 
journals,  legislative  and  executive  documents  of  Michigan,  and  other  books 
placed  in  the  care  of  the  State  Librarian  for  the  purposes  of  exchange,  with 
the  libraries  of  other  States  and  governments  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
foreign  countries,  and  with  societies  and  institutions.  The  State  Librarian 
may  sell  or  exchange  duplicate  volumes  or  sets  of  works  not  needed  for  use  in 
the  State  Library,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  other  books  lor 
the  Library. 

Sbo.  7.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Governor,  one  assistant,  who  shall  be  known  as  Assistant 
State  Librarian,  and  who  shall  give  to  the  State  Librarian  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  property 
held  in  charge,  and  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of 
office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  State  Librarian  to. aid  in  the  care 
of  the  books,  in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  and  in  rendering  such  assistance 
as  the  State  Librarian  may  require  to  properly  perform  the  duties  devolving  by 
law  upon  that  officer.  The  salary  of  the  Assistant  State  Librarian  shall  bo 
fixed  at  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  (per  year),  payable  monthly,  out  of 
the  State  Treasury,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  voucher  certified  to  by  the  State 
Librarian,  and  drawn  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  from  any  funds 
not  otherwise  appropriated.  The  Assistant  State  Librarian  shall  be  at  any  time 
subject  to  removal,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  State  Librarian  and  the  Gov- 
ernor, the  interests  of  the  State  Library  require  it. 

Sbc.  8.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS 

r 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OP  THE  STATE  LIBRARY,  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
GOVERNOR,  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  LIBRARY, 

AND  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


BULE  I. 

The  library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  except  Sandaya  and  the  legfal 
holidays. 

During  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  Saprenie  Court,  and  of  Gonstitntional 
Conventions,  the  hours  shall  be  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.  At  other 
times,  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  half  past  1  to  5  P.  M.  On 
Saturdays  to  4  P.  M. 

BULB  II. 

The  State  Library  is  one  of  reference^  and  not  a  circulating  library. 

BULB  III. 

The  Librarian  and  Assistant  shall  be  constant  in  their  attendance  upon  the 
Library  during  the  hours  it  shall  be  directed  to  be  kept  open,  and  shall  per- 
form each  other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  by  law  or  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tiona  gorerning  the  Library. 

BULB  IT. 

All  persons  are  permitted  to  yisit  the  Library  and  examine  and  read  the 
books  and  magazines. 

BULB  V. 

Members  and  officers  of  the  Legislature ;  State  officers  and  clerks  in  the 
seTeral  departments;  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court;  resident  members  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  and  members  of  State  Boards;  the  President  of  the  Agri- 
cnUural  College,  and  the  Saperiutendent  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and 
School  for  tlie  Blind,  who  apply  in  person  for  books  for  their  own  especial 
use,  shall  be  permitted  to  take  from  the  Library  any  book  or  publication 
belonging  thereto,  excepting  such  as  are  books  of  reference,  or  on  account  of 
their  ralne  or  rarity  are  by  rule  excluded  from  circulation. 
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RULE  VI. 

Any  person  wishing  to  obtain  any  book  for  perusal  or  reference  in  the  gen- 
eral library  must  make  application  at  the  desk  of  the  Librarian.  The  books 
thus  received  must  not  be  taken  from  the  Library,  but  be  returned  to  the 
Librarian's  desk,  otherwise  the  person  will  remain  responsible  for  the  book. 
The  Librarians  will  exercise  a  proper  discrimination  as  to  the  delivery  of  such 
books  as  they  may  judge  liable  to  be  injured.  Manuscripts,  rare  and  valuable 
books  and  plates  are  excluded  from  this  rule;  they  will  be  shown  onlyoa 
special  application  to  the  Librarian,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  cir- 
cumstances of  each  case  may  in  his  or  her  judgment  require. 

RULE  VII. 

No  book  can  be  taken  from  the  Library  until  its  title  and  the  name  of  the 
person  taking  it  have  been  registered  by  the  Librarian.  A  receipt  must  also 
be  given  by  the  person  taking  the  book. 

RULE  VIII. 

No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  seat  of  government,  and  no  person  shall 
take  more  than  two  books  at  the  same  time,  or  retain  them  from  the  Library 
for  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks. 

Duplicate  copies  of  laws  and  documents  kept  in  the  Library  for  the  use  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  can  be  borrowed  by  the  members  for  use 
during  the  session. 

RULE  IX. 

The  following  books  shall  be  deemed  books  of  reference,  to  wit :  All  the 
books  in  the  law  department;  and  in  the  general  library,  all  law  books, 
dictionaries,  encyclopaedias,  manuals,  directories,  registers,  etc.,  newspapers, 
maps  and  engravings,  pamphlet  volumes,  unbound  magazines,  and  books 
which  are  valuable  on  account  of  their  cost,  rarity,  or  antiquity. 

RULE  X. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Gov- 
ernor, Attorney  General,  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  may  take  to  any  room  in  the  Capitol  any  law  book  or  book  of 
reference ;  and  lawyers  in  attendance  on  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  Capitol, 
will  be  permitted  to  take  such  law  books  as  they  may  wish  into  the  Supreme 
Court  room.    But  all  books  of  reference  must  be  returned  within  two  days. 

RULE  XI. 

No  public  officer  or  other  person  privileged  to  draw  books,  shall  extend  the 
privilege  to  others,  or  draw  books  from  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of  loaning 
them  to  others.  Any  person  violating  this  rule  shall  forfeit  his  own  privilege 
to  take  books  from  the  Librarv. 
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RULE  XII. 

Any  person  taking  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication  from  the  Library, 
shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  thereto  while  in  his  or  her  possession, 
which  damages  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Librarian,  and  paid  to  him  or  her  by 
the  person  taking  such  book,  map  or  other  publication. 

Books  must  be  handled  with  care.  Lea'-es  of  books  mast  not  be  turned 
down,  and  no  marks,  with  ink,  pencil,  or  anything,  made  on  the  margins. 

RULE  XIII. 

No  person  except  the  Librarian  or  assistants  shall  be  permitted  to  take  from 
or  replace  in  the  case,  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

RULE  xiv. 

Any  member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession,  any  book,  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

RULE  XY. 

Three  days  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  the  Librarian  shall 
report  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatires,  the  name  of  each  member 
of  the  Legislature  who  has  not  returned  all  books,  maps,  or  other  publications 
taken  out  of  the  Library  by  such  member,  and  settled  and  paid  all  accounts 
for  fines,  for  injuring  such  books  or  otherwise. 

RULE  XYI. 

OflBoers  and  clerks  in  the  several  departments  must  return  all  books  in  their 
possession,  before  leaving  their  position  as  an  oflScer  or  employ^  of  the  State. 

RULE  xvii. 

It  on  notice  to  any  person  that  the  time  for  which  any  book  or  books  have 
been  drawn  from  the  Library  by  such  person  has  expired,  or  if  any  person  shall 
hare  in  his  or  her  possession  any  book  or  other  article  belonging  to  the  Libra- 
ry, and  shall  neglect  to  return  such  book  or  other  article  to  the  Library  for 
more  than  three  days  after  such  notice,  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to 
the  State  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  of  such  book  or  other  article,  which  value 
shall  be  estimated  at  the  cost  of  replacing  the  same. 

RULE  XYIII. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  access  to  the  Library  at  any  time  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  Librarian  or  assistants. 
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BULB   XIX. 


Any  person  violating  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  may  be  prohibited  by  the 
State  Librarian  from  the  use  and  privileges  of  the  Library.

OF  SUCH  ACTS  NOW  IN  FORCE  AS  RELATE  TO  THE  PLACING  OF  CER- 

TAIN  BOOKS  IN  THE  STATE  LIBRARY,  AND  TO  CERTAIN  DUTIES 

PERTAINING  TO  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


LAWS    AND  DOCUMENTS. 

Tho  Public  Acts  of  1877,  No.  170,  requires  that  ''two  hundred  copies  of  the 
public  acts  of  each  session  of  the  Legislature;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  local 
acts;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House;  on^un- 
dred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  joint  documents;  one  hundred  and  fifty  co^s  of 
the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  relating  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths; 
one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  tho  State  Board 
of  Health ;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  of  the  agricultural,  and  horticult- 
ural reports ;  also  fifty  copies  additional  of  all  reports  bound  in  the  joint  doc- 
uments, shall  be  placed  in  tho  State  Library,  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for 
use  in  said  Library  and  for  exchange.'^ 

The  Public  Acts  of  1879,  Nos.  b2  and  253,  amending  the  acts  relative  to  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  the  agricultural  and  horticultural  reports,  re- 
quires a  certain  number  to  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  joint  doc- 
uments, giving  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  to  the  State  Library. 

LEGISLATIVE  UANUAL. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1879,  No.  203,  requires  that  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
place  ''one  hundred  copies  of  each  manual  in  tho  State  Library  for  tho  use 
of  (in)  said  Library  and  for  exchanges." 

MICHIGAN   IN  TUB  WAU. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  167,  Section  3,  provides  that:  "Any  person 
who  served  in  any  Michigan  regiment,  battery,  or  company  during  the  late 
war,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  any  person  who  served  in  any 
regiment,  battery,  or  company  from  any  other  State,  or  in  the  regular  army, 
or  in  the  navy,  properly  accredited  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  has  been 
honorably  discliarged,  or  is  still  in  tho  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
copy  of  said  work  on  presenting  to  the  Librarian  the  certificate  of  the  Adjutant 
General  that  such  person  so  served,  and  if  the  application  for  such  copy  be 
not  made  in  person,  by  depositing  with  such  Librarian  thirty-two  cents  to 
cover  the  expense  of  sending  such  book. 
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Sec.  4.  Auy  person  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  said  book  at  a  price  not 
to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  cost,  together  with  the  cost  of  sending  the  book 
if  not  delivered  in  person." 

HIGHIGAK  PIONEEB  COLLECTIONS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  83.  Section  3,  requires  that:  ''Five  hundred 
copies  of  each  volume  to  be  published  as  heretofore  iA  this  act  provided  for, 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  State  Library  of  Michigan  for  exchange  with  the 
pioneer  and  historical  societies  of  other  States,  governments,  and  countries; 
a  further  distribution  of  said  volumes  to  be  made  by  the  ofBcers  of  said 
pioneer  society,  to  each  of  the  duly  incorporated  public  libraries  in  the  State 
of  Michigan,  when  demanded  by  the  proper  officers  of  said  libraries,  and  the 
balance  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Librarian  to  be  sold  at  a  price 
not  less  than  seventy-five  cents  per  volume,  the  proceeds  to  be 'deposited  in  the 
State  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund."

MICHIGAN  STATE  PIONEEB  SOCIETY. 

The  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State  of  Michigan  was  organized  under  Act  No. 
156,  Laws  of  Michigan,  1873.  The  provisions  relating  to  the  Library  are  as 
f oUovs : 

SK.  6.  Should  a  State  association  be  organized  nnder  this  act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  said  State  society  to  make  and  transmit  to  the 
State  Librarian  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  said  society,  including  copies 
of  papers  read  at  its  meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  of  facts  collected 
by  correspondence  or  otherwise,  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  September  of 
each  year. 

Sec.  7.  District  or  county,  town,  city,  or  village  associations,  organized 
under  this  act,  are  hereby  required  to  report  through  their  Secretary  in  the 
month  of  September  in  each  year,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  association, 
the  proceedings  of  said  society  during  the  year,  giving  copies  of  papers  read  at 
its  meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  during  the  preceding  year;  such 
report  from  district,  county,  town,  city,  or  village  societies,  to  be  used  in  com- 
piling the  report  of  the  State  association  provided  for  in  section  six.  All  col- 
lections of  documents,  periodicals,  newspapers,  books,  maps,  pictures,  speci- 
mens, and  curiosities  which  may  be  made  by  said  State  society,  shall  be  placed 
in  the  Slaie  Library  in  charge  of  the  Slate  Librarian^  and  shall  be  regarded 
as  belonging  to  the  Slate  whenever  said  society  may  be  dissolved,  or  for  any 
cause  discontinue  its  organization. 

UNITED  STATES  STATUTES. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States 
furnished  to  this  State  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  20,  1874.-— S'm 
Public  Acts  of  Michigan,  No.  26,  1876. 

.  Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan  enact.  That  the  State  Libra- 
rian, upon  the  receipt  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  furnished  to  the 
State  as  provided  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  twenty,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  to  the  offices  of  the  Governor, 
the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor  General,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Oommis- 
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Bioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  the  Attorney  Oeneral,  the  ComniissioDer  of 
Bailroads.  the  Insurance  Ooniinissioner,  and  the  Snperintendent  of  Poblic 
Instraction ;  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Ooui  t,  to  each 
of  the  Circuit  Judges  and  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  this  State,  and  one 
copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  this  State; 
ten  copies  to  the  State  University,  five  for  the  general  and  five  for  the  law 
library;  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College;  twelve  copies  to 
the  State  Library;  in  all  cases  the  officers  receiving  the  said  statutes  shall 
deliver  them  to  their  successors  in  office ;  and  after  retaining  fifty  volumes  for 
future  use,  the  balance,  if  any,  may  be  distributed  to  the  incorporated  libra- 
ries and  colleges  of  this  State,  upon  application  and  payment  of  charges  for 
the  delivery  of  the  same.

**  The  State  Librarian  may  exchange  any  of  said  reports  for  such  other 
reports  or  law  books  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Ooart,  which  reports  or  other  books,  procured  by  such  exchange,  shall  be 
kept  in  the  State  Library.  After  the  publication  of  any  volnme  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  State  Librarian  may  sell  the  same  at  a  price  per 
Tolame  not  exceeding  the  actual  cost  to  the  State  *of  publication  thereof,  to 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  twenty  per  cent  added 
thereto.  The  State  Librarian  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  to  the  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  this  act.  Ue  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received 
by  him  for  said  reports,  and  shall  pay  the  same  monthly  to  the  State  Treasurer, 
who  shall  credit  the  same  to  the  general  fund.  In  case  of  sales  to  any  one 
person,  at  one  time,  of  twenty-five  volumes  or  over,  the  twenty  per  cent  afore- 
said may  be  deducted  from  the  selling  price  of  such  volumes. 

Public  Acts  1879,  No.  168,  relative  to  the  receipt  of  Volume  42  and  subse- 
quent volumes. 

Seo.  8.  Such  contractor  shall  within  sixty  days  after  receiving  the  final 
manuscripts  of  any  volume  from  the  reporter,  deliver  to  the  State  Librarian 
at  Lansing,  free  of  cost,  for  publication  or  .delivery,  three  hundred  and  fifty 
copies  of  such  volumes  in  good  order  and  according  to  contract.

Sbo.  11.  That  when  each  volnme  is  published  and  delivered,  the  State 
Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  out  of  said  three  hundred  and  fifty 
volumes,  to  the  offices  of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor 
General,  tlie  State  Treasurer,  the  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  the 
Attorney  General,  the  Superintendent  uf  Public  Instruction,  the 
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of  Railroads,  and  the  Gonimissioner  of  Insarance,  one  copy  to  each  of  the 
Jastices  of  the  Supreme  Gourt,  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Oircoit  and  Superior 
Court,  and  Recordei-'s  Court  Judges  of  this  State,  one  copy  to  the  Probate 
Court  of  every  county,  and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  State  Re- 
porter, and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  United  States  District  Court  Judges  in 
Michigan,  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
this  State,  one' copy  to  the  library  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  one  copy  to 
the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College,  and  one  copy  to  the  library  of  each  of 
the  States  and  Territories,  which  shall  contribute  to  the  Library  of  this  State 
the  law  reports  which  shall  be  published  under  the  authority  of  such  State  or 
Territory. 

RepuUication  of  the  Reports, 

Public  Acts,  1881,  No.  40,  relative  to  the  republication  and  sale  of  certain 
reports. 

Seo.  9.  Such  contractor,  after  receiving  from  the  reporter  or  other  person 
appointed  by  the  chief  justice  any  volume  of  said  reports  with  the  aforesaid 
foot-notes  or  references,  changes  and  corrections,  shall,  within  ninety  days 
deliver  to^the  State  Librarian  at  Lansing,  free  of  costs  for  publication  or 
delivery,  the  copies  of  such  volumes  hereinbefore  provided  for,  in  good  order 
and  according  to  contract,  who  shall  give  his  receipt  therefor  to  the  contractor 
when  directed  by  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  or  a  majority  of  them. 
Said  contractor,  at  the  time  of  delivering  said  copies  to  the  State  Librarian,  or 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  shall  also  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the 
stereotyped  plates  from  which  said  volume  or  volumes  were  printed  in  good 
order  and  condition. 

Seo.  10.  Upon  the  delivery  of  said  stereotyped  plates  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  upon  producing  and  showing  to  him  a  receipt  from  the  State  Libra- 
rian, showing  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  agreed  number  of  copies  of  any  of 
said  volumes,  and  upon  the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors, 
under  any  contract  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the 
same  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  out  of  any  funds  in  the  State  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  of  any  of  said  vol- 
umes to  each  of  the  various  State  and  county  officers  of  this  State,  to  the 
United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  to  the  various  State  institu- 
tions, and  to  the  libraries  of  the  different  States  and  territories  as  directed  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  Provided^  That  in  case  any  of  said  volumes 
heretofore  published  have  already  been  distributed  to  State  or  county  officers. 
State  institutions,  or  the  United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  the 
same  officers  or  institutions  shall  not  be  furnished  with  copies  of  the  same  vol- 
umes, republished  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless  for  good  cause  shown 
to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  He  shall  also  sell  the  same  at  retail  at  a  price 
not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  the  actual  cost  to  be  determined  by  the  Board 
of  State  Auditors,  and  in  such  quantities  to  book  dealers  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  He  shall  also  give  a  bond,  keep  accounts,  and 
pay  over  money  received  from  the  sale  of  said  reports  in  the  manner  provided 
in  section  seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight,  being  compiler's  section 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty^seven  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-one. 
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BBLATIYE  TO  THE  BECEIYING    AND    DISBURSING    OF   ALL    HOKBTS  BY  STATE 

OFFICERS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1873»  Vol.  1,  No.  148,  provides  for  the  accounting  of 
all  moneyR  received  and  disbursed  by  any  State  of&cer,  and  for  the  making 
oat  and  filing  of  all  receipts,  vouchers  and  accounts  current  made  necessary 
for  use  by  this  act. 

Id  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  State  Librarian  is  required 
to  take  duplicate  vouchers  for  all  moneys  disbursed  by  that  officer,  one  to  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Librarian ;  also  to  make  out  triplicate  receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  the 
same  officer,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General,  one  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  one  to  be  given  to  the  person  or  persons 
from  whom  the  moneys  are  received ;  also  to  make  out  duplicate  abstracts 
and  accounts  current  of  all  monevs  received  and  disbursed. 

One  set  of  all  these  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one  iu 
the  office  of  the  State  Librarian  at  the  close  of  each  mouth.

The  custody,  distribution,  and  sale  of  the  supreme  court  reports,  volumes 
23  to  41  inclusive,  including  the  annotated  or  second  editions  of  the  same, 
are  by  legal  enactment  placed  in  the  care  of  the  Librarian ;  also  the  distri- 
bution and  custody  of  the  copies  of  volume  42  and  succeeding  volumes  that 
are  the  property  of  the  State. 

The  transactions  of  the  Librarian  in  regard  to  these  reports,  may  be  found 
in  detail  in  the  Addenda  to  this  report. 

MIGHIGAK   FIONEEB  COLLECTIONS. 

The  Michigan  Pioneer  Collections  are  published  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Act  No.  83,  Public  Acts  of  1881,  and  Act  No.  51  Public  Acts 
of  1883.  Volumes  three  and  four  have  been  published,  and  contain  the  col- 
lections for  the  years  1880  and  1881.  Volume  five  is  now  being  bound,  and 
contains  the  collections  for  1882.  Volume  six  is  now  in  press,  and  will  be 
issued  before  the  close  of  the  year.  It  contains  the  collections  for  1883. 
Volume  seven  will  contain  the  collections  for  1884.  The  manuscript  is  com- 
piled and  nearly  ready  for  the  printers,  but  the  book  cannot  be  published 
until  next  year. 

The  statistics  relative  to  the  receipt,  sale,  and  distribution  of  these  Pio- 
neer Collections  will  be  found  in  the  Addenda  to  this  report. 

MICHIGAK  IK  THE  WAB. 

The  Legislature  of  1881  authorized  the  Adjutant  Gteneral  of  Michigan  to 
publish  a  second  edition  of  the  book  called  **  Michigan  in  the  War."  The 
distribution  of  the  book  is,  by  law  made  by  the  State  Librarian  to  such  Mich- 
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igau  soldiers  who  may  be  entitled  to  and  do  receive  a  proper  certificate  from 
the  Adjutant  General. 

Act  No.  143,  Pablio  Acts  of  1883,  authorizes  the  distribution  of  the  book 
to  the  widow  of  any  soldier,  or  if  she  be  dead  to  his  father,  or  if  he  be  dead, 
to  the  soldier's  mother. 

Complete  records  are  kept  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Librarian,  relating 
to  this  work.  The  record  of  the  receipt  and  disposal  of  the  books  will  be 
found  in  the  Addenda  to  this  report. 

PRESENT  CONDITION  OF  THE   LIBRARY. 

The  additions  made  to  the  Library  during  the  last  two  years  have  added 
greatly  to  its  value  as  a  reference  Library.  The  amount  expended  for  books 
exceeds  that  of  any  previous  two  years,  which  excess  has  been  applied  princi- 
pally for  the  purchase  of  English  law  reports,  and  law  periodicals,  also  in 
making  more  complete  the  sets  of  statute  laws  of  the  different  States.  New 
text  books  and  digests,  as  well  as  many  of  the  current  law  reports,  and  law 
magazines  that  cannot  be  procured  by  exchange,  have  also  been  purchased. 

Valuable  additions  to  the  collection  of  reference  books,  American  and 
English  histories,  and  biographies,  also  works  relating  to  political  science  and 
the  arts,  have  been  placed  upon  the  shelves  of  the  Library.  Attention  has 
also  been  given  to  the  completing  in  some  measure  the  sets  of  literary  and 
scientific  periodicals. 

The  increased  demand  for  periodical  literature  must  be  due  to  the  numer- 
ous indexes  that  are  now  accessible  to  every  one. 

The  Q.  P.  Indexes,  prepared  by  W.  M.  Griswold,  and  other  Indexes  that 
are  issued  from  time  to  time,  but  more  especially  Poole's  Index,  have  fur- 
nished a  key  to  a  very  large  and  valuable  collection  of  miscellaneous  mag- 
azines. 

There  are  still  many  desirable  books  needed,  and  that  are  often  called  for 
by  persons  visiting  the  library  for  reference.  These  deficiencies  cannot  be 
avoided;  as  the  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books  is  limited,  it  is  impossible 
to  have  every  desirable  book. 

The  use  of  the  books  in  the  Library  increases  as  valuable  books  are  added. 

The  list  of  additions  as  given  in  the  Appendices  will  show  the  increased 
value  of  the  library. 

APPROPRIATION. 

The  State  Librarian  would  again  most  respectfully  urge  upon  the  members 
of  the  Legislature,  the  necessity  of  making  a  generous  appropriation  for  the 
parchase  of  books  for  the  Library.  The  sum  of  $3,000,  for  each  of  the 
years  1885  and  1886,  is  certainly  not  a  large  sum  to  appropriate  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  both  law  and  miscellaneous. 

BOOKS  NEEDED  IN  THE   LIBRARY. 

In  the  Law  Department,  a  few  of  the  earliest  and  most  expensive  of  the 
English  law  reports  are  needed  to  complete  the  set,  also  the  continuation  of 
the  current  volumes  of  the  English  law  reports  and  magazines  are  needed. 

Of  the  Irish,  two  law  reports  are  needed  to  complete  the  set,  and  the  cur- 
rent volumes  of  reports  in  all  the  courts  should  be  kept  up. 

Of  the  Scotch  law  reports,  we  have  only  Morrisson's  Dictionary  of  Decisions. 
It  will  require  the  purchase  of  about  350  books  to  complete  the  set  to  date. 
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It  will  require  the  purchase  of  about  400  volumes  to  fill  up  the  set  of  the 
English  Colonial  reports  and  digests. 

Of  the  American  law  reports,  we  have  to  purchase  the  current  volumes  of 
the  United  States  Supreme,  Circuit,  and  District  Court  reports,  also  the 
digests,  the  American  law  periodicals,  and  many  special  reports  that  are  not 
included  in  our  Inter-State  exchanges. 

There  is  also  a  constant  and  increasing  demand  for  new  law  text  books, 
and  law*  magazines.  It  will  also  require  the  purchase  of  a  few  more  statute 
laws  of  the  various  States  and  Territories  to  complete  the  set  of  American 
statute  law  to  date. 

In  the  General  Library,  the  demand  for  books  is  always  greater  than  the 
supply.  Many  reference  books  not  in  the  Library  are  often  called  for.  The 
Library  is  very  deficient  in  scientific  works.  Students  searching  for  informa- 
tion in  connection  with  their  reading  and  study  causes  a  demand  for  works 
pertaining  to  history,  literature,  science,  and  arts.  The  topics  also  brought 
before  the  Legislature  for  legislative  action  creates  the  necessity  for  a  constant 
addition  of  the  latest  and  best  editions  of  every  encyclopssdia,  dictionary,  and 
statistical  work  of  reference. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  LIBBABIAK. 

The  duties  of  the  Librarian  are  very  arduous.  Much  of  the  time  of  the 
Librarian  is  of  necessity  taken  up  in  superintending  the  affairs  of  the  Library, 
and  in  doing  such  other  work  as  specially  devolves  upon  that  officer.  An 
important  part  of  the  Librarian's  duties  in  a  reference  library  consists  in 
rendering  aid  to  visitors  in  their  research  for  information. 

A  compilation  of  all  the  laws  and  abstracts  of  such  laws  as  pertain  u>  the 
Library  are  guided  to  this  report. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  second  supplemental  catalogue,  containing  the  list  of  books,  pamphlets, 
etc.,  received  since  January  1,  1883,  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and  will  be 
issued  from  the  press  as  early  as  possible. 

The  work  of  preparing  the  card  catalogue  as  required  by  law,  is  progressing 
as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  present  assistants  at  work  on  the  same. 

The  Labrariau  has  been  greatly  aided  in  performing  the  duties  devohing 
upon  this  department,  by  the  Assistant  Librarian,  Elizabeth  L.  Parker,  and 
also  by  the  other  employees,  who  have  at  all  times  proved  faithful  to  their 
trusts.

LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THE 

MICHIGAN  STATE  LIBRARY. 


AN  AOT  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  care  and 
management  of  the  State  Library. — Public  Acts  1881,  No.  169. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan  enact.  That  the  State 
Library  shall  be  kept  in  the  room  in  the  capitol  which  it  now  occapies  until 
some  other  provision  shall  be  made  in  reference  thereto.  It  shall  consist  of 
the  books,  pamphlets,  pictares,  maps,  charts,  and  documents  of  every  descrip- 
tion now  belonging  to  the  same,  together  with  all  such  others  as  it  may  acquire 
by  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  or  otherwise.  The  members  of  both  houses  of 
the  Legislature  and  the  executive  and  judicial  officers  of  the  State  shall  at  all 
times  have  free  access  thereto,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
made  for  the  governing  of  the  Library.  The  Governor,  the  joint  committee  on 
the  State  Library,  and  the  State  Librarian,  shall  make  and  execute,  modify, 
and  amend  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  conflicting  with  the  statutes  govern- 
ing the  Library,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also  rules  prescribing  penalties 
and  fines  for  any  violation  thereof.  Such  rules  and  regulations  when  adopted 
shall  remain  in  force  until  modified  or  amended. 

Sbc.  2.  That  a  State  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  year, 
payable  monthly,  out  of  the  State  treasury,  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the 
Library,  and  the  affairs  pertaining  thereto,  and  who  shall  make  a  biennial 
report  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  each  regular  session  thereof 
as  to  its  condition  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  volumes  contained 
therein. 

Sso.  3.  The  State  Librarian  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  his  receipt  for  all  property  entrusted  to 
him,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and 
give  a  bond  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  property  as  may  be 
entmsted  to  his  care ;  said  bond  and  receipt  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  they  shall  not  be  canceled  until  the  receipt  of  his  suc- 
cessor for  the  property  delivered  over  to  him  shall  be  obtained,  and  payment 
for  all  deficiencies  made. 

Sso.  4.  Before  any  member  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives, 
or  of  the  Convention  to  revise  the  constitution,  or  other  officer  or  employe  of 
the  State,  who  may  be  authorized  by  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  to  draw 
books  therefrom,  shall  receive  their  pay  in  full,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such 
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member,  officer,  or  employe  to  obtain  and  exhibit  a  certificate  from  the  State 
Librarian,  stating  that  such  member,  officer,  or  employe  has  returned  all  books 
be  may  have  drawn,  if  any,  from  the  State  Library.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of 
all  the  State  officers  and  heads  of  departments,  before  a  final  settlement  with 
any  employe  in  their  respective  departments  that  may  resign  or  be  discharged, 
to  require  such  employe  to  obtain  and  exhibit  the  certificate  above  referred  to, 
to  the  officers  in  charge  of  their  respective  departments. 

Sec.  5.  The  publication  of  a  biennial  catalogue  of  all  of  the  books  and  pam- 
phlets in  the  Library  shall  bo  discontinued,  and  hereafter  a  biennial  supplement 
to  the  catalogue  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Librarian,  and  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  liCgislature.  One  hundred  copies  of  the  biennial  catalogue  prepared 
for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-two  and  also  of  each  biennial  supplement,  shall  be  retained  in 
the  Library  for  the  use  of  the  Library  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 
There  shall  not  be  printed  of  each  biennial  supplement  to  exceed  five  hundred 
copies.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared, a  manuscript  card  catalogue  of  all  the  books  and  pamphlets  in  the 
Library,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Librarian,  on  the  receipt  of  any 
book  or  pamphlet,  to  at  once  catalogue  the  same  in  such  card  catalogue. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  Librarian  shall  exchange  the  judicial  decisions,  statutes, 
journals,  legislative  and  executive  documents  of  Michigan,  and  other  books 
placed  in  the  care  of  the  State  Librarian  for  the  purposes  of  exchange,  with 
the  libraries  of  other  States  and  governments  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
foreign  countries,  and  with  societies  and  institutions.  The  State  Librarian 
may  sell  or  exchange  duplicate  volumes  or  sets  of  works  not'needed  for  use  in 
the  State  Library,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  other  books  for 
the  Library. 

Sec.  7.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Governor,  one  assistant,  who  shall  be  known  a» 
Assistant  State  Librarian,  and  who  shall  give  to  the  State  Librarian  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  the  property  held  in  charge,  and  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  consti- 
tutional oath  of  office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  State  Librarian 
to  aid  in  the  care  of  the  books,  in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  and  in  render- 
ing such  assistance  as  the  State  Librarian  may  require  to  properly  perform  the 
duties  devolving  by  law  upon  that  officer.  The  salary  of  the  Assistant  State 
Librarian  shall  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  (per  year),  pay- 
able monthly,  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  voucher 
certified  to  by  the  State  Librarian,  and  drawn  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
General  from  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated.  The  Assistant  State 
Librarian  shall  be  at  any  time  subject  to  removal,  when,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  State  Librarian  and  the  Governor,  the  interests  of  the  State  Library 
require  it. 

Sec.  8.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

RULES   AND    REGULATIONS. 


FOR  THE  QOVI«NMENT  OP  THE  STATE  LIBRARY,  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
GOVERNOR,  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  LIBRARY, 

AND  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


RULE   I. 

The  librai7  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  except  Sandays  and  the  legal 
holidays. 

Daring  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  Snpreme  Court,  and  of  Oonstitutional 
Oonventions,  the  hours  shall  be  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.  At  other 
times,  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  half  past  I  to  5  P.  M.  On 
Saturdays  to  4  P.  M. 

RULE   II. 

The  State  Library  is  one  of  reference,  and  not  a  circulating  library. 

RULE   III. 

The  Librarian  and  Assistant  shall  bo  constant  in  their  attendance  upon  the 
Library  during  the  hours  it  shall  be  directed  to  be  kept  open,  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  by  law,  or  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations goyerning  the  Library. 

RULE   IV. 

All  persons  arc  permitted  to  visit  the  Library  and  examine  and  read  the 
books  and  magazines. 

RULE  V. 

Members  and  officers  of  the  Legislature ;  State  officers  and  clerks  in  the 
several  departments;  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court;  resident  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Begents,  and  members  of  State  Boards;  the  President  of  the  Agri- 
caltural  College,  and  the  Saperintendent  of  the  State  Boform  School,  and 
School  for  the  Blind,  who  apply  in  person  for  books  for  their  own  especial 
use,  shall  be  permitted  to  take  from  the  Library  any  book  or  publication 
belonging  thereto,  excepting  such  as  are  books  of  reference,  or  on  account  of 
their  value  or  rarity  are  by  rule  excluded  from  circulation. 

RULE  VI. 

Any  person  wishing  to  obtain  any  book  for  perusal  or  reference  in  the  gen- 
eral library  must  make  application  at  the  desk  of  the  Librarian.  The  books 
thus  received  must  not  be  taken  from  the  Library,  but  be  returned  to  the 
Librarian's  desk,  otherwise  the  person  will  remain  responsible  for  the  book. 
The  Librarians  will  exercise  a  proper  discrimination  as  to  the  delivery  of  such 
books  as  they  may  judge  liable  to  be  injured.  Manuscripts,  rare  and  valuable 
books  and  plates  are  excluded  from  this  rule;  they  will  be  shown  only  on 
special  application  to  the  Librarian,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  cir- 
cumstances of  each  case  may  in  his  or  her  judgment  require. 

RULE  VII. 

No.  book  can  be  taken  from  the  Library  until  its  title  and  the  name  of  the 
person  taking  it  have  been  registered  by  the  Librarian.  A  receipt  must  also 
be  given  by  the  person  taking  the  book. 

RULE    VIII. 

No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  seat  of  government,  and  no  person  shall 
take  more  than  two  books  at  the  same  time,  or  retain  them  from  the  Library 
for  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks. 

Duplicate  copies  of  laws  and  documents  kept  in  the  Library  for  the  use  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  can  be  borrowed  by  the  members  for  use 
during  the  session. 

RULE  IX. 

The  following  books  shall  be  deemed  books  of  referende,  to-wit :    All  the 
books  in  the  law  department ;  and  in  the  general  library,  all  law  books,  dic- 
tionaries, eucyclopsodias,   manuals,   directories,  registers,  etc.,   newspapers, 
maps  and  engravings,   pamphlet  volumes,   unbound   magazines,   and  books 
which  are  valuable  on  account  of  their  cost,  rarity,  or  antiquity. 

RULE   x. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Gov- 
ernor, Attorney  General,  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  may  take  to  any  room  in  the  Cftpitol  any  law  book  or  book  of 
reference;  and  lawyers  in  attendance  on  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  Capitol, 
will  be  permitted  to  take  such  law  books  as  they  may  wish  into  the  Supreme 
Court  room.     But  all  books  of  reference  must  be  returned  within  two  days. 
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RULE  XI. 

No  public  oflEicer  or  other  persou  privileged  to  draw  books,  shall  extend  the 
privilege  to  others,  or  draw  books  from  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of  loaning 
them  to  others.  Any  person  violating  this  rule  shall  forfeit  his  own  privilege 
to  take  books  from  the  Library. 

KULB  XII. 

Any  person  taking  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication  from  the  Library, 
shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  thereto  while  in  his  or  her  possession, 
which  damages  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Librarian,  and  paid  to  him  or  her  by 
the  person  taking  such  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

Books  must  be  handled  with  care.  Leaves  of  books  must  not  be  turned 
down,  and  no  marks,  with  ink,  pencil,  or  anything,  made  on  the  margins. 

RULE  XIII. 

No  person  except  the  Librarian  or  assistants  shall  be  permitted  to  take  from 
or  replace  in  the  case,  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

RULE  XIV. 

Any  member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession,  any  book,  map, 
or  other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

RULE  XV. 

Three  days  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  the  Librarian  shall 
report  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  the  name  of  each  member 
of  the  Legislature  who  has  not  returned  all  books,  maps,  or  other  publications 
taken  out  of  the  Library  by  such  member,  and  settled  and  paid  all  accounts 
for  fines,  for  injuring  such  books  or  otherwise. 

RULE    XVI. 

Officers  and  clerks  in  the  several  departments  must  return  all  books  in  their 
possession,  before  leaving  their  position  as  an  officer  or  employe  of  the  State. 

RULE  XVII. 

If  on  notice  to  any  person  that  the  time  for  which  any  book  or  books  have 
been  drawn  from  the  Library  by  such  person  has  expired,  or  if  any  person 
shall  have  in  his  or  her  possession  any  book  or  other  article  belonging  to  the 
Library,  and  shall  neglect  to  return  such  book  or  other  article  to  the  Library 
for  more  than  three  days  after  such  notice,  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
to  the  State  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  of  such  book  or  other  article,  which 
value  shall  be  estimated  at  the  cost  of  replacing  the  same. 
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RULE   XVIII. 


No  person  shall  be  allowed  access  to  the  Library  at  any  time  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  Librarian  or  assistants. 


RULE    XIX. 


Any  person  violating  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  may  be  prohibited  by 
the  State  Librarian  from  the  use  and  privileges  of  the  Library.

AN  AOT  making  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  State 

Library  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sectiok  1,  The  Feople  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
three,  and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-four,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  of  the  State  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  State  Library. 

Sec.  2.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  such  temporary  assistance  during  the  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture as  may  be  necessary  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Library. 

Sec.  3.  The  money  so  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury 
upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  and  shall  be  expended  by  the  State 
Librarian,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Governor  and  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Ordered  to  take  immediate  effect. 

Approved  April  18,  1883. 


ABSTRACTS.

PERTAINING  TO  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


LA.W6  AND  D0CUHBX7S. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1877,  No.  170,  reqairesthat  '*two  hundred  copies  of  the 
pablic  acts  of  each  session  of  the  Legislature;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  local 
acfcs;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House;  one 
faandred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  joint  documents;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies 
of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  relating  to  births,  marriages  and 
deaths ;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health ;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  of  the  agricultural, 
and  horticultural  reports ;  also  fifty  copies  additional  of  all  reports  bound  in 
the  joint  documents,  shall  be  placed  in  the  State  Library,  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  for  use  in  said  Library*  and  for  exchange." 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  173,  amending  the  acts  relative  to  the  publi- 
cation and  distribution  of  the  agricultural  and  horticultural  reports,  requires 
a  certain  number  to  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  joint  docu- 
ments, giving  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  to  the  State  Library. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  75,  authorizing  the  purchase  and  distribution 
of  the  (General  Laws  of  the  State^  compiled  by  Andrew  Howell,  provides  that 
they  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  'Tublic  Acts"  of  the  State, 
giving  to  the  library  two  hundred  copies. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  146,  authorizing  the  taking  the  census  and 
statistics  of  the  State  provides  for  the  publication,  also  for  the  distribution  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  joint  documents  of  the  State,  giving  one  hundred  and 
fifty  copies  to  the  Library. 

LEGISLATIVE  MANUAL. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1879,  No.  263,  requires  that  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
place  ''one  hundred  copies  of  each  manual  in  the  State  Library,  for  the  use 
of  (in)  said  Library,  and  for  exchanges." 

MICHIGAN  IN  THE    WAR. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  167,  Section  3,  provides  that:  ''Any  person 
who  served  in  any  Michigan  regiment,  battery,  or  company  during  the  late 
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war,  and  has  been  hoDorably  discharged,  or  any  person  who  served  in  any 
regiment,  battery,  or  company  from  any  other  State,  or  in  the  regular  army, 
or  in  the  navy,  properly  accredited  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  has  been 
honorably  discharged,  or  is  still  in  the  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
copy  of  said  work,  on  presenting  to  the  Librarian  the  certificate  of  the  Adja- 
taut  Oeneral  that  such  person  so  served,  and  if  the  application  for  such  copy 
be  not  made  in  person,  by  depositing  with  such  Librarian  thirty-two  cents  to 
cover  the  expense  of  sending  such  book. 

*^  Sec.  4.  Any  person  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  said  book  at  a  price  not 
to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  cost,  together  with  the  cost  of  sending  the  book, 
if  not  delivered  in  person." 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  Ho.  143,  amends  the  act  of  1881,  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  served  in  any  Michigan  regiment,  battery,  or 
company  during  the  late  war,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  any  per- 
son who  served  in  any  regiment,  battery,  or  company  from  any  other  State, 
or  in  the  regular  army,  or  in  the  navy,  prox)erly  accredited  to  the  State  of 
Michigan,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  if  such  person  be  dead, 
then  his  widow,  if  living,  or  if  she  bo  dead  his  father,  if  living,  and  if  he  be 
dead  then  the  mother  of  any  such  persons,  and  any  person  who  is  still  in  the 
service  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one  copy  of  said  work,  on  presenting  to  the 
Librarian  the  certificate  of  the  Adjutant  General  that  such  person  so  served, 
or  is  a  widow,  or  father,  or  mother,  as  above  provided,  of  a  person  who  so 
served,  and  if  the  application  for  such  copy  be  not  made  in  person,  by  deposit- 
ing with  such  Librarian  thirty-two  cents,  to  cover  the  expense  of  sending 
book. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect. 

Approved  June  5,  1883.

HICHIQAK  PIONEER  COLLECTIONS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  83,  Section  3,  also  Public  Acts  1883,  No. 
51,  Section  3,  requires  that:  **Five  hundred  copies  of  each  volume  to 
be  published  as  heretofore  in  this  act  provided  for,  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
State  Library  of  Michigan  for  exchange  with  the  pioneer  and  historical 
societies  of  other  States,  governments,  and  countries ;  a  further  distribution 
of  said  volumes  to  be  made  by  the  officers  of  said  pioneer  society,  to  each  of 
the  duly  incorporated  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  when  demanded 
by  the  proper  officers  of  said  libraries,  and  the  balance  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  State  Librarian  to  be  sold  at  a  price  not  less  than  seventy-five 
cents  per  volume,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited  in  the  State  treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  fund." 

MICHIGAN   STATE  PIONEER  SOCIETY. 

The  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State  of  Michigan  was  organized  under  Act 
No.  156,  Laws  of  Michigan,  1873.  The  provisions  relating  to  the  Library 
are  as  follows : 

Sec.  6.  Should  a  State  association  be  organized  under  this  act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  said  State  society  to  make  and  transmit  to  the 
State  Librarian  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  said  society,  including  copies 
of  papers  read  at  its  meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  of  facts  collected 
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by  correspoudeiice  or  otherwise,  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  September  of  eaob 
year. 

Sbc.  7.  District  or  county,  town,  city,  or  village  Hssociutions,  organized 
under  this  act,  are  hereby  required  to  report  through  their  Secretary  in  the 
month  of  September  in  each  year,  to  the  Secretary  of  tiie  State  association, 
the  proceedings  of  said  society  during  the  year,  giving  copies  of  papers  read  at 
its  meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  during  the  preceding  year;. such 
report  from  district,  county,  town,  city,  or  village  societies,  to  be  used  in 
compiling  the  report  of  the  State  association  provided  for  in  section  six.  All 
oollectiouB  of  documents,  i)eriodicals,  newspapers,  books,  maps,  pictures^ 
specimens,  and  curiosities  which  may  be  made  by  said  State  society,  shall  be 
•placed  in  the  State  Library  in  ciiarge  of  the  Slate  Librarian^  and  shall  be 
regarded  as  belonging  to  the  State  whenever  said  society  may  be  dissolved. 
or  for  any  cause  discontinue  its  organization, 

UNITED  STATES  STATUTES. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States 
famished  to  this  State  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  20,  1874. — See 
Public  Acts  of  Michigan^  No.  25,  1875, 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  State  Libra- 
rian,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  furnished  to  the 
State  as  provided  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  twenty,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  to  tlie  offices  of  the  Governor, 
the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor  General,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  State  Land  Office,  the  Attorney  General,  the  Commissioner  of 
Railroads,  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction ;  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  each 
of  the  Circuit  Judges  and  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  this  State,  and  one 
copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  the  State; 
ten  copies  to  the  State  University,  five  for  the  general  and  five  for  the  law 
library ;  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College ;  twelve  copies  to 
the  State  Library ;  in  all  cases  the  officers  receiving  the  said  statutes  shall 
deliver  them  to  their  successors  in  office;  and  after  retaining  fifty  volumes  for 
fatare  use,  the  balance,  if  any,  may  be  distributed  to  the  incorporated  libra- 
ries and  colleges  of  this  State,  upon  application  and  payment  of  charges  for 
the  delivery  of  the  same.

'^  There  shall  be  published  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  each  of  said  reports, 
which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  Librarian, " 

Laws  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  Act  No.  137,  Section  7,  relative  to  the  sale  and 
exchange  of  Volumes  23  to  41  inclusive. 

**  The  State  Librarian  may  exchange  any  of  said  reports  for  such  other 
reports  or  law  books  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  reports  or  other  books  procured  by  such  exchange,  shall  be  kept 
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in  tha  Sfcate  Library.  After  the  publication  of  any  volume  uiuier  the  pro* 
visions  of  this  act,  the  State  Librarian  may  sell  the  same  at  a  price  per  toI- 
ume  not  exceeding  the  actual  cost  to  the  State  of  publication  thereof,  to  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  twenty  per  cent  added 
thereto.  The  State  Librarian  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  to  the  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  this  act.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received 
by  bim  for  said  reports,  and  shall  pay  the  same  monthly  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  credit  the  same  to  the  general  fund.  h\  case  of  sales  to  any 
one  person,  at  one  time,  of  twenty-five  volumes  or  over,  the  twenty  per  cent 
aforesaid  may  be  deducted  from  the  selling  price  of  such  volumes." 

Public  Acts  of  1879,  No.  168,  relative  to  the  receipt  of  Volume  42  and  sab-* 
sequent  volumes. 

Sec.  8.  Such  contractor  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  receiving  the  final 
manuscripts  of  any  volume  from  the  reporter,  deliver  to  the  State  Librarian 
at  Lansing,  free  of  cost,  for  publication  or  delivery,  three  hundred  and  fifty 
copies  of  such  volumes  in  good  order,  and  according  to  contract. 

Distribution  of  the  Reports. 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  116,  relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  reports. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  each  volume  is  published  and  delivered,  the  State 
Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  out  of  said  three  hundred  and  fifty 
volumes,  to  the  offices  of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor 
General,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  the 
Attorney  General,  the  Superintendent  of  Publiclnstruction,  the  Commissioner 
of  Railroads,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  one  copy  to  each  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Circuit  and  Superior 
Court,,  and  Recorder's  Court  Judges  of  this  State,  one  copy  to  the  Probate 
Court  of  every  county,  and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  State  He- 
porter,  and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  United  States  District  Court  Judges  in 
Michigan,  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  thiD  office  of  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
this  State,  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  one  copy  to 
the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College,  and  one  copy  to  the  library  of  each  of 
the  States  and  Territories,  which  shall  contribute  to  the  Library  of  this  State 
the  law  reports  which  shall  be  published  under  the  authority  of  such  State  or 
Territory. 

Repuhlicalon  of  the  Reports, 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  40,  relative  to  the  republication  and  sale  of  certain 
reports. 

Sec.  9.  Such  contractor,  after  receiving  from  the  reporter  or  other  person 
appointed  by  the  chief  justice  any  volume  of  said  reports  with  the  aforesaid 
foot«notes  or  references,  changes  and  corrections,  shall,  within  ninety  days, 
deliver  to  the  State  Librarian  at  Lansing,  free  of  costs  for  publication' or 
delivery,  the  copies  of  sudh  volumes  hereinbefore  provided  for,  in  good  order 
and  according  to  contract,  who  shall  give  his  receipt  therefor  to  the  contractor 
when  directed  by  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  or  a  majority  of  them. 
Said  contractor,  at  the  time  of  delivering  said  copies  to  the  State  Librarian,  or 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  shall  also  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the 
stereotyped  plates  from  which  said  volume  or  volumes  were  printed  in  good 
order  and  condition. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  delivery  of  said  stereotyped  plates  to  the  Secretary  of 
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State,  and  upon  prodncing  and  showing  to  him  a  receipt  from  the  State  Libra- 
rian, showing  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  agreed  number  of  copies  of  any  of 
said  volumes,  and  upon  the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors, 
under  any  contract  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the 
same  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  out  of  any  funds  in  the  State  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  of  any  of  said  vol- 
umes to  each  of  the  various  State  and  county  Officers  of  this  State,  to  the 
United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  to  the  various  State  institu- 
tions, and  to  the  libraries  of  the  different  States  and  territories  as  directed  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors :  Provided,  That  in  case  any  of  said  volumes 
heretofore  published  have  already  been  distributed  to  State  or  county  officers. 
State  institutions,  or  the  United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  the 
same  officers  or  institutions  shall  not  be  furnished  with  copies  of  the  same  vol- 
umes, republished  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless  for  good  cause  shown 
to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  He  shall  also  sell  the  same  at  retail  at  a  price 
not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  the  actual  cost  to  be  determined  by  the  Board 
of  State  Auditors,  and  in  such  quantities  to  book  dealers  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  He  shall  also  give  a  bond,  keep  accounts,  and 
pay  over  money  received  from  the  sale  of  said  reports  in  the  manner  provided 
in  section  seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight,  being  compiler's  section 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-one. 

RELATIVE    TO    THE    RECEIVINQ   AND   DISBUBSING    OF   ALL    MONEYS   BY    STATE 

OFFICERS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  No.  148,  provides  for  the  accounting  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  any  State  officer,  and  for  the  making 
out  and  filing  of  all  receipts,  vouchers,  and  accounts  current  made  necessary 
for  use  by  this  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  State  Librarian  is  required 
to  take  duplicate  vouchers  for  all  moneys  disbursed  by  that  officer,  one  to  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Librarian ;  also  to  make  out  triplicate  receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  the 
same  officer,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  Qeneral,  one  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  one  to  be  given  to  the  person  or  persons 
from  whom  the  moneys  are  received;  also  to  make  out  duplicate  abstracts 
and  accounts  current  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed.

The  Michigan  Pioneer  Collections  are  published  in  accordance  with  the  pn>- 
visions  of  Act  No.  83,  Public  Acts  of  1881,  Act  No.  61,  Public  Acts  of  1883, 
and  Act  No.  28,  Public  Acts  of  1885.  Volumes  five  to  eight  inclusive  of  the 
Collections  have  been  published  since  my  last  report,  and  volume  nine  'is  now 
in  press. 

The  manuscript  for  volume  ten  is  nearly  ready  for  the  printer. 

The  State  Pioneer  Society  is  certainly  to  be  congratulated  upon  its  success 
in  collecting,  compiling,  and  publishing  the  very  valuable  historical  matter 
relating  to  the  early  history  of  Michigan,  contained  in  the  volumes  already 
issued. 

The  statistics  relative  to^the  receipt,  sale,  and  distribution  of  these  Pioneer

MICHIGAN  IN  THB  WAfi. 

The  Legislature  of  1881  authorized  the  Adjutant  General  of  Michigan  to 
publish  a  second  edition  of  the  book  called  "  Michigan  in  the  War."  The  dis- 
tribution of  the  book  is  by  law,  made  by  the  State  librarian  to  such  Michigan 
soldiers  who  may  be  entitled  to,  and  do  receive  a  proper  certificate  from  the 
Adjutant  General. 

Act  No.  143,  Public  Acts  of  1883,  authorizes  the  distribution  of  the  book 
to  the  widow  of  any  soldier,  or  if  she  be  dead  to  his  father,  or  if  he  be  dead, 
to  the  soldier's  mother. 

All  letters,  applications,  and  receipts  are  placed  on  file,  and  complete  records 
are  kept  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Librarian  relating  to  this  work.  The 
record  of  the  receipt  and  disposal  of  the  books  will  be  found  in  the  Addenda 
to  tiiis  report. 

PBESENT  CONDITION   OF  THE   LIBBARY. 

There  are  47,867  books  and  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  that  are 
stamped  and  labeled  and  placed  upon  the  shelves  of  the  Library  for  reference 
and  use.  Of  this  number  4,284  are  pamphlets  containing  less  than  fifty 
pages,  though  some  of  them  have  been  bound  since  received,  and  should  now 
be  counted  as  books. 

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library  during  the  past  two 
years  by  purchase  and  by  exchange.  The  titles  of  the  books  and  pamphlets 
added  will  be  found  in  the  Appendices  to  this  report. 

There  has  been  no  loss  of,  or  damage  to  books  and  property  of  the  Library 
that  is  necessary  to  record. 

AFPBOPBIATION. 

The  State  Librarian  most  respectfully  asks  of  the  Legislature  an  appropria- 
tion of  13,000  for  each  of  the  years  1887  and  1888,  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
both  law  and  miscellaneous. 

BOOKS  NEEDED  IN  THE   LIBRABY. 

In  the  Law  Department  it  is  necessary  to  keep  up  the  continuation  of  the 
current  volumes  of  law  magazines,  also  the  law  reports  that  are  not  received 
by  exchange.  We  have  also  to  purchase  law  text  books  and  the  digests  of 
reports. 

It  will  require  the  purchase  of  many  English  and  Scotch  reports  to  make 
the  sets  complete. 

Of  the  statute  laws  we  are  still  needing  many  of  the  Colonial  laws,  aud  lawa 
of  the  States  and  Territories. 
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In  the  (General  Library  there  is  a  constant  demand  for  reference  books  and 
for  works  pertaining  to  all  branches  of  history^  literature,  sciences  and  arts^ 
that  are  not  in  the  library.  ' 

*  CATALOGUE. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  169,  Section  5,  directs  the  State  Librarian  to 
prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared  a  manuscript  card  catalogue  of  all  the  books 
and  pamphlets  in  the  Library. 

The  work  of  preparing  this  catalogue  has  progressed  with  commendable 
rapidity.  The  cards  have  been  prepared  by  the  regular  employes  of  the 
Library,  during  such  hours  as  they  were  not  occupied  in  attending  to  their 
other  duties.  In  the  Law  Deparfcraent  the  card  catalogue  will  be  brought  up 
and  completed  by  the  first  of  January^  and  will  require  the  additions  to  be 
made  to  same  as  books  are  added  to  that  department.  In  the  General  Library 
the  work  has  progressed  as  rapidly,  but  as  it  requires  many  more  cards  to  prop- 
erly catalogue  and  index  the  books  and  pamphlets  ib  cannot  be  completed  this 
year. 

The  card  catalogue  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Library,  as  it  gives  not 
only  authors  and  titles,  but  also  indexes  the  contents  of  the  books  and 
pamphlets. 

The  first  and  second  supplements  to  the  printed  catalogue  are  prepared,  and 
the  third  ^pplement  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  it  can  be  made  ready. 

LIBRARY  LEGISLATION. 

State  Libraries  are  established  at  the  seats  of  government  and  are  emphat- 
ically reference  libraries,  and  not  for  the  circulation  of  books.  They  are 
especially  intended  for  the  use  of  Legislators,  the  Courts  of  the  States,  and  the 
various  State  Depaj^tments,  in  the  transaction  of  their  official  duties.  The 
privilege  of  consulting  and  reading  the  books  has  been  extended  to  all  persons 
who  may  wish  to  visit  the  libraries  for  that  purpose. 

It  will  be  found  upon  examination  of  the  authorities  that  the  laws  and  rules 
governing  State  Libraries  are  very  uniform.  The  history  of  library  work 
proves  that  wherever  the  laws  are  not  stringent,  many  valuable  books  have 
been  lost,  or  damaged,  or  are  not  in  the  libraries  when  needed  for  reference. 
State  libraries  are  the  centers  around  which  are  to  be  collected  the  records  of 
the  past  and  the  future  whose  value  is  in  proportion  to  their  completeness. 

The  laws  and  rules  governing  the  Michigan  State  Library  were  prepared  and 
adopted  after  carefully  considering  the  best  interests  of  the  State  and  those 
who  use  the  books.  There  is  but  one  State  Library  whose  rules  are  more  len- 
ient, and  judging  from  the  reports  from  that  Library  they  are  the  cause  of  a 
good  deal  of  trouble,  and  loss  of  books.  •

A  compilation,  of  all  the  laws  and  abstracts  of  such  laws  as  pertain  to*  the 
Library,  and  the  duties  of  the  Librarian,  are  added  to  this  report. 

CONCLUSION.  • 

The  arduous  duties  of  the  Librarian  have  been  greatly  lightened  by  the 
faithful  efforts  of  her  Assistant,  Mrs.  Mary  0.  Spencer,  and  the  other 
employes  of  the  Department,  who  have  at  all  times  been  very  painstaking  in 
the  performance  of  their  allotted  tasks.  We  are  called  upon  to  record  the 
death  of  one  of  our  number,  and  the  first  since  the  organization  of  the 
Library  who  has  died  whilst  an  employ6  in  the  Library.  Ford  J.  Van  Auk^n 
messenger  and  clerk  in  the  Law  Department,  died  May  28  of  this  year,  at  the 
age  of  23  years,  8  months  and  29  days.  He  commenced  his  work  in  the 
Library  December  1,  1883,  and  by  his  pleasant,  manly  manners  endeared  him- 
self to  all  who  frequented  the  Law  Department.  We  can .  truly  say  with  the 
poet : 

''  Then  fell  upon  the  house  a  sudden  gloom, 
A  shadow  on  those  features  fair  and  thin; 
And  softly,  from  that  hushed  and  darkened  room. 
Two  angels  issued,  where  but  one  went  in."

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LAWS  AND  EEGULATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THE 

MICHIGAN  STATE  LIBRARY. 


AN  ACT  to  revifle  and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  care  aYid 

management  of  the  State  Library. 

[PabUc  Acts  1881,  No.  IflO.] 

.  SEcnoN  1.  ^0  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  State 
Library  shall  be  kept  in  the  room  in  the  capitol  which  it  now  occnpies  until 
some  other  provision  shall  be  made  in  reference  thereto.  It  shall  consist  of 
the  books,  pamphlets,  pictures,  maps,  charts,  and  documents  of  every  descrip- 
tion now  belonging  to  the  same,  together  with  all  such  others  as  it  may  acquire 
by  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  or  otherwise.  The  members  of  both  houses  of 
the  Legislature  and  the  executive  and  judicial  officers  of  the  State  shall  at  all 
times  have  free  access  thereto,  under  snch  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
made  for  the  governing  of  the  Library.  The  Governor,  the  joint  committee  on 
the  State  Library,  and  the  State  Librarian,  shall  make  and  execute,  modify, 
and  amend  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  conflicting  with  the  statutes  govern- 
ing the  Library,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also  rules  prescribing  penalties 
and  fines  for  any  violation  thereof.  Such  rules  and  regulations  when  adopted 
shall  remain  in  force  until  modified  or  amended. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  State  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  year, 
payable  monthly,  out  of  the  State  treasury,  upon  warrant  to  the  Auditor 
General,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the 
Library,  and  the  affairs  pertaining  thereto,  and  who  shall  make  a  biennial 
report  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  each  regular  session  thereof 
as  to  its  condition  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  volumes  contained 
therein. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  Librarian  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  his  receipt  for  all  property  entrusted  to 
him,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and 
give  a  bond  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Siecre- 
tary  of  State,  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  property  as  may  be 
entrusted  to  his  care  ;  said  bond  and  receipt  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  they  shall  not  be  canceled  until  the  receipt  of  his  suc- 
cessor for  the  property  delivered  over  to  him  shall  be  obtained,  and  payment 
for  all  deficiencies  made. 

Sec.  4.  Before  any  member  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives, 
or  of  the  Convention  to  revise  the  constitution,  or  other  officer  or  employ^  of 
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the  State,  who  may  be  authorized  by  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  to  draw 
booke  therefrom,  shall  receive  their  pay  in  full,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such 
member,  officer  or  employ^  to  obtain  and  exhibit  a  certificate  from  the  State 
Librarian,  stating  that  such  member,  officer,  or  employ 6  has  returned  all  books 
he  may  have  drawn,  if  any,  from  the  State  Library.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  the  State  officers  and  heads  of  departments,  before  a  final  settlement  with 
any  employ^  in  their  respective  departments  that  may  resign  or  be  discharged, 
to  require  such  employ^  to  obtain  and  exhibit  the  certificates  above  referred  to, 
to  the  officers  in  charge  of  their  respective  departments. 

Sec.  5.  The  publication  of  a  biennial  catalogue  of  all  of  the  books  and  pam- 
phlets in  the  Library  shall  be  discontinued,  and  hereafter  a  biennial  supplement 
to  the  catalogue  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Librarian,  and  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  Legislature.  One  hundred  copies  of  the  biennial  catalogue  prepared  for 
the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  and  also  of  each  biennial  supplement,  shall  be  retained  in  the  Library  for 
the  use  of  the  Library  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature.  There  shall  not 
be  printed  of  each  biennial  supplement  to  exceed  five  hundred  copies.  The 
State  Librarian  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  manu- 
script card  catalogue  of  all  the  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  Library,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Librarian,  on  the  receipt  of  any  book  or  pam- 
phlet, to  at  once  catalogue  the  same  in  such  card  catalogue. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  Librarian  shall  exchange  the  judicial  decisions,  statutes, 
journals,  legislative  and  executive  documents  of  Michigan,  and  other  books 
placed  in  the  care  of  the  State  Librarian  for  the  purposes  of  exchange,  with  the 
libraries  of  other  States  and  governments  of  the  United  States,  and  of  foreign 
countries,  and  with  societies  and  institutions.  The  State  Librarian  may  sell 
or  exchange  duplicate  volumes  or  sets  of  works  not  needed  for  use  in  the  State 
Library,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  other  books  for  the  Library. 

Sec.  7.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Governor,  one  assistant,  who  shall  be  known  as  Assistant 
State  Librarian,  and  who  shall  give  to  the  State  Librarian  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  property 
held  in  charge,  and  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of 
office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  State  Librarian  to  aid  in  the  care  of 
the  books,  in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  and  in  rendering  such  assistance  as 
the  State  Librarian  may  require  to  properly  perform  the  duties  devolving  by  law 
upon  that  officer.  The  salary  of  the  Assistant  State  Librarian  shall  be  fixed  at 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  (per  year),  payable  monthly,  out  of  the  State 
Treasury,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  voucher  certified  to  by  the  State  Libra- 
rian, and  drawn  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  from  any  funds  not  other- 
wise appropriated.  The  Assistant  State  Librarian  shall  be  at  any  time  subject 
to  removal,  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  State  Librarian  and  the  Governor,  the 
interests  of  the  State  Library  require  it. 

Sec.  8.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS 

FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF    THE    STATE    LIBRARY,    ADOPTED    BY    THE 
GOVERNOR,   JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  LIBRARY, 

AND  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


RULE  I 


The  library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  except  Sundays  and  the  legal 
holidays. 

During  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  Supreme  Court,  and  of  Constitutional 
Conventions,  the  hours  shall  be  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.  At  other 
times,  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  half  past  1  to  5  P.  M.  On 
Saturdays  to  4  P.  M. 

RULE   IJ. 


The  State  Library  is  one  of  reference,  and  not  a  circulating  library. 


RULE  III. 


The  Librarian  and  Assistant  shall  be  constant  in  their  attendance  upon  the 
Library  during  the  hours  it  shall  be  directed  to  be  kept  open,  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  by  law,  or  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  Library. 

RULE   IV. 


All  persons  are  permitted 'to  visit  the  Library  and  examine  and  read  the 
books  and  magazines. 

RULE  V. 


Members  and  officers  of  the  Legislature ;    State  officers  and  clerks  in  the 
several  departments  ;  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court;  resident  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Regents,  and  members  of  State  Boards ;  the  President  of  the  Agri- 
caltural  College,  and  the  Saperintendent  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and 
School  for  the  Blind,  who  apply  in  person  for  books  for  their  own  especial  use, 
flhall  be  permitted  to  take  from  the  Library  any  book  or  pablication  belonging 
thereto,  excepting  such  as  are  books  of  reference,  or  on  account  of  their  value 
or  rarity  are  by  rule  excluded  from  circulation. 


RULE   VI. 

Any  person  wishing  to  obtain  any  book  for  perusal  or  reference  in  the  gen- 
eral library  must  make  application  at  the  desk  of  the  Librarian.  The  books 
thus  received  must  not  be  taken  from  the  Library,  but  be  returned  to  the 
Librarian's  desk,  otherwise  the  person  will  remain  responsible  for  the  book. 
The  Librarians  will  exercise  a  proper  discrimination  as  to  the  delivery  of  such 
books  as  they  may  judge  liable  to  be  injured.  Manuscripts,  rare  and  valuable 
books  and  plates  are  excluded  from  this  rule;  they  will  be  shown  only  on 
special  application  to  the  Librarian,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  circum- 
stances of  each  case  may  in  his  or  her  judgment  require. 


RULE  VII. 

No  book  can  be  taken  from  the  Library  until  its  title  and  the  name  of  the 
person  taking  it  have  been  registered  by  the  Librarian.  A  receipt  must  also 
be  given  by  the  person  taking  the  book. 


RULE   VIII. 

No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  seat  of  govenfment,  and  no  person  shall 
take  more  than  two  books  at  the  same  time,  or  retain  them  from  the  Library 
for  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks. 

Duplicate  copies  of  laws  and  documents  kept  in  the  Library  for  the  use  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  can  be  borrowed  by  the  members  for  use  during 
the  session. 

RULE   IX. 

The  following  books  shall  be  deemed  books  of  reference^  to-wit :  All  the 
books  in  the  law  department;  and  in  the  general  library,  all  law  books,  dic- 
tionaries, encyclopsBdias,  manuals,  directories,  registers,  etc.,  newspapers,  maps 
and  engravings,  pamphlet  volumes,  unbound  magazines,  and  books  which  are 
valuable  on  account  of  their  cost,  rarity,  or  antiquity. 


RULE  x. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Gov- 
ernor, Attorney  General,  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  Judges   of  the 
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Supreme  Gonrt,  may  take  to  any  room  in  the  Capitol  any  law  book  or  book  of 
referen.ce;  and  lawyers  in  attendance  on  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  Capitol, 
will  be  permitted  to  take  such  law  books  as  they  may  wish  into  the  Supreme 
Court  room.     But  all  books  of  reference  must  be  returned  within  two  days. 

BULB  XI. 

No  public  officer  or  other  person  privileged  to  draw  books,  shall  extend  the 
privilege  to  others,  or  draw  books  from  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of  loaning 
them  to  others.  Any  person  violating  this  rule  shall  forfeit  his  own  privilege 
to  take  books  from  the  Library. 

RULE  XII. 

Any  person  taking  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication  from  the  Library,, 
shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  thereto  while  in  his  or  her  possession, 
which  damages  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Librarian,  and  paid  to  him  or  her  by 
the  person  taking  such  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

Books  must  be  handled  with  care.  Leaves  of  books  must  not  be  turned 
down,  and  no  marks,  with  ink,  pencil,  or  anything,  made  on  the  margins. 

BULE   XIII. 

No  person  except  the  Librarian  or  assistants  shall  be  permitted  to  take  from 
or  replace  in  the  case,  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

RULE  xrv. 

Any  member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession,  any  book,  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

BULE   XV. 

Three  days  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  the  Librarian  shall 
report  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  the  name  of  each  member 
of  the  Legislature  who  has  not  returned  all  books,  maps,  or  other  publications 
taken  out  of  the  Library  by  such  member,  and  settled  and  paid  all  accounts 
for  fines,  for  injuring  such  books  or  otherwise. 

BULE  XVI. 

Officers  and  clerks  in  the  several  departments  must  return  all  books  in  their 
possession,  before  leaving  their  position  as  an  officer  or  employ^  of  the  State. 

BULB  XVII. 

If  on  notice  to  any  person  that  the  time  for  which  any  book  or  books  have 
been  drawn  from  the  Library  by  such  person  has  expired,  or  if  any  person 
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shall  haye  in  his  or  her  possession  any  book  or  other  article  belonging  {to  the 
Library,  and  shall  neglect  to  return  sach  book  or  other  article  to  the  Library 
for  more  than  three  days  after  such  notice,  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
to  the  State  a  sum  eqaal  to  the  value  of  such  book  or  other  article,  which 
value  shall  be  estimated  at  the  cost  of  replacing  the  same. 


BULE    XVIII. 


No  person  shall  be  allowed  access  to  the  Library  at  any  time  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  Librarian  or  assistants. 


BULB    XIX. 


Any  person  violating  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  may  be  prohibited  by 
the  State  Librarian  from  the  use  and  privileges  of  the  Library.

'    BBKATE   OOKCUBBBirr   BESOLUTIOK. 

February  20,  1885. 

Resolved  (the  House  concurring),  That  members  taking  books  from  the 
State  Library  when  there  is  only  one  copy  of  the  same  work,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  requested  to  return  them  the  same  day,  or  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
receiving  them  from  the  State  Librarian. 

The  House  concurred,  Feb.  23,  1885. 
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AN  AOT  making  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  Books  for  the  State 

Library  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-six^  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  of  the  State,  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  not  other- 
irise  appropriated,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  State  library. 

Sec.  2.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ,  with  the 
i^pproval  of  the  Governor,  such  temporary  assistance  during  the  session  of  the 
Legislature  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Library. 

Sec.  3.  The  money  so  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  from  the  State  treasury 
upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  and  shall  be  expended  by  the  State 
Librarian,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Governor,  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


LAWS  AND  DOCUMENTS. 

The  Pablic  Acts  of  1877,  No.  170,  requires  that  ''two  hundred  copies  of  the 
public  acts  of  each  session  of  the  Legislature ;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  local 
acts;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House;  one  hundred 
and  fifty  copies  of  the  joint  documents;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the 
report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  relating  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths;  one 
hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Hea'th;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  of  the  agricultural  and  horticul- 
tural reports;  also  fifty  cop'es  additional  of  all  reports  bound  in  the  joint  docu- 
ments, shall  be  placed  in  the  State  Library,  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  use 
in  said  Library  and  for  exchange. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  173,  amending  the  acts  relative  to  the  publi- 
cation and  distribution  of  the  agricultural  and  hoxticultural  reports,  requires  a 
certain  number  to  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  joint  documents, 
giving  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  to  the  State  Library. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  75,  authorizing  the  purchase  and  distribution 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  State,  compiled  by  Andrew  Uowell,  provides  that 
they  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  '^ Public  Acts"  of  the  State, 
giving  to  the  library  two  hundred  copies. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  146,  authorizing  the  taking  the  census  and 
statistics  of  the  State  provides  for  the  publication,  also  for  the  distribution  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  joint  documents  of  the  State,  giving  one  hundred  and 
fifty  copies  to  the  Library. 

LEGISLATIVE  MANUAL. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1879,  No.  263,  requires  that  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
place  ''one  hundred  copies  of  each  manual  in  the  State  Library,  for  the  use 
of  (in)  said  Library,  and  for  exchanges." 

MICHIGAN  IN  THE  WAB. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  167,  Section  3,  provides  that:  "Any  person 
who  served  in  any  Michigan  regiment,  battery,  or  company  during  the  late 
war,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  any  person  who  served  in  atij 
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regiment,  battery,  or  company  from  any  other  State,  or  in  the  regalar  army, 
or  in  the  n^ivy,  properly  accredited  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  has  been 
honorably  discharged,  or  is  still  in  the  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
copy  of  said  work,  on  presenting  to  the  Librarian  the  certificate  of  the  Adju- 
tant General  that  snch  person  so  served,  and  if  the  application  for  such  copy 
be  not  made  in  person,  by  depositing  with  such  Librarian  thirty-two  cents  to 
cover  the  expense  of  sending  such  book. 

"  Sec.  4.  Any  person  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  said  book  at  a  price  not 
to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  cost,  together  with  the  cost  of  sending  the  book, 
if  not  delivered  in  person." 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  143,  amends  the  act  of  1881,  as  follows : 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  served '  in  any  Michigan  regiment,  battery,  or 
company  during  the  late  war,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  any  per- 
son who  served  in  any  regiment,  battery,  or  company  from  any  other  State, 
or  in  the  regular  army,  or  in  the  navy,  properly  accredited  to  the  State  of 
Michigan,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  if  such  person  be  dead, 
then  his  widow,  if  living,  or  if  she  be  dead  his  father,  if  living,  and  if  he  be 
dead  then  the  mother  of  any  such  persons,  and  any  person  who  is  still  in  the 
service  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one  copy  of  said  work,  on  presenting  to  the 
Librarian  the  certificate  of  the  Adjutant  General  that  such  person  so  served, 
or  is  a  widow,  or  father,  or  mother,  as  above  provided,  of  a  person  who  so 
served,  and  if  the  application  for  such  copy  be  not  made  in  person,  by  deposit- 
ing with  such  Librarian  thirty-two  cents,  to  cover  the  expense  of  sending  book. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect. 

Approved  June  5,  1883. 

MICHIGAN    PIOKEER    COLLECTIOKS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  83,  Section  3,  also  Public  Acts  1883,  No. 
61,  Section  3,  requires  that:  **Five  hundred  copies  of  each  volume  to 
be  publ'shed  as  heretofore  in  this  act  provided  for,  shall  be  deposited  hi  the 
State  Library  of  Michigan  for  exchange  with  the  pioneer  and  historical 
societies  of  other  States,  governments,  and  countries ;  a  further  distribution 
of  said  volumes  to  be  made  by  the  oflicers  of  said  pioneer  society,  to  each  of 
the  duly  incorporated  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  when  demanded 
by  the  proper  officers  of  said  libraries,  and  the  balance  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  State  Librarian  to  be  sold  at  a  price  not  less  than  seventy-five 
cents  per  volume,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited  in  the  State  treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  fund.'* 

MICHIGAN  STATE  PIONEER  80CIETT. 

The  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State  of  Michigan  was  organized  under  Act 
No.  1(6,  Laws  of  Michigan,  1873.  The  provisions  relating  to  the  Library 
are  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  Should  a  State  association  be  organized  under  this  act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  said  State  Society  to  make  and  transmit  to  the 
State  Librarian  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  said  society,  including  copies 
of  papers  read  at  its  meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  of  facts  collected 
by  correspondence  or  otherwise,  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  September  of  each 
year. 
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Sea  7.  District  or  county,  town,  city,  or  village  associations,  orfi:anized  un- 
der this  act,  are  hereby  required  to  report  through  their  Secretary  in  the  mouth 
of  September  in  each  year,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  association,  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  society  daring  the  year,  giving  copies  of  papers  read  at  its 
meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  during  the  preceding  year ;  such  re- 
port from  district,  county,  town,  city,  or  village  societies*  to  be  used  in  comp- 
iling the  report  of  the  State  association  provided  for  in  section  six.  All  collec- 
tions of  documents,  periodicals^  newspapers,  books,  maps,  pictures,  specimens,, 
and  curiosities  which  may  be  made  by  said  State  society,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
State  Library  in  charge  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  shall  be  regarded  as 
belonging  to  the  State  whenever  such  society  may  be  dissolved,  or  for  any 
cause  discontinue  its  organization. 

UNITED  STATES  STATUTES. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States 
furnished  to  this  State  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  20,  1874. 

(See  Pablic  Acts  of  Michigan,  No.  85, 1876.) 

Sfction  1.  The  People  o/  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  State 
Librarian,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  furnished  to 
the  State  as  provided  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  twenty,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  to  the  offices  of  the 
Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor  General,  the  State  Treasurer, 
the  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  the  Attorney  General,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Eailroads,  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  ;  one  copy  each  to  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to 
each  of  the  Circuit  Judges  and  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  this  State; 
and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
the  State;  ten  copies  to  the  State  University,  five  for  the  general  and  five  for 
the  law  library;  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College;  twelve  copies 
to  the  State  Library;  in  all  cases  the  officers  receiving  the  said  statutes  shall  de- 
liver them  to  their  successors  in  office  ;  and  after  retaining  fifty  volumes  for 
future  use,  the  balance,  if  any,  may  be  distributed  to  the  incorporated  libraries 
and  colleges  of  this  State,  upon  application  and  payment  of  charges  for  the 
delivery  of  the  same.

''  There  shall  be  published  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  each  of  said  reports, 
which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  Librarian, " 

Laws  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  Act  No.  137,  Section  7,  relative  to  the  sale  and  ex- 
change of  Volumes  23  to  41  inclusive. 

''  The  State  Librarian  may  exchange  any  of  said  reports  for  such  other  re- 
ports or  law  books  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  reports  or  other  books  procured  by  such  exchange,  shall  be  kept 
in  the  State  library.  After  the  publication  of  any  volume  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  State  Librarian  may  sell  the  same  at  a  price  per  volume  not  ex- 
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oeeding  the  actual  cost  to  the  State  of  publication  thereof,  to  be  determined 
by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  twenty  per  cent  added  thereto.  The 
State  Librarian  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  to 
the  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  bj 
this  act.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  for  said 
reports,  and  shall  pay  the  same  monthly  to  the  State  Treasurer,  ivbo  shall 
credit  the  same  to  the  general  fund.  In  case  of  sales  to  any  one  person,  at  one 
time,  of  twenty-five  Tolumes  or  over,  the  twentV  per  cent  aforesaid  may  be  de- 
ducted from  the  selling  price  of  such  volumes." 

Public  Acts  of  1879,  No.  168,  relative  to  the  receipt  of  Volume  42  and  sub- 
sequent volumes. 

Sec.  8.  Such  contractor  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  receiving  the  final 
manuscripts  of  any  volume  from  the  reporter,  delivdr  to  the  State  Librarian  at 
Lansing,  free  of  cost,  for  publication  or  delivery,  three  hundred  and  fifty  copies 
of  such  volumes  in  good  order,  and  according  to  contract. 

Distribution  of  the  Reports. 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  116,  relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  reports 
Sec.  U.  That  when  each  volume  is  published  and  delivered,  the  State 
Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  out  of  said  three  hundred  and  fifty 
volumes,  to  the  oflices  of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor 
General,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Commissioner  of  thu  State  Land  Office,  the 
Attorney  General,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Commissioner 
of  Eailroads,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  one  copy  to  each  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Circuit  and  Superior 
Court,  and  Recorder's  Court  Judges  of  this  State,  one  copy  to  the  Probate 
Court  of  every  county,  and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  State  Re- 
porter, and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  United  States  District  Court  Judges  in 
Michigan,  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
this  State,  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  one  copy  to 
the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College,  and  one  copy  to  the  library  of  each  of 
the  States  and  Territories,  which  shall  contribute  to  the  Library  of  this  State 
the  law  reports  which  shall  be  published  under  the  authority  of  such  State  or 
Territory. 

Repiiblication  of  the  Reports, 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  40,  relative  to  the  republication  and  sale  of  certain 
reports. 

Sec.  9.  Such  contractor,  after  receiving  from  the  reporter  or  other  person 
appointed  by  the  chief  justice  any  volume  of  said  reports  with  the  aforesaid 
foot-notes  or  references,  changes  and  corrections,  shall  within  ninety  days, 
deliver  to  the  State  Librarian  at  Lansing,  free  of  costs  for  publication  or  de- 
livery, the  copies  of  such  volumes  hereinbefore  provided  for,  in  good  order  and 
according  to  contract,  who  shall  give  his  receipt  therefor  to  the  contractor 
when  directed  by  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  or  a  majority  of  them. 
Said  contractor,  at  the  time  of  deliveriug  said  copies  to  the  State  Librarian,  or 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  shall  also  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the 
stereotyped  plates  from  which  said  volume  or  volumes  were  printed  in  good 
order  and  condition. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  delivery  of  said  stereotyped  plates  to  the  Secretary  of 
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State,  and  upon  producing  and  showing  to  him  a  receipt  from  the  State  Libra- 
rian, showing  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  agreed  number  of  copies  of  any  of  said 
volumes,  and  upon  che  authorization  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  under 
any  contract  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  aud  the  same 
shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  out  of  any  funds  in  the  State  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  of  any  of  said  vol- 
umes to  each  of  the  various  State  and  county  officers  of  this  State,  to  the 
United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  to  the  varioas  State  institu- 
tions, and  to  the  libraries  of  the  different  States  and  territories  as  directed  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors:  Provided,  That  in  case  any  of  said  volumes 
heretofore  published  have  already  been  distributed  to  State  or  county  officers. 
State  institutions,  or  the  United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  the 
same  officers  or  institutions  shall  not  be  furnished  with  copies  of  the  same  vol- 
umes, republished  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless  for  good  cause  shown 
to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  Ue  shall  also  sell  the  same  at  retail  at  a  price 
not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  the  actual  cost  to  be  detcrmiued  by  the  Board 
of  State  Auditors,  and  in  such  quantities  to  book  dealers  as  shall  be  fiscd  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  Ue  shall  also  give  a  bond,  keep  accounts,  and 
pay  over  money  received  from  the  sale  of  said  reports  in  the  manner  provided 
in  section  seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight,  being  compiler's  section, 
five  thousand  Ax  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen, 
hundred  and  seventy-one. 

RELATTVB     TO     THE    EECBIVINQ     AND    DISBURSING     OF    ALL     MONEYS  BY  BTATB 

OFFIGEBS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  No.  148,  provides  for  the  accounting  of  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  any  State  officer,  and  for  the  making  out 
and  filing  of  all  receipts,  vouchers  aad  accounts  current  made  necessary  for 
use  by  this  act 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  State  Librarian  is  required 
to  take  duplicate  vouchers  for  all  moneys  disbursed  by  that  officer,  one  to  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one  in  the  office  of  tae  State 
Libmrian;  also  to  make  out  triplicate  receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  the 
same  officer,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General,  one  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  one  to  be  given  to  the  person  or  persons  from 
whom  the  moneys  are  received  ;  also  to  make  out  duplicate  abstracts  aud  ac- 
counts current  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed. 

One  set  of  all  these  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Librarian  at  the  close  of  each  month.

MICHIGAN   IN  THE   WAR. 

The  custody,  distribution  and  sale  of  the  book  called  '^Michigan  in  the 
War,"  was  by  Act  No.  248,  Public  Acts  1887,  transferred  from  the  custody 
of  the  State  Librarian  to  that  of  the  Adjutant  General.  All  of  the  record 
books,  letters,  applications  and  receipts  pertaining  to  the  distribution  of  the 
book  were  on  July  1, 1887,  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General 
and  his  receipt  for  the  same  taken.  The  statistics  relative  to  the  receipt  and 
disposal  of  the  books  from  October  1,  1886,  to  July  1, 1887,  will  be  found  in 
the  Addenda  to  this  report. 

PRESENT   CONDITION   OF  THE    LIBRARY. 

There  are  50,861  books  and  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  that  are 
stamped,  tabled  and  placed  upon  the  shelves  of  the  Library  for  reference  and 
use.  Of  this  number  4,284  are  pamphlets  containing  less  than  fifty  pages. 
A  few  of  these  pamphlets  have  been  bound  and  would  now  be  counted  as 
books. 

There  has  been  no  important  loss  or  damage  to  the  books  or  property  of 
the  Library. 

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Law  Department  and  also  to  the 
General  Library. 

The  fiscal  year  closing  June  30,  very  many  of  the  most  important  and 
valuable  books  ordered  have  not  yet  been  received,  and  therefore  cannot  be 
included  in  this  report. 

The  United  States  supreme,  circuit  and  district  court  reports,  and  many 
other  sets  of  reports  published  by  private  enterprise  have  to  be  procun  d  by 
purchase. 

There  is  an  imperative  demand,  always  much  beyond  the  means  placed  at 
the  command  of  the  Librarian,  for  law  text  books,  digests,  reports,  law  peri- 
odicals and  statute  laws  that  are  not  in  the  Library. 

These  books  are  absolutely  needed,  not  only  for  the  use  of  the  supreme  and 
circuit  courts,  but  also  for  the  use  of  the  various  legislative  committees, 
especially  the  judiciary.  They  are  needed  for  the  benefit  of  all  persons  hav- 
ing occasion  to  consult  law  books. 
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In  the  Qeneral  Library  the  demand  for  books  needed  for  reference  ftnd 
stndy  are  as  frequent  And  persistent  as  in  the  lav  department. 

The  topics  bronght  before  the  legislators  of  the  present  day  for  diaoassion 
and  legislative  action  neoesaitates  constant  additions  to  the  departments  of 
history,  literature  and  science  in  all  its  branches,

LAWS  AND   REGULATIONS  liELATlVE  TO  THE 

MICHIGAN  STATE  LIBRARY. 


AN  ACT  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  care  and 

management  of  the  State  Library. 

[PabUo  A.ct8  1881,  No.  169.] 

Section  1.  The  People  9f  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  the  State 
Library  shall  be  kept  in  the  room  in  the  capitol  which  it  now  occupies  until 
some  other  provision  shall  be  made  in  reference  thereto.  It  shall  consist  of 
the  books^  pamphlets^  pictures^  maps,  charts,  anddocumentsof  every  descrip- 
tion now  belonging  to  the  same,  together  with  all  such  others  as  it  may  acquire 
by  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  or  otherwise.  The  members  of  both  houses  of 
the  Legislature  and  the  executive  aud  judicial  ofiScers  of  the  State  shall  at  all 
times  have  free  access  thereto,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
made  for  the  governing  of  the  Library.  The  Governor,  the  joint  committee  on 
the  State  Library,  and  the  State  Librarian,  shall  make  and  execute,  modify, 
and  amend  sQch  rules  and  regulations,  not  conflicting  with  the  statutes  govern- 
ing the  Library,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also  rules  prescribing  penalties 
and  fines  for  any  violation  thereof.  Such  rules  and  regulations  when  adopted 
«ball  remain  in  force  until  modified  or  amended. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  State  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  year, 
payable  monthly,  out  of  the  State  treasury,  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor 
<}eneral,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the 
Library,  and  the  affairs  pertaining  thereto,  and  who  shall  make  a  biennial 
report  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  each  regular  session  thereof 
as  to  its  condition  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  volumes  contained 
therein. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  Librarian  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
ofilce,  file  with  the  Secretary  of  State  his  receipt  for  all  property  entrusted  to 
him,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and 
give  a  bond  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  property  as  may  be 
entrusted  to  his  care ;  said  bond  and  receipt  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  they  shall  not  be  canceled  until  the  receipt  of  his  suc- 
cessor for  the  property  delivered  over  to  him  shall  be  obtained,  and  payment 
for  all  deficiencies  made. 

Sec.  4.  Before  any  member  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the  House  of  fiepresentatives, 
or  of  the  Convention  to  revise  the  constitution,  or  other  officer  or  employ6  of 
the  State,  who  may  be  authorized  by  the  rules  of  the   State  Library  to  draw 
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books  therefrom^  shall  receive  their  pay  in  full,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  sacb 
member^  officer  or  employe  to  obtain  and  exhibit  a  certificate  from  the  State 
Librarian,  stating  that  such  member,  officer,  or  employ^  has  returned  all  booka 
he  may  have  drawn,  if  any,  from  the  State  Library.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  the  State  officers  and  heads  of  departaients,  before  a  final  settlement  with 
any  employe  in  their  respective  departments  that  may  resign  or  be  discharged,, 
to  require  such  employ 6  to  obtain  and  exhibit  the  certificates  above  referred 
to,  to  the  officers  in  charge  of  their  respective  departments. 

Ssc.  5.  The  publication  of  a  biennial  catalogue  of  all  of  the  books  and 
pamphlets  in  the  Library  shall  be  discontinued,  and  hereafter  a  biennial  sup- 
plement to  the  catalogue  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Librarian,  and  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  Legislature.  One  hundred  copies  of  the  biennial  catalogue 
prepared  for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  eighteen  bun* 
dred  and  eighty-two  and  also  of  each  biennial  supplement,  shall  be  retained 
in  the  Library  for  the  use  of  the  Library  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 
There  shall  not  be  printed  of  each  biennial  supplement  not  to  exceed  five  hun- 
dred copies.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare,  or  cause 
to  be  prepared,  a  manuscript  card  catalogue  of  all  the  books  and  pamphlets  in 
the  Library,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Librarian,  on  the  receipt 
of  any  book  or  pamphlet,  to  at  once  catalogue  the  same  in  such  card  cata- 
logue. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  Librarian  shall  exchange  the  judicial  decisions,  statutes, 
journals,  legislative  and  executive  documents  of  Michigan,  and  other  books 
placed  in  the  care  of  the  State  Librarian  for  the  purposes  of  exchange,  with 
the  libraries  of  other  States  and  governments  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
foreign  countries,  and  with  societies  and  institutions.  The  State  Librarian 
may  sell  or  exchange  duplicate  volumes  or  sets  of  works  not  needed  for  use 
in  the  State  Library,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  other  booka 
for  the  Library. 

Sec.  7.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Governor,  one  assistant,  who  shall  be  known  as 
•Assistant  State  Librarian,  and  who  shall  give  to  the  State  Librarian  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  the  property  held  in  charge,  and  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  consti- 
tutional oath  of  office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  State  Librarian 
to  aid  in  the  care  of  the  books,  in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  and  in  ren- 
dering such  assistance  as  the  State  Librarian  may  require  to  properly 
perform  the  duties  devolving  by  law  upon  that  officer.  The  salary  of  the 
Assistant  State  Librarian  shall  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollar8(per 
year),  payable  monthly,  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  upon  the  presentation  of 
a  voucher  certified  to  by  the  State  Librarian,  and  drawn  upon  warrant  of 
the  Auditor  General  from  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated.  The  As- 
sistant State  Librarian  shall  be  at  any  time  subject  to  removal,  when,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  State  Librarian  and  the  Governor,  the  interests  of  the  State 
Library  require  it. 

Sec.  8.    All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Ordered  to  take  immtdiate  effect. 
Approved  May  31,  1881. 


RULES  AND  KEGULATION^S 


FOR    TEE   GOVERNMENT   OF   THE   STATE  LIBRARY,   ADOPTED    BY   THE 
GOVERNOR,  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  LIBRARY, 

AND  THE  STATE  UBRARIAN. 


RULE  I. 

The  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  except  Sundays  and  the  legal 
holidays. 

Daring  seFsioDs  on  the  Legielature,  Supreme  Court,  and  of  Constitutional 
Conventions,  the  hours  shall  be  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.  At  other 
times,  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  half  past  1  to  5  P.  M.  On 
Saturdays  to  4  P.  M. 

RULE   II. 

The  State  Library  is  one  of  reference,  and  not  a  circulating  library. 


HULE  III. 

The  Librarian  and  Assistant  shall  be  constant  in  their  attendance  upon  the 
Library  daring  the  hours  it  shall  be  directed  to  be  kept  open  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  by  law,  or  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  Library. 

RULE    IV. 

All  persons  are  permitted  to  visit  the  Library  and  examine  and  read  the 
books  and  magazines. 

RULE  V. 

Members  and  officers  of  the  Legislature;  State  officers  and  clerks  in  the 
several  departments;  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court;  resident  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Regents,  and  members  of  State  Boards;  the  President  of  the  Agri- 
cultural College,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and 
School  for  the  Blind,  who  apply  in  person  for  books  for  their  own  special 
use,  shall  be  permitted  to  take  from  the  Library  any  book  or  publication 
belonging  thereto,  excepting  such  as  are  books  of  reference,  or  on  account  of 
their  value  or  rarity  are  by  rule  excluded  from  circulation. 


BULB  VI. 

Any  person  wishing  to  obtain  any  book  for  perusal  or  reference  in  the  gen- 
eral library  must  make  application  at  the  desk  of  the  Librarian.  The  books 
thus  received  must  not  be  taken  from  the  Library,  but  be  returned  to  the 
Librarian's  desk,  otherwise  the  person  will  remain  responsible  for  the  book. 
The  Librarians  will  exercise  a  proper  discrimination  as  to  the  delivery  of 
such  books  as  they  may  judge  liable  to  be  injured.  Manuscripts,  rare  and 
valuable  books  and  plates  are  excluded  from  this  rule;  they  will  be  shown 
only  on  special  application  to  the  Librarian,  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  circumstances  of  each  case  may  in  his  or  her  judgment  require. 


HULE  VII. 

No  book  can  be  taken  from  the  Library  until  its  title  and  the  name  of  the 
person  taking  it  have  been  registered  by  the  Librarian.  A  receipt  must  also 
be  given  by  the  person  taking  the  book. 


BULB  VIII. 

No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  seat  of  government,  and  no  person  shall 
take  more  than  two  books  at  the  same  time,  or  retain  them  from  the  Library 
fur  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks. 

Duplicate  copies  of  laws  and  documents  kept  in  the  Library  for  the  use  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  can  be  borrowed  by  members  for  use  during 
the  session. 

BULB  IX. 

The  following  books  shall  be  deemed  books  of  reference,  to-wit :  All  the 
books  in  the  law  department ;  and  in  the  general  library,  all  law  books,  dic- 
tionaries, encyclopedias,  manuals,  directories,  registers,  etc.,  newspapers, 
maps  and  engravings,  pamphlet  volumes,  unbound  magazines,  and  books 
which  are  valuable  on  account  of  their  cost,  rarity  or  antiquity. 


BULB   X. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Gov- 
ernor, Attorney  General,  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  Judges  of  the 
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Supreme  Gonrt^  may  take  to  any  room  in  the  Capitol  any  law  book  or  book  of 
reference;  and  lawyers  inatteodance  on  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  Capitol^ 
will  be  permitted  to  take  such  law  books  as  they  may  wish  into  the  Supreme 
Court  room.    But  all  books  of  reference  must  be  returned  within  two  daySi. 

RULE   XI. 

No  public  officer  or  other  person  privileged  to  draw  books,  shall  extend  tho 
privilege  to  others,  or  draw  books  from  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of  loan- 
ing them  to  others.  Any  person  violating  this  rule  shall  forfeit  his  own 
privilege  to  take  books  from  the  Library. 

BULB   XII. 

Any  person  taking  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication  from  the  Library 
shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  thereto  while  in  his  or  her  possession, 
which  damages  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Librarian,  and  paid  to  him  or  her  by 
the  person  taking  such  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

Books  must  be  handled  with  care.  Leaves  of  books  must  not  be  turned 
down,  and  no  marks,  with  ink,  pencil,  or  anything  made  on  the  margins. 

RULE  XIII. 

No  person  except  the  Librarian  or  assistants  shall  be  permitted  to  take 
from  or  replace  in  the  case,  any  book,  map,  or  other  publication. 

RULE   xiv. 

Any  member  of  the  Legislature  having  in  his  possession  any  book,  map,  or 
other  publication  belonging  to  the  Library,  shall  return  the  same  four  days 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature. 

RULE   XV. 

• 

Three  days  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  the  Librarian  shall 
report  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  the  name  of  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  who  has  not  returned  all  books,  maps,  or  other  publi- 
cations taken  out  of  the  Library  by  such  member,  and  settled  and  paid  all 
accounts  forfineSj  for  injuring  such  books  or  otherwise. 

RULE    XVI. 

Officers  and  clerks  in  the  several  departments  must  return  all  books  in  their 
possession,  before  leaving  their  position  as  an  officer  or  employ^  of  the  State. 

RULE   XVII. 

If  on  notice  to  any  person  that  the  time  for  which  any  book  or  books  have 
been  drawn  from  the  Library  by  such  person  has  expired,  or  if  any  person 
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shall  have  in  his  or  her  possession  any  book  or  other  article  belonging  to  the 
Library,  and  shall  neglect  to  return  such  book  or  other  article  to  the  Library 
for  more  than  three  days  after  such  notice,  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
to  the  State  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  of  such  book  or  other  article,  which 
value  shall  be  estimated  at  the  cost  of  replacing  the  same. 

RULE   XVIII. 


No  person  shall  be  allowed  access  to  the  Library  at  any  time  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  Librarian  or  assistants. 


HULB   XIX. 


Any  person  violating  the  rules  of  the  State  Library  may  be  prohibited  by 
the  State  Librarian  from  the  use  and  privileges  of  the  Library.

SENATE  GONGUBRENT   RESOLUTION. 

February  20,  1886. 

Resolved  (the  House  concurring).  That  members  taking  books  from  the 
State  Library  when  there  is  only  one  copy  of  the  same  work,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  requested  to  return  them  the  same  day,  or  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
receiving  them  from  the  State  Librarian. 

The  House  concurred,  Feb.  23,  1885. 
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AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  Books  for  the  State 

Library  and  for  other  purposes  pertaining  to  the    State  Library  for  the 

years  eighteen   hundred   aud    eighty-seven    and    eighteen   hundred   and 

eighty-eight. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollar^s  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-eight,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  of  the  State,  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  State  Library. 

Seo.  2.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  such  temporary  assistance  during  the  session  of  the 
liegislature  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Library. 

Seo.  8.  The  money  so  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  from  the  State  treasury 
apon  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  and  shall  be  expended  by  the  State 
Librarian,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Governor,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

LAWS  AND  DOCUlklENTS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1877,  No.  170,  requires  **two  hundred  copies  of  the 
public  acts  of  each  session  of  the  Legislature;  one  hundred  copies  of  the 
local  acts;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  Senate  and  House;  one 
hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  joint  documents;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies 
of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  relating  to  births,  marriages  and 
deaths;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health ;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  of  the  agricultural  and 
horticultural  reports;  also  fifty  copies  additional  of  all  reports  bound  in  the 
joint  documents,  shall  be  placed  in  the  State  Library,  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  for  use  in  said  Library  and  for  exchange. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  173,  amending  the  acts  relative  to  the  publi- 
cation and  distribution  of  the  agricultural  and  horticultural  reports,  requires 
a  certain  number  to  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  joint  docu- 
ments,  giving  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  to  the  State  Library. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  75,  authorizing  the  purchase  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  General  Laws  of  the  State,  compiled  by  Andrew  Howell,  provides 
that  they  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  ^'Public  Acts"  of  the 
State,  giving  to  the  Library  two  hundred  copies. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  146,  authorizing  the  taking  the  oensns 
and  statistics  of  the  State  provides  for  the  publication,  also  for  the  distribu- 
tion in  the  same  manner  as  the  joint  documents  of  the  State,  giving  one 
hundred  and  fifty  copies  to  the  Library. 

LEGISLATIVE  MANUAL. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1879,No.  263,  requires  that  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
place  ''one  hundred  copies  of  each  manual  in  the  State  Library,  for  the  nse 
of  (in)  said  Library  and  for  exchanges." 

MICHIOAK  IK  THE  WAB. 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  167,  Section  3,  provides  that:  "Any  person 
who  served  in  any  Michigan  regiment,  battery  or  company  during  the  late 
war,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  any  person  who  served  in  any 
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regiment)  battery^  or  company  from  any  other  State,  or  in  the  regular  army, 
or  in  the  navy,  properly  accredited  to  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  has  been 
honorably  discharged,  or  is  still  in  the  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
copy  of  said  work,  on  presenting  to  the  Librarian  the  certificate  of  the  Adju- 
tant General  that  such  person  so  served,  and  if  the  application  for  such  copy 
be  not  made  in  person,  by  depositing  with  such  Librarian  thirty-two  cents  to 
coyer  the  expense  of  sending  such  book. 

''Sec.  4.  Any  person  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  said  book  at  a  price  not 
to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  cost,  together  with  the  cost  of  sending  the  book, 
if  not  delivered  in  person." 

The  Public  Acts  of  1883,  No.  143,  amends  the  act  of  1881,  as  follows  : 

Sbc.  3.  Any  person  who  served  in  any  Michigan  regiment,  battery,  or 
company  during  the  late  war,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  any  per- 
son who  served  in  any  regiment,  battery,  or  company  from  any  other  State, 
or  in  the  regular  army,  or  in  the  navy,  properly  accredited  to  the  State  of 
Michigan,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged,  or  if  such  person  be  dead, 
then  his  widow,  if  living,  or  if  she  be  dead  his  father,  if  living,  and  if  he  be 
dead  then  the  mother  of  any  such  person  and  any  person  who  is  still  in  the 
service  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one  copy  of  said  work,  on  presenting  to  the 
librarian  the  certificate  of  the  Adjutant  General  that  such  person  so  served, 
or  is  a  widow,  or  father,  or  mother,  as  above  provided,  of  a  person  who  so 
served,  and  if  the  application  for  such  copy  be  not  made  in  person  by  deposit- 
ing with  such  Librarian  thirty-two  cents,  to  cover  the  expense  of  sending  book. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect 

Approved  June  5,  1883. 

MI0HI6AX   PIOKBBB  COLLBCTIOKS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  83,  Section  3,  also  Public  Acts  1883,  No. 
51,  Section  3,  requires  that:  ''Five  hundred  copies  of  each  volume  to 
be  published  as  heretofore  in  this  act  provided  for  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
State  Library  of  Michigan  for  exchange  with  the  pioneer  and  historical 
Bocieties  of  other  States,  governments,  and  countries ;  a  further  distribution 
of  said  volumes  to  be  made  by  the  officers  of  said  pioneer  society,  to  each  of 
the  duly  incorporated  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  when  demanded 
by  the  proper  officers  of  said  libraries,  and  the  balance  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  State  Librarian  to  be  sold  at  a  price  not  less  than  seventy-five 
cents  per  volume,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited  in  the  State  treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  fund/' 

MICHIOAN   STATB   PIONEBB  SOCIETY. 

The  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State  of  Mich^'gan  was  organized  under  Act 
Kg.  156,  Laws  of  Michigan,  1873.  The  provisions  relating  to  the  Library 
are  as  follows : 

Seo.  6.  Should  a  State  association  be  organized  under  this  act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  said  State  Society  to  make  and  transmit  to  the 
State  Librarian  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  said  society,  including  copies 
of  papers  read  at  its  meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  of  facts  collected 
by  correspondence  or  otherwise,  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  September  of  each 
year. 
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8eo.  7.  District  or  county^  town,  city,  or  village  associations,  organized  nn» 
der  this  act,  are  hereby  required  to  report  through  their  Secretary  in  the  month 
of  September  in  each  year,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  association,  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  society  daring  the  year,  giving  copies  of  papers  read  at  its 
meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  during  the  preceding  year;  such  re- 
port from  district,  county,  town,  city,  or  village  societies,  to  be  used  in  com- 
piling the  report  of  the  State  association  provided  for  in  section  six.  All  collec- 
tions of  documents,  periodicals,  newspapers,  books,  maps,  pictures,  specimenB, 
and  curiosities  which  may  be  made  by  said  State  society,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
State  Library  in  charge  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  shall  be  regarded  as 
belonging  to  the  State  whenever  such  society  may  be  dissolved,  or  for  any 
cause  discontinue  its  organization. 

UKITED  STATES  STATUTES. 

AN  AOT  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States 
furnished  to  this  State  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  20,  1874. 

(See  PabUo  Acts  of  Michigan,  No.  86, 1875.) 

Section  1.  TTie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  State 
Librarian,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  furnished  to 
the  State  as  provided  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  twenty,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  shall  distribute  one^copy  each  to  the  offices  of  the 
Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor  General,  the  State  Treasarer, 
the  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  the  Attorney  General,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Bailroads,  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction ;  one  copy  each  to  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to 
each  of  the  Circuit  Judges  and  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  this  State; 
and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
the  State ;  ten  copies  to  the  State  University,  five  for  the  general  and  five  for 
the  law  library;  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College;  twelve  copies 
to  the  State  Library ;  in  all  cases  the  officers  receiving  the  said  statutes  shall  de- 
liver them  to  their  successors  in  office ;  and  after  retaining  fifty  volumes  for 
future  use,  the  balance,  if  any,  may  be  distributed  to  the  incorporated  libraries 
and  colleges  of  this  State,  upon  application  and  payment  of  charges  for  the 
delivery  of  the  same.

*'There  shall  be  published  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  each  of  said  reports, 
which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  Librarian, " 

Laws  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  Act  No.  137,  Section  7,  relative  to  the  sale  and  ex- 
change of  Volumes  23  to  41  inclusive. 

''The  State  Librarian  may  exchange  any  of  said  reports  for  such  other  re- 
ports or  law  books  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  reports  or  other  books  procured  by  such  exchange,  shall  be  kept 
In  the  State  library.     After  the  publication  of  any  volume  under  the  provisions 
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•of  thiB  act^  the  State  Librarian  may  sell  the  same  at  a  price  per  volnme  not  ex- 
ceeding the  actual  cost  to  the  State  of  publication  thereof,  to  be  determined 
by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors^  and  twenty  per  cent  added  thereto.  The 
State  Librarian  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
to  the  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  imposed 
by  this  act.^  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  for 
said  reports,  and  shall  pay  the  same  monthly  to  the  State  Treasurer,  who 
flhall  credit  the  same  to  the  general  fund.  In  case  of  sales  to  any  one  per- 
son, at  one  time,  of  twenty-five  volumes  or  over,  the  twenty  per  cent  afore- 
said may  be  deducted  from  the  selling  price  of  such  volumes." 

Public  Acts  of  1879,  No.  168,  relative  to  the  receipt  of  Volume  42  and 
subsequent  volumes. 

Sso.  8.  Such  contractor  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  receiving  the  final 
manuscripts  of  any  volume  from  the  reporter,  deliver  to  the  State  Librarian 
at  Lansing,  free  of  cost,  for  publication  or  delivery,  three  hundred  and  fifty 
copies  of  such  volumes  in  good  order  and  according  to  contract. 

Distribution  of  the  Reports. 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  116,  relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  reports 
Seo.  11.  That  when  each  volume  is  published  and  delivered,  the  State 
Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  out  of  said  three  hundred  and  fifty 
volumes,  to  the  offices  of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor 
General,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  the 
Attorney  (General,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Oommis- 
flioner  of  Railroads,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  one  copy  to  each  of « 
the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Circuit  and 
Superior  Court,  and  Recorder's  Court  Judges  of  this  State,  one  copy  to  the 
Probate  Court  of  every  county,  and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
State  Reporter,  and  one  coi^y  to  each  of  the  United  States  District  Court 
Jadges  in  Michigan,  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  county  clerk  of  each 
coanty  in  this  State,  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  University  of  Michigan, 
one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  Agricultural  College,  and  one  copy  to  the 
library  of  each  of  the  States  and  Territories,  which  shall  contribute  to  the 
Library  of  this  State  the  law  reports  which  shall  be  published  under  tho 
authority  of  such  State  or  Territory. 

Republication  of  the  Reports, 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  40,  relative  to  the  republication  and  sale  of  cer- 
tain reports. 

Seo.  9.  Such  contractor,  after  receiving  from  the  reporter  or  other  person 
appointed  by  the  chief  justice,  any  volume  of  said  reports  with  the  aforesaid 
foot-notes  or  references,  changes  and  corrections,  shall  within  ninety  days, 
deliver  to  the  State  Librarian  at  Lansing,  free  of  costs  for  publication  or 
delivery,  the  copies  of  such  volumes  hereinbefore  provided  for,  in  good  order 
and  according  to  contract,  who  shall  give  his  receipt  therefor  to  the  contractor 
when  directed  by  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  or  a  majority  of  them. 
Said  contractor,  at  the  time  of  delivering  said  copies  to  the  State  Librarian, 
or  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  shall  also  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the 
stereotyped  plates  from  which  said  volume  or  volumes  were  printed  in  good 
order  and  condition. 
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Sec.  10.  Upon  the  delivery  of  said  stereotyped  plates  to  the  Secretary  of 
State^  and  upon  producing  and  showing  to  him  a  receipt  from  the  State  Libra- 
rian, showing  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  agreed  nnmber  of  copies  of  any  of 
said  volumes,  and  upon  the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors, 
under  any  contract  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the 
same  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  out  of  any  funds  in  the  State 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  of  any  of  said  yoI- 
umes  to  each  of  the  various  State  and  county  ofBcers  of  this  State,  to  the 
United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  to  the  various  State  iDSti- 
tutions,  and  to  the  libraries  of  the  different  States  and  territories  as  directed 
by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors:  Provided,  That  in  case  any  of  said  volumes 
heretofore  published  have  already  been  distributed  to  State  or  county  officers, 
State  institutionET,  or  the  United  States  District  Court  kludges  in  Michigan, 
the  same  officers  or  institutions  shall  not  be  furnished  with  copies  of  the  same 
volumes,  republished  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  unless  for  good  cause 
shown  to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  He  shall  also  sell  the  same  at  retail 
at  a  price  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent  above  the  actual  cost  to  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  in  such  quantities  to  book  dealers  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  He  shall  also  give  a  bond,  keep 
accounts,  and  pay  over  money  received  from  the  sale  of  said  reports  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight,  being 
compiler's  section  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  compiled 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one. 

BELATIVE  TO  THE    REOEIVIKQ    AKD    DIBBUBSING  OF  ALL  MONEYS  BY  BTATB 

OFFIOEBS. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  No.  148,  provides  for  the  accounting  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  any  State  officer,  and  for  the  making 
out  and  filing  of  all  receipts,  vouchers  and  accounts  current  made  neoessary 
for  use  by  this  act. 

In  acordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  State  Librarian  is  reqnired 
to  take  duplicate  vouchers  for  all  moneys  disbursed  by  that  officer,  one  to  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  Oeneral  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Librarian ;  also  to  make  out  triplicate  receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  the 
same  officer,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General,  one  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  one  to  be  given  to  the  person  or  persona 
from  whom  the  moneys  are  received ;  also  to  make  out  duplicate  abstracts  and 
accounts  current  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed. 

One  set  of  all  these  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  Oeneral  and  one  in 
the  office  of  the  State  Librarian  at  the  close  of  each  month.

MICHIGAN  PIONEER   AND   HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  COLLECTIONS. 

Since  the  last  report  of  the  state  librarian  Vols.  17  and  18  of  these  col- 
*  lections  have  been  published.    Information  concerning  the  sale  and  dis- 
tribution of  these  and  earlier  volumes  may  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

MANAGEMENT  OF  LIBRARY. 

The  present  librarian  received  her  appointment  March  1,  1891.  After 
receipting  for  books  and  property,  which  had  been  carefully  inventoried, 
she  proceeded  to  ascertain,  so  far  as  possible,  the  greatest  needs  of  the 
library  and  probable  cost  of  same,  in  view  of  the  bill,  then  pending  in 
the  legislature,to  appropriate  money  to  meet  these  demands. 

The  library  gave  evidence  of  many  years  of  careful  management  and  a 
wise  disposition  of  the  funds  granted  for  purchases,  but  in  order  that  it 
should  maintain  its  high  degree  of  excellence  and  keep  pace  with  the 
rapidly  growing  libraries  of  other  states  it  seemed  necessary  to  have  more 
than  the  $3,0CS,  which  had  been  asked  for  by  the  preceding  librarian. 
Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Tenney. 

Having  fortified  herself  with  facts  and  figures  in  regard  to  the  wants  of 
the  library,  the  librarian  ventured  to  urge  an  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion originally  asked  for,  and  through  the  kind  assistance  and  earnest 
efforts  of  senators  and  members  of  the  House,  who  appreciated  the  justiee 
of  the  request,  a  bill  was  passed  granting  $4,000  for  each  of  the  years 
1891  and  1892. 

The  acquisitions  to  the  library  will,  it  is  hoped,  testify  to  the  wise  anil 
judicious  expenditure  of  the  money  thus  allowed. 

In  the  law  department  the  amount  expended  has  been  for  the  current 
publications,  the  latest  and  most  approved  textbooks,  and  tn  valuable  addi- 
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tions  to  the  Engliah,  Scotch  and.  Irish  reports.  So  far  as  the  appropria- 
tion would  permit,  the  imperfect  American  reprints  of  English  reports 
have  been  replaced  by  the  original  English  edition. 

Great  advance  has  been  made  towards  perfecting  the  collection  of  stat- 
ute laws,  by  the  purchase  of  such  volumes  as  could  be  obtained,  and,  ow- 
ing to  their  scarcity,  obtained  by  purchase  only. 

In  making  selections  for  the  general  library,  the  legislfttors,  and  the 
subjects  upon  which  they  have  to  legislate,  have  been  kept  in  mind  and  an 
effort  made  to  anticipate  their  wants  so  far  as  finances  would  permit. 

In  the  department  of  periodicals  there  have  been  quite  extensive  and 
valuable  acquisitions,  both  in  the  purchase  of  complete  sets  of  some  of  the 
oldest  and  most  important  magazines,  as  well  as  in  completing  defective 
sets. 

Upon  accepting  her  appointment,  the  librarian  asked  of  the  Governor  the 
privilege  of  choosing  her  assistant,  which  right  was  generously  conceded. 
After  entering  upon  her  dutiee,  realizing  that  the  interests  of  the  Hbrary 
and  its  patrons  could  be  best  subserved  by  skilled  labor,  and  also  that 
there  must  be  for  the  new  and  unskilled  laborers  a  period  of  apprentice- 
ship, the  present  incumbent  desired  to  retain  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Spencer  as 
assWnt  librarian.  To  this  choice  the  Governor  granted  his  consent  and 
approval,  and  the  librarian  bcRS  to  say  that  she  devoutly  hopes  this  may 

grove  the  first  step  towards  miu:in^  this  educational  center  what  it  should 
e,  namely,  a  non-partisan  institution. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Spencer  possesses  the  desirable  and  neces- 
sary qualities  for  a  successful  librarian,  ner  preeminent  fitness  lay  in  her 
six  years'  experience  in  this  work,  and  in  that  acquaintance  with  the 
books  which  only  years  can  give.  Owing  to  these  qualifications  her 
services,  especially  in  the  reference  depai^ment,  have  been  invaluable. 
Commendatory  mention  is  due  to  each  of  the  other  members  of  the  library 
staff  for  faithful,  intelligent  and  satisfactory  performance  of  duties. 

EXCHANGES. 

There  has  been  a  gratifving  increase  in  the  list  of  interstate  exchanges, 
and  it  is  expected  that  before  the  next  biennial  report  the  state  librarian 
will  be  able  to  extend  the  system  so  that  we  shall  receive  not  only  the 
American  state  and  territorial  publications,  but  those  of  foreign  govern- 
ments as  well,  while  at  the  same  time  Michigan,  through  her  state  docu- 
ments and  reports,  will  be  making  herself  known  to  foreign  countries. 

A  supplement  has  been  added  to  this  report  ^vin^  a  list  of  all  terri- 
torial  and  state  publications,  from  the  organization  of  the  territory  to  the 
present  time. 

APPROPRIATION. 

If  each  legislator  would  make  himself  familiar  with  the  subject  of 
libraries  in  general,  and  our  state  library  in  particular,  there  would  be  no 
necessity  for  urging  a  generous  appropriation.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the 
rapid  and  substantial  growth  of  our  country,  and  of  our  own  state,  calls 
for  a  corresponding  progress  in  our  state  library.  To  the  legislature  we 
must  look  for  funds  to  foster  this  growth,  and  the  librarian  would  earn- 
esily  request  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  year  1893  and  $5,000  for  the 
year  18^  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  state  library.

18  ABSTRACTS  OF  LAWS. 

Relative  to  the  Receiving  and  Disbursing  of  all  Moneys  by  State  Officers. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  No.  148,  provides  for  the  accounting  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  any  State  officer,  and  for  the  making 
out  and  filing  of  all  receipts,  vouchers  and  accounts  current  made  necessary 
for  use  by  this  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  State  Librarian  is 
required  to  take  duplicate  vouchers  for  all  moneys  disbursed  by  that  officer, 
one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one  in  the  office  of 
the  State  Librarian;  also  to  make  out  triplicate  receipts  for  all  moneys 
received  by  the  same  officer,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
General,  one  in  the  office  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  one  to  be  given  to 
the  person  or  persons  from  whom  the  moneys  are  received;  also  to  make 
out  duplicate  abstracts  and  accounts  current  of  all  moneys  received  and 
disbursed. 

One  set  of  all  these  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one 
in  the  office  of  the  State  Librarian  at  the  close  of  each  month.

ocal  acts;  one  hundred  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  Senate  and  House;  one 
handled  and  fifty  copies  of  the  joint  documents;  one  hundred  and  fifty 
copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  relating  to  births,  mamagee 
and  deaths;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health;  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  each  of  the  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  reports;  also  fifty  copies  additional  of  all  reports 
bound  in  the  joint  documents,  shall  be  placed  in  the  State  Library,  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  for  use  in  said  Library  and  for  exchange.

The  Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  83, 1883,  No.  51, 1885,  No.  28, 1887,  No,  80, 
1889,  No.  88,  require  that:  "Five  hundred  copies  of  each  volume  to  be 
published  as  heretofore  in  this  act  provided  for  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
State  Library  of  Michigan  for  exchange  with  the  pioneer  and  historical 
societies  of  other  States,  governments,  and  countries;  a  further  distribu- 
tion of  said  volumes  to  be  made  by  the  officers  of  said  pioneer  society,  to 
each  of  the  dulv  incorporated  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  Michigan, 
when  demanded  by  the  proper  officers  of  said  libraries,  and  the  balance  to 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Librarian  t6  be  sold  at  a  price  not  less 
than  seventy-five  cents  per  volume,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited  in  the 
State  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund." 

HIOHIGAN  STATE  PIONBEB  SGCIBTT. 

The  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State  of  Michigan  was  organized  under  act 
No.  156,  Laws  of  Michigan,  1873.  The  provisions  relating  to  the  State 
Library  are  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  Should  a  State  association  be  organized  under  this  act,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  said  State  society  to  make  and  transmit  to 
the  State  Librarian  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  said  society,  including 
copies  of  papers  read  at  its  meetings  or  contributed  by  its  members  oi 
facts  collected  by  correspondence  or  otherwise,  at  the  end  of  the  month  of 
September  of  each  year. 

Sec.  7.  District  or  county,  town,  city,  or  village  associations,  organized 
under  this  act,  are  hereby  required  to  report  through  their  secretary  in 
the  month  of  September  in  each  year,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  associa- 
tion, the  proceedings  of  said  society  during  the  year,  giving  copies  of 
paoers  read  at  its  meeting  or  contributed  by  its  members  during  the  pre- 
ceding year;  such  report  from  district,  county,  town,  city,  or  village  socie- 
ties, to  be  used  in  compiling  the  report  of  the  State  association  provided 
for  in  section  six.  All  collections  of  documents,  periodicals,  newspapers, 
books,  maps,  pictures,  specimens,  and  curiosities  which  may  be  made  by 
said  State  sociel^,  shall  be  placed  in  the  State  Library  in  charge  of 
the  Stale  Librarian^  and  shall  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  the  State  when- 
ever such  society  may  be  dissolved,  or  for  any  cause  discontinue  its 
organization. 

UNITED  STATES  STATUTES. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of  the  statutes  of  the  United 
Stetes  furnished  to  this  State  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  20, 1874. 

(See  PabUo  Acts  of  Michigan,  No.  25, 1875.) 

Section  1,  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michiqan  enact,  That  the 
State  Librarian,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  fur- 
nished to  the  State  as  provided  by,  act  of  Congress,  approved  June  twenty, . 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy*four,  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  to  the 
offices  of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Auditor  General,  the 
State  Treasurer,  the  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  the  Attorney 
General,  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  the 
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SuperintendeDt  of  Public  Instruction;  one  copy  each  to  the  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  to  each  of  the  Circuit  Judges  and  Judges  of  the  Supe- 
rior Courts  of  this  State;  and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  of  each  county  in  the  State;  ten  copies  to  the  State  Uni- 
versity, five  for  the  general  and  five  for  the  law  library;  one  copy  to  the 
library  of  the  Agricultural  College;  twelve  copies  to  the  State  Library;  in 
all  cases  the  officers  receiving  the  said  statutes  shall  deliver  them  to  their 
successors  in  office;  and  after  retaining  fifty  volumes  for  future  use,  the 
balance,  if  any,  may  be  distributed  to  the  incorporated  libraries  and  col- 
leges of  this  State,  upon  application  and  payment  of  charges  for  the  deli\r 
ery  of  the  same. 

MICHIGAN  SUPREME  COURT  REPORTS.

^There  shall  be  published  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  each  of  said  reports, 
which  shall  be  deposited  vrith  the  State  Librarian, " 

Laws  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  Act  No.  137,  Section  7,  relative  to  the  sale  and 
.exchange  of  Volumes  23  to  41  inclusive. 

"The  State  Librarian  may  exchange  any  of  said  reports  for  such  other 
reports  or  law  books  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  which  reports  or  other  books  procured  by  such  exchange, 
shall  be  kept  in  the  State  Library.  After  the  publication  of  any  volume 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  State  Librarian  may  sell  the  same  at  a 
price  per  volume  not  exceeding  the  actual  cost  to  the  State  of  publication 
thereof,  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  twenty  per 
cent  added  thereto.  The  State  Librarian  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  -penal 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  the  State,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him  for  said  reports,  and  shall  pay  the  same*  monthly 
to  the  State  Treasurer,  who  shall  credit  the  same  to  the  general  fund.  In 
case  of  sales  to  any  one  person,  at  one  time,  of  twenty-five  volumes  or 
over,  the  twenty  per  cent  aforesaid  may  be  deducted  from  the  selling  price 
of  sach  volumes." 

Public  Acts  of  1879,  No.  168,  relative  to  the  receipt  of  Volume  42  and 
subsequent  volumes. 

Sec.  8.  Such  contractor  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  recmving  the 
final  manuscripts  of  any  volume  from  the  reporter,  deliver  to  the  State 
Librarian  at  Lansinj^,  free  of  cost,  for  publication  or  delivery,  three 
hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  such  volumes  in  good  order  and  according  to 
contract. 

Distribution  of  the  Reports. 

Public  Acts  of  1881,  No.  116,  relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  reports. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  each  volume  is  published  and  delivered,  the  State 
Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copy  each  out  of  said  three  hundred  and 
fifty  volumes,  to  the  oflSces  of  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the 
Auditor  General,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land 
Office,  the  Attorney  General,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
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the  Commissioner  of  Bailroads,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance^  one 
copy  to  each  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  one  copy  to  each  of  the 
Circuit  and  Superior  Court,  and  Recorder's  Court  Judges  of  this  State, 
one  copy  to  the  Probate  Court  of  every  county,  and  one  copy  to  be  kept  in 
the  office  of  the  State  Reporter,  and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  United  States 
District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  one  copy  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of 
county  clerk  of  each  county  in  this  State,  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the 
University  of  Michigan,  one  copy  to  the  library  of  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, and  one  copy  to  the  library  of  each  of  the  states  and  territories, 
which  shall  contribute  to  the  library  of  this  State  the  law  reports  which 
shall  be  published  under  the  authority  of  such  State  or  territory. 

Bepublication  of  the  Reports, 

Public  Acta  of  1881,  No.  40,  relative  to  the  republication  and  sale  of 
certain  reports. 

Sec.  9.  Such  contractor,  after  receiving  from  the  reporter  or  other  per- 
son appointed  by  the  chief  justice,  any  volume  of  said  reports  with  the 
aforesaid  foot  notes  or  references,  changes  and  corrections,  shall,  within 
ninety  days,  deliver  to  the  State  Librarian  at  Lansing,  free  of  costs  for 
publication  or  delivery,  the  copies  of  such  volumes  hereinbefore^rovided 
for,  in  good  order  and  according  to  contract,  who  shall  give  his  receipt 
therefor  to  the  contractor  when  directed  by  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  or  a  majority  of  them.  Said  contractor,  at  the  time  of  delivering 
said  copies  to  the  State  Librarian,  or  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  should 
also  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  stereotyped  plates  from  which 
said  volume  or  volumes  were  printed  in  good  order  and  condition. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  delivery  of  said  stereotyped  plates  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  upon  producing  and  showing  to  him  ^  receipt  from  the  State 
Librarian,  showing  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  agreed  number  of  copies  of 
any  of  said  volumes,  and  upon  the  authorization  of  the  Board  of  State 
Auditors,  under  any  contract  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  out  of  any  funds  in 
the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  Librarian  shall  distribute  one  copv  of  any  of  said 
volumes  to  each  of  the  various  State  and  county  officers  oi  this  State,  to 
the  United  States  District  Court  Judges  in  Michigan,  to  the  various  State 
institutions,  and  to  the  libraries  of  the  different  states  and  territories  as 
directed  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors:  Provided,  That  in  case  any  of 
said  volumes  heretofore  published  have  already  beeu  distribc^ted  to  State 
or  county  officers,  State  institutions,  or  the  United  States  District  Court 
Judges  in  Michigan,  the  same  officers  or  institutions  shall  not  be  furnished 
with  copies  of  the  same  volumes,  republished  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  unless  for  good  cause  shown  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  He 
shall  also  sell  the  same  at  retail  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent 
above  the  actual  cost  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors, 
and  in  such  quantities  to  book  dealers  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
State  Auditors.  He  shall  also  give  a  bond,  keep  accounts,  and  pay  over 
money  received  from  the  sale  of  said  reports  in  the  manner  provided  in 
section  seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight,  being  compiler's  section 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  compiled  laws  oi  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-one. 
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Relative  to  the  Receiving  and  Disbursing  of  all  Moneys  by  State  Officers. 

The  Public  Acts  of  1873,  Vol.  1,  No.  148,  provides  for  the  accounting  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  any  State  officer,  and  for  the  making 
out  and  filing  of  all  receipts,  vouchers  and  accounts  current  made  necessary 
for  use  by  this  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  State  Librarian  is 
required  to  take  duplicate  vouchers  for  all  moneys  disbursed  by  that  officer, 
one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one  in  the  office  of 
the  State  Librarian;  also  to  make  out  triplicate  receipts  for  all  moneys 
received  by  the  same  officer,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
General,  one  in  the  office  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  one  to  be  given  to 
the  person  or  persons  from  whom  the  moneys  are  received;  also  to  make 
out  duplicate  abstracts  and  accounts  current  of  all  moneys  received  and 
disbursed. 

One  set  of  all  these  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  and  one 
in  the  office  of  the  State  Librarian  at  the  close  of  each  month.
